Well, there won’t be any scandal about it. I mean, no Grand 
Jury will be called to investigate faulty, short-cut construction. I 
have watched with increased fascination the tons of concrete, the 
miles of steel and the mountains of brick that have gone into this 
Conrad Hilton of fall-out shelters, the new Bucks County court- 
house, now nearing completion in Doylestown. Unlike the Titanic, 
this girl is truly unsinkable. : 

Temporary only are the names of those who have perpetrated 
the deed—make-shift signs advertising the who's who of the crea- 
tion .Indeed, we can fully expect that these paste-ups, along with 
their owners, will take to the hills when the last be-finned air- 
conditioning vent is put into place, casting its shadow on a town 
which could very easily lose its shirt in saving the seat of its 
county. 

The original side-walk barricade which first shielded a town’s 
eyes from the demolition of the old courthouse is long since gone 
and so, too, an irate citizen’s chalked epitaph: “Treason In The 
Name Of Progress". The debasement of the Old Lady of Court 
Street has been complete and a Chinese wall of brick-on-brick 
silences forever those who dared raise their voice in protest. It 
is not that we were against progress, nor that we find any objec- 
tions, even now, to the new courthouse’s clean, almost classic de 
sign. It’s just that it’s Frank Lloyd Wrong for down-town Doyles- 
town! High on a windy hill over-looking the town, not looking 
down its frigid nose at it, the building would have a roomy 
splendor, unbound, as it is to-day by its own corseted enormity. 

We have listened with a degree of patience to the proponents 
of this “progress”? ever since the blue-prints came off the archi- 
tects’ drawing boards. What we argued with some courtesy, we 
must now fight with whatever means at our disposal. I see the 
remarkable old homesteads on Court and Broad Streets shivering 
in their new-found nakeuness and I realize that it is inevitable 
that the bull-dozers will return. The new Lady on Court Street 
will require land, lots of land; and this is only the beginning. 
It seems only a matter of time before Route 611 will extend itself 
in one concrete horror of shopping centers, Billy Penn atop City 
Hall (or will it be Billy Green?) to Easton. Doylestown, if it con- 
tinues to conspire in this conformity to modern mediocrity, could 
very well become just another Drive-In on the treeless desert of 
discount marts. (If this is progress, Brother, we might as well 
let Howard Johnson start bidaing on the Mercer Museum right 
now!) 

I have walked the streets of our town, haunted by the 
memories of a time that was and can never be again. But even 
so soon the memory is blurred and it is difficult to bring into focus 
the picture of the old courthouse mall with its ancient trees, to 
remember the superb dignity of the old building immortalized by 
James Gould Cozzens in his classic, “Тһе Just ana The Unjust”. 
The essence of a court of law is Justice and this, unquestionably, 
is our greater heritage, deep-rooted in the past, unaffected by its 
building’s modern facade. But this is not to mean that a town’s 
pride can necessarily survive the up-rooting of trees and the ir- 
responsible destruction of its historic past. 

(P.S. There’s one ray of hope. Recently, a firm of movers 
lifted the old Ross Building by its own suspenders and lugged it 
around the corner to Howard Barnes’ backyard. The Ross Building 
was sold to Mr. Barnes for one dollar. The new courthouse would 
probably go for two bucks and I know a jim-dandy prospect: 
Robert Moses, president of the new New York World’s Fair. 
Talk about a ready-built trylon and perisphere! And what an 
Acquacade Billy Rose could make of it—complete with high- 
diving sentimentalists, such as yours truly!)

What will Bucks County look 
like ten, twenty or even fifty 
years from now? When we talk 
about our increasing population 
for the years 1980 or 2010 many 
of today’s young people will actu- 
ally be part of this population. 
The real fact is that the kind of 
communites we build during our 
period of rapid expansion will 
set the pattern for all time and 
the kind of living these young 
people will have the rest of their 
lives. We һауе `іпһегіќеа an area 
justifiably famous for its natural 
beauty and its livability. And, 
of course, time doesn't stop in 
1980 or 2010. Those of us living 
here in Bucks County have a real 
responsibility to our children 
and their children as well as to 
our own enjoyment of life for 
we are but the custodians of the 
land we use. But just what form 
will our communities take as new 
homes, business, and industry 
take up the land? Situated as we 
are between Philadelphia and 
New York, the great squeeze 
will continue and Bucks County 
can either be a vast monotonous 
sea of asphalt and shingles or it 
can be a number of well planned 
communities surrounded and in- 
terlaced with green belts. 

To quote the 1932 Philadelphia 
Tri-State Regional Planning 
Report, 

“The stream valleys of this re- 
gion interlace the land at fre- 
quent intervals and in many in-

stances penetrate densely built- 
up residential sections. Their 
most economical use, unquestion- 
ably, is development as parks and 
parkways to serve the urban, 
suburban and rural population 
centers along their courses; to 
set up barriers of green open 
space against crowded housing 
developments; and to protect the 
integrity of desirable residential 
neighborhoods.” 

But how can these green belts 
be preserved? How can we make 
sure that our stream valleys, our 
mountains, the deep gorges and 
the magnificient wooded areas 
will continue to delight and re- 
fresh the people? There are sev- 
eral agencies, both publie and 
private, at work today to be sure 
that open spaces are preserved. 
In a broad sense the County 
Planning Commission is prepar- 
ing a comprehensive plan which 
shows the pattern of these green- 
belts. On the implementation 
level, The Commonwealth of 
Pennsylvania through the De- 
partment of Forests & Waters 
is purchasing an entirely new 


State Park on the Tohickon 
Creek, and getting plans ready 
now to make improvements at 
the new Logan State Park locat- 
ed at the junction of the Nesham- 
iny Creek and the Delaware 
River. Well known to the people 
of the county are Washington 
Crossing State Park, Stover 
State Park, and Roosevelt State 
Park, which is really the Dela- 
ware Canal. The canal has been 
carefully guarded by the Dela-

ware Valley Protective Associa- 
tion for over thirty years. 

In addition, the County Com- 
missioners through its Park 
Board is now completing its first 
phase acquisition program made 
possible by a $1% million bond 
issue, 

To assist local government, 
Congress has made available in 
recent legislation a total of $50 


million in grants. On a national 
scale this money will be used to 
purchase open spaces, green- 
belts, and parks. Coming up in 
the 1962 and 1963 Pennsylvania 
state legislative sessions will be 
a bond program to be decided by 
the voters in 1963 which, if 
passed, will set up $50 million 
for state park purchases plus $20 
million to be given to local gov-

ernment on a matching basis. 
Bucks County must be ready to 
take advantage of these pro- 
grams, 

The year 1961 may well go 
down in history as the year when 
the public and government offic- 
ials again recognized the urgent 
need for permanent open space in 
our metropolitan communities. 
But it is not easy to achieve a 


...and After 
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broad program of preserving 
these green spaces. From our own 
experience, it appears that the 
primary agency (apart from the 
state program) to acquire and 
maintain parks in Bucks County 
wil be the County Park Board. 
Local officials, wtih some excep- 
tions of course, have shown lit- 
tle interest in taking the respon- 
sibility of preserving open land 
in their communities. 

As the result of the rapid 
growth in the county, the Com- 
missioners appointed its first 
Park Board in 1953. Since then 
the park staff has had the re- 
sponsibility of preparing plans, 
purchasing lands, developing 
facilities, carrying on public re- 
lations, and research and budget- 
ing, in addition to the many mis- 
cellaneous duties of carrying out 
a fully rounded program. Our 
open space countryside is often 
taken for granted and parks are 
often assumed to have always 
been there but to bring them in- 
to being requires weeks and 
years of hard work by many peo- 
ple. 


The Mill Creek Valley Park is 
a good example. First mentioned 
in the Tri-State Regional Plan- 
ning Report thirty years ago, the 
land is now being purchased and 
developed by the County Park 
Board. All 215 property owners 
must be contacted and negotia- 
tions carried on for final pur- 
chase of their properties which 
takes several meetings for each 
one. A file containing all the in- 
formation of negotiating, ap- 
praisals, descriptions, and reso- 
lutions is necessary for each 
property. The Park Board and 
County Commissioners examine

HORSE THIEVERY is con- 
spicuous by its absence on the 
crime calendars of Bucks County,

This year the Unioneers and 
their “colts” (recruits seeking 
membership), will ride under the 
colors of a new President and 
Barn Boss—William Y. Lee, dis- 
tinguished surgeon, whose operat- 
ing slogan for the ensuing year 
is “A Horse in Orbit in ’62.” 

Union Horse Company was or- 
ganized on Washington’s Birth- 
day, 1835, when Andrew Jackson, 
our seventh President, was in 
office. Unioneers have been meet- 
ing annually since that time. 

The old horse company is one 
of the few remaining links that 
binds the present to the past. 
Horse companies were once neces- 
sary and helpful organizations, 
and by no means have they out- 
lived their usefulness. 

Anything that does no more 
than promote the social life has 
its place in the economy of 
human affairs, and the annual 
meeting of the Union Horse Com- 
pany—and other horse companies 
for that matter—certainly tend 
strongly to good fellowship 
among members, in these trying 
times. 

Years ago the horse was the 
universal power for the delivery 
of goods. Railroads were few, 
while canals and immense wag- 
ons, mostly of the Conestoga 
type, carried the great bulk of 
goods transported on both long 
and short hauls, drawn either by 
horses, mules or oxen. 

Bucks County was noted in 
those days, far and wide, as one 
of the most famous horse-breed- 
ing counties in the country. 

"Naturally, where there was 
such good 'picking', horse thieves 
abounded," President Lee com- 
mented recently. “It will be the 
objective of our company in 1962 
to keep the county clean so far as 
horse thieves are concerned." 

The Union Horse Company 
was governed at the start by 
strict rules. There was a notifica- 
tion committee, whose duty it 
was to immediately apprise the 
company's detectives of any 
horse theft. The detectives, in 
turn, obligated themselves to set 
out to trail the thief at a mo- 
ment's notice. 

The original call for the organ- 
ization meeting of the Union 
Horse Company appeared in the 
*Doylestown Democrat" of Nov- 
ember 18, 1834. The meeting was 
held December 6, 1834 at Turk's 
Head, the house of Jacob Freese, 
in Doylestown Township, opposite 
the present Neshaminy Manor 
Home. 


General Samuel A. Smith, the 
first president of the company 
and one of the prominent Bucks 
countians of his day, was a form- 
er Register and Recorder of 
Bucks county, who was elected to 
Congress to fil the unexpired 
term of Samuel D. Ingham, whom 
President Jackson appointed 
Secretary of the Treasury.

The company’s first vice presi- 
dent was Lester Rich; the first 
treasurer was Benjamin Mc- 
Vaugh; and the first secretary 
was General John S. Bryan. 

The very first name on the 
membership list was John D. 
James, a descendent of a notable 
Welsh family in Bucks county. 
Second name on the list is Jacob 
Fries, proprietor of Turk’s Head 
Hotel, and the third name is 


Thomas Ross, one of Bucks coun- 
ty’s distinguished lawyers.

During this career of 127 
years, Union Horse Company has 
had a total of 745 members in all 
walks of life—lawyers, judges, 
physicians, veterinarian sur- 
geons, editors, ministers of the 
Gospel, mechanics, farmers, state 
police, a Pulitzer Prize winner, 
gentlemen of leisure and now a 
distinguished surgeon as the Barn 
Boss.

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EDISON

In southeastern Doylestown 
Township lies the quiet village 
of Edison.’ A picturesque seven- 
arch stone bridge over the Ne- 
shaminy Creek gave the location 
its first name of Bridge Point. 
The bridge was built in 1800 and 
existed until the Old Dyers Road 
became 611 and the new highway 
went through. Bridge Point be- 
came a post office in 1880 and the 
town was then renamed in honor 
of Edison Bratsing, son of Jacob 
Bratsing, who owned the old mill 
in Edison. The Bratsing residence 
is now owned by the Robert 
Thompsons. 

One of the most colorful char- 
acters in Edison’s history was 
Dr. Samuel Moore. Dr. Moore 
practiced medicine in Dublin un- 
til his health failed him and 
prevented him from continuing 
his profession. His interest then 
turned to trading in the West 
Indies and buying and settling 
properties. 

The village of Bridge Point 
(Edison) offered Dr. Moore an 
investment opportunity as he 
purchased a grist and oil mill 
there. After settling in the town, 
he saw the need of education for 
the youth of the area. With this 
EX in mind, Doctor Moore built a 
two story building and establish- 
mE ed a private school. This building 
Î was later purchased by Artist 
M George Willman who converted 
the school into a studio. 

As Doctor Moore’s fortunes 
EE increased so did his real estate 
f holdings in Bridge Point (Edi- 
son). He established a woolen 
factory and a saw mill giving 
employment to many and causing 
Bridge Point (Edison) to become 
a sizeable village in the early 
19th century.

and was a hub of commerce. 


Dr. Moore went on to give the 
village even greater fame as he 
was appointed to fill the unex- 
pired term of Samuel Ingham in 
the Congress of the United 
States upon his resignation in 
1819. He was re-elected for two 
more terms after this first ap- 
pointment. In 1824 Dr. Moore was 
appointed director of the U. S. 
Mint in Philadelphia. He con- 
tinued to operate his many 
Bridge Point enterprises until 
1833 when other pressing busi- 
ness forced him to sell them. 


County Charm 


The Edison of yesteryear had 
a charm all its own. The country 
store was the center of most 
activity. Everything from food to 
a postage stamp could be found 
at the little store. It was here 
that all the problems of the world 
were discussed in the ‘cracker 
barrel” sessions around the old 
pot-bellied stove. 

Swimming, ice-skating, sleigh 
rides, hayrides, family hymn 
sings, trapping, nutting for 
chestnuts and a Sunday cake 
walk at the home of Aaron Fries 
(the former Dr. Moore resi- 
dence) highlighted the lives of 
Edison's youth. At the site of the 
Big Stone Apartment house once 
stood a circular building which 
served as a roller skating rink 
and a dance hall. The teenagers 
of this era knew how to entertain 
themselves and didn't depend on 
others to provide entertainment 
for them. 


Toll Road 


Before the trolley made its 
appearance on the streets of 
Edison, there was a toll gate on 
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the main highway at the corner 
of Turk Road. The one-way toll 
was two cents but even that was 
considered “outrageous” by some 
folks. One of the town characters 
would go into Doylestown for 
“kicks” on Saturday nights and 
on his way home at an incrediole 
speed of 35 mph. drive his horse 
and buggy right through the 
wooden toll gates, shattering 
them to bits! 


Schoolhouse 


The schoolhouse built by Dr. 
Samuel Moore is the residence 
of the Yerkes family today. The 
next school was located where 
the Edison Furniture Store 
stands. This school provided edu- 
cational facilities for the first 
eight grades. After completing 
the eighth grade, the students 
went on to Sandy Ridge or Doy- 
lestown High Schools. Many of 
the youngsters walked the dist- 
ance from Edison to Doylestown 
for their high school education, 
others rode the trolley. 

The Township school was con- 
solidated in 1936. Since then 
there have been many improve- 
ments made and two additions -to 
the building. At present there 
are plans in Harrisburg for a 
further addition of eight rooms. 

In southwestern Doylestown 
Township lies the quiet village 
of Edison; a community which

Pennsylvania State Police--Efficient 


The Pennsylvania State 
Police was organized December 
15, 1905, by Legislative enact- 
ment with a complement of 228 
authorized  troopers. Governor 
Samuel Whitaker Pennypacker 
appointed Captain John C. 
Groome as its first superinten- 
dent by observing that if the 
State herself does not see to it 
that her peace is maintained, she 
fails in her first duty. 

On June 29, 1937, the State 


Police was merged with the State 
Highway Patrol that had been 
formed by Governor Gifford Pin- 
chot specifically to police Penn- 
sylvania highways. 

Originally, training was car- 
ried on in the Troops themselves 
whenever a new recruit was en- 
listed in the State Police Force. 
In May 1921, the Legislature 
enacted the law which established 
the first State Police Academy 
in the country. The Academy was

Further it will supply 
the recruit with sufficient knowl- 
edge of criminal law and of the 
Vehicle Code so that he can per- 
form his duties with ablilty and 
confidence and render efficient 
service at the beginning of his 
police career.

On February 2nd, the ground- 
hog rules supreme! 

No other day accords such 
respect and honor to a member 
of the animal kingdom. All of 
America celebrates the day as 
Groundhog Day. Not a paper in 
the country would miss covering 
the great event with an on-the- 
spot reporter and frequently, a 
photographer. Will the ground- 
hog see his shadow? If he does, 


according to the  groundhog 
legend, he returns to his holed-up 
winter home for another six 
weeks, ’cause he knows winter is 
to last that much longer! If he 
doesn’t see his shadow he emerges 
and we all know spring is at 
hand! 

Every one knows the supersti- 
tion.. But not every body knows 
it originates from the Pennsyl- 
vania Dutch. The Pennsylvania 
Dutch farmer put a lot of stock 
in all the signs of future weather. 
He had to. Weather was im- 
portant to his crops, to his land, 
to his cattle, to his very exist- 
ence. And it still is. 

The groundhog and his shadow 
superstition is only one of many 
signs the Pennsylvania Dutch 
looked to for fortelling future 
weather. Here are some others. 
Why nót.keep a list beside your 
thermometer and barometer? A 
sort of do-it-yourself weather 
bureau? 

@ The day of the month of the 
first snow storm indicates the 
number of snows due for the 
winter. 


@ The weather for the whole 


year can be determined by 
taking twelve onions, naming 
them ...one for each month... 


hollowing them but slightly and 
filling them with salt. The wet 
months of the year are those 
onions in which the salt melts. 

@ As the last Friday of the 
month, so goes the whole rest of 
the month, 

€ Tall bitterweed; deep snow. 

€ If owls hoot from the hills, 
it means clear weather; if from 
pine trees, bad weather. 

€ If a clock's brass works tick 
very loud, it is a sign of stormy 
weather. 

€ Pain on a scar or in the 
bones means rain. 

€ Much ice between Christmas 
and New Year's is a sign of a 
big fruit crop next summer. 

€ If it rains on Good Friday, 
look for high winds and little 
hay. 

€ Chickens walking around in 
the rain means more rain. 

€ Heavy fleece on sheep means 
a hard winter. 


€ A wet April and cool May 
fills cellar and barn and brings 
much hay. 

€ Rain before seven; clear by 
eleven. 

€ A disc around the moon 
means rain or snow. 

€ The length of icicles be- 
tween Christmas and New 
Year's tells the depth of the 
snows due that winter. 

€ The color of the caterpillar 
foretells the severity of coming 
winter: If ends are black, the 
beginning and end of winter will 
be hard. If the middle of the 
caterpillar is black then the 
middle of winter will be hard. 

€ Thick husks on corn means 
a hard winter; if so short the 
ears of corn protrude, then the 
winter will be mild . 

€ Rainbow in the morning, 

Sailors take warning, 
Rainbow at night, 
Sailors delight.

January is the month for mak- 
ing New Year’s resolutions. Most 
of these resolutions will probably 
be broken before long and re- 
newed in '63! But if one of your 
resolutions is to re-decorate the 
living room, the kitchen, or any 
other part of the house, and if 
this is a resolution you intend 
to keep—what better place to 
start than with new wallpaper? 
Repapering the walls can be a 
pleasant venture if you approach 
it with careful thought and con- 
sideration, Looking through vol- 
umes of sample catalogs with 
your family and deciding on a 
suitable pattern for each room 
can be a lot of fun. 

Special features, such as pre- 
pasted paper and paper with 
pretrimmed margins, may make 
paperhanging easier, but these 
features may add to the cost. 
Other things that may affect the 
cost of wallpaper are the weight 
and grade of the paper, the num- 
ber of colors used, the detail of 
the design, and the size of the 
roll. 


There is a wide variation in 
the weight and grade of different 
wallpapers. Thin low grades of 
paper tear easily and may stretch 
and wrinkle badly when wet with 
paste. Good grades of paper are 
firm and easy to handle even 
when wet, but extra thick stiff 
paper«may be a problem for the 
beginning paperhanger. 

If you are planning on hang- 
ing the paper yourself, here are 
a few things to think about be- 
fore you set out on this temper- 
teasing mission! 


Some of the features you 


SALT 


should look for when selecting 
wallpaper include  washability, 
resistance to stains, and color- 
fastness. 

Some wallpapers are more 
washable than others. Papers for 
a kitchen or bathroom should be 
washable and resist steam vapor 
and grease stains. If there are 
young children in the family, it 
may be wise to use washable 
paper throughout the house.

“Health bars” are springing up 
at an alarming rate all over the 
country. 

Why do persons spend millions 
of dollars for unnecessary cure- 
alls? It may be due to unreliable 
information and misleading ad- 
vertising. Reliable information 
is given in some advertisements 
and magazine articles but others 
state half truths or inaccurate 
statements, A homemaker should 
check with her physician or an- 
other person who has a scientific 
knowledge of the body's nutri- 
tional needs before she buys a 
cure-all or a health gimmick. 

Every day each person needs 
foods from each of the four basic 
food groups. If strict adherence 
to this rule was observed, the 
quacks who are making money 
on these “health” gimmicks 
would go bankrupt and Amer- 
ica’s population could be healthy 
and happy without them.

kitchen shelf can do more than 
bring out the best of the flavor in food. 

Researchers in the uses for salt 
have these suggestions for you. 

To make a stable arrangement of 
artificial flowers, fill the bowl with 
salt, moisten with water and insert 
‚ the stems of the flowers. The salt 
(| dries to a firm, neat base. 
i Filla nail hole in the plaster with a 
" mixture of equal parts of salt and 
? starch moistened with a little water. 

$ Do away with hard-to-clean stains 
MES. оп the washbowl or bathtub by rub- 
| bing them with a cloth dipped in 
= turpentine and then in salt. 

Freshen a vacuum bottle with 4 
cup of vinegar and a tablespoon of 
salt. Shake well, let stand over night 
‚апа wash and rinse. 


Fruit stains will vanish from your 
hands if you rub with a piece of 
lemon dipped in salt. 

Stains and discolorations on china 
and earthenware will disappear if you 
rub them with a cloth moistened with 
vinegar and dipped in salt. 

You can do a wonderful job of 
cleaning table silver with a salt and 
soda solution. 

Mix 1 tablespoon of salt and 1 
tablespoon of soda to 1 quart of cold 
water in an aluminum pan. Arrange 
silver so water covers. Bring to a 
boil then wash the silver in hot soapy 
water. 

Don't use this method on silver 
with a filigree design. The solution 
may remove the oxidation in the in- 
tricate designs and it will take some 
time for them to darken again.

The story of the Penn Founda- 
tion for Mental Health is one of 
the pleasant things which has 
happened in a world now used to 
pressures and crises.

Reminisces 


by C. Norman Detweiler 


After watching TV newsreels on the 20th anniversary of 
Pearl Harbor, that “Day of Infamy," my thoughts went back 
another twenty years or so to old Company G, 6th Infantry, Na- 
tional Guard of Pennsylvania, home armory Doylestown. 

Twenty-four years before Pearl Harbor that company of one 
hundred and forty-five men marched out of the County Seat to 
become a part of the American Expeditionary Forces in France 
to help win the “war to end all wars." 

Came the battles, with many of,those Bucks County boys 
paying the supreme sacrifice, then the Armistice, then the year-end 
holiday season, and now, forty-four years later I am thinking of 
Co. G spending that Thanksgiving and Christmas in captured 
German barracks in the Nonsard Woods and Hattonville. Those 
days made an indelible impression on me and some years later 
gave rise to these muses. (with apologies to Clement Moore): 


"Twas the night before Christmas we spent in a shack 
With the wind and rain beating through each bloomin’ crack; 
After feasting on hardtack and gristly cornwillie 
Each Doughboy flopped down on a bunk damp and chilly 
With shoes for a pillow and boards for a bed— 
The best thing we had was the roof overhead. 
We'd just settled down to enjoy a night's slumber 
When cooties attacked us in droves without number, 
They bit at our ankles, they gnawed at our shins, 
Drilled holes in our spareribs and nibbled our chins; 
They chewed at our knees and ate chunks from our toes, 
And then danced for joy on each soldier’s nose; 
’Twas the night before Christmas, but no sleep in sight, 
Even dreams of Saint Nicholas had taken their flight, 
No visions of sugarplums danced in our heads— 
How could they when cooties infested our beds? 
O, the night before Christmas will always retain 
A place in my memory as long as I’m sane, 
And as sure as comes Christmas my thoughts will go back 
To that miserable night in that bloomin’ old shack. 


So much for Christmas 1918—Co. G came home in 1919 to 
a glorious reception staged by thousands of Bucks Countians on 
the Courthouse square, but not all who marched away in 1917 
came home. It is those Buddies one thinks of when present day 
events bring back memories. 

Before leaving France I bid goodbye to the farmer in whose 
barn we were billeted, saying “now that the war to end all wars 
is over, we're going home.” To which he replied: “My friend, I am 
much older than you, and may not live to see it, but within the 
next twenty years or so we will be at war again. No, do not 
doubt me, the hatred is still there and will be passed on to coming 
generations and our children and grandchildren will be fighting 
again." 

Though I parted, somewhat doubtful of what he said, I 
have lived to see his prediction come true. 

When New Year rolls around Christmas decorations start 
coming down, in homes, towns and cites across the country. 

Where did the idea of town decorations, especially the com- 
munity Christmas tree, originate? Right here in Bucks County, in 
Perkasie to be exact. Back in 1910 a Yule tree was brought down 
from Rockhill and erected on the railroad lot on Seventh Street. 
Ed Fry, the Superintendent of the borough electric light plant, and 
his linemen strung colored electric light bulbs on that large cedar 


tree and thus began the custom of community Christmas trees in 
the United States.

At last the big holiday weekends are over and it's time to 
get back to work for another year. 

As I mentioned last month, I've enlisted the aid of JACK 
FETTEROLF to help with the road tests that are apparently 
catching on. For those of you who don't know him, JACK is one 
of the top enthusiasts in the area with a reputation for knowing 
cars from the ground up. Because of this, he will be handling the 
mechanical end of the tests while I fill in the odds and ends. 

As promised last month, we stopped by HOLBERT’S 
GARAGES in Warrington and tested the 1600 Super Sport Coupe 
Model 356B PORSCHE. As you can see from the picture below 
BOB was reluctant to hand over the keys but we had him out- 
numbered.

As you can also see, the well known PORSCHE policy of “no 
changes for the sake of styling" has been carried out in the 1962 
model. About the only visable changes are larger front and rear 
windows and a new gasoline filler cap. Personally, I greeted the 
latter change with mixed emotions. Although you no longer have 
to lift the front trunk deck to get to the tank cap, they have had 
to decrease its size which heretofore had been a trademark. The 
сар, now located on the front right fender, is hidden by a cover 
which must be released from inside the car. To protect against over 
zealous service station attendents, there is a rubber apron to catch 
the drippings. While the size of the cap has been decreased, it's 
availability more than compensates for the difference. 

Once inside the car, you are greeted by two bucket seats that 
at first seem to be uncomfortable. However, once you get settled 
and ready to drive, you find the new design extremely restful as 
well as comfortable. By contouring the back of the seat, they have 
managed to put an extra firmness in the small of the back where 
it is sorely needed in the conventional “buckets.” The heating 
system has also been greatly improved upon and keeps the car warm 
on the coldest of days. The manufacturer has promised gas heat 
for the future and has already incorporated the switch into the 
temperature control which is located directly in the center of the 
dash board. For summer driving, you will find two large fresh air 
vents which allow sufficient air to circulate to keep the most critical 
passenger cool. 

The instrument cluster is located directly in front of the driver

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in its entirity and is easily visible. It includes a speedometer, tacho- 
meter, oil temperature gauge, gas gauge, generator light, and oil 
pressure light. Also included in the high beam indicator and a “bat- 
tery saver” light which goes on when the parking lights are in use. 
Consequently, this leaves no excuse for leaving the car with» out 
turning all the lights off. 


Other features inside are a bottle of glycerin in the glove 
compartment to free frozen locks, a lock on the gear shift lever 
to lock the car in reverse when parked, and twin bucket type seats 
in the rear. These features coupled with a shorter more positive 
gear shift lever make the cars interior one of the most complete 
found anywhere. and for any price. About the only things missing 
are a T.V. set and a refrigerator for the cocktails, but who cares? 

The 1600 Super Sport naturally has a 1600 CC, four cylinder 
engine which developes 75 HP. This might not sound like much 
compared to the overrated horse power attributed to the “Detroit 
Monsters,” but let me tell you first hand, it’s one heck of a lot 
of engine. From the time you leave out the clutch in first gear 
until you reach top RPMs in fourth, you have a smooth accelera- 
tion that can not be duplicated. In fourth gear, you can cruise at 
50 MPH turning 2500 RPM, at 60 MPH turning 3000 RPM, and 
seeing as how the tach is red lined at 5000 RPM you can only 
guess at top speed. That is, you can only guess if you value your 
drivers license. An important feature to husbands is that they no 
longer have to worry about the better half “lugging” the engine 
in high gear. Don’t tell Bob but we went all the way down to 2000 
RPM in fourth (between 25 and 30 MPH), floored the accelerator, 
and experienced no engine knock or bucking whatsoever. 

The ride itself was extremely smooth which my technical 
genius tells me is a result of adjustable Koni Shocks (Whatever 
they are!). There is absolutely no lean on the sharpest of corners 
and the engine in, the rear enables drifting impossible in other 
makes. All this and synchromesh into all-four gears makes it prac- 
tically impossible to make a mistake while behind the wheel. 

At this point, I’d like to warn the present and future Porsche 
owner that they have a highly precision made automobile. There- 
fore, it is wise to bring the car “home” tò a Porsche Authorized 
Shop for any work whatsoever. Of course, this is true with most of 
the sport cars coming into the country; they should be taken to 
the people who know them the best, the dealer that sells them. 

Prices on the Porsche line run from $4178 POE for the 1600 
Normal to $5096 POE for the Super 90 Cabriolet. Optional equip- 
ment includes radio (from $85 to $210), seat belts ($6.95), and 
outside mirror ($6.95). 

To sum up, the Porsche is a sports car for the entire family. 
A truly fine automobile for a fairly reasonable price.

bers delinquent in dues, members 
who have been out in pasture for 
some years and may wish to re- 
turn to see the “colts” again 
branded on February 3. By pay- 
ing a very small portion of back 
dues (in some cases not even a 
dollar), plus the price of a sump- 
tuous dinner to be served by 
Unioneer “Goldie” Meyers of 
Dublin, delinquents will be wel- 
comed back to the Stables in good 
graces, 

The original Constitution and 
By-laws of the company dated 
1935, among other stipulations, 
directs that: 

“Whilst a member is speak- 
ing, no person shall entertain pri- 
vate discourse or otherwise in- 
terrupt him; if so, he shall be 
reprimanded by the president and 
fined 15 cents. 

“Any member mainfesting un- 
becoming warmth in debate, or 
making personal reproaches, or 
not speaking to the subject under 
discussion, shall be called to or- 
der by the president, and if a 
repetition of the same is offered 
he shall pay a fine of 25 cents 
for the use of the society. 

“While a question is under de- 
bate, no motion shall be received, 
unless to amend, postpone, or to 
adjourn, 


“Any member appearing at a 
stated or other meeting, in a 
state of intoxication, may be 
compelled to quit the room, and 
pay a fine of 50 cents for the 
first offense, and for the second 
one dollar, and there shali be no 
excuse or appeal. 

“No cigars allowed to be 
smoked in the meeting room, dur- 
ing the hours of business, under 
penalty of 15 cents for each 
offense. 

“No member shall occupy the 
floor on any subject more than 
five minutes, nor speak more than 
twice on the same subject. 

“No member shall introduce 
liquor into the room, whilst the 
society is at business, under pen- 
alty of 25 cents for each offense. 

“The president, vice presidents 
and secretary shall be a tele- 

raph committee, the expense 
thereof to be paid by the com- 
pany.” 


The late President Judge 
Hiram H. Keller, who served 
for a number of years as presi- 
dent and then honorary presi- 
dent of the Union Horse Com- 
pany of Doylestown and vicinity. 


The piece de resistance at the 
127th annual dinner will not only 
be Unioneers Goldie’s menu served 
in old-fashioned country style, 
but it will be the oratorial offer- 
ing to be made by the distin- 
guished clergyman, the Rev. Dr. 
George A. Creitz, pastor of the 
Dutch Reformed Church of Eas- 
ton, himself a Unioneer in good 
standing. Dr. Creitz, will be in- 
troduced by hostler “Bob” Brug- 
ger, of the Pipersville Locale of 
the Union Horse Company. Dr. 
Creitz recently returned from a 
trip to Russia. 

A year after the first banquet, 
126 years ago, members expressed 
some dissatisfaction over the 
price of the dinner and food ser- 
ved the first year. 

While looking over some old re- 
cords turned over to the writer 
by the late President Judge 
Hiram H. Keller, of the Bucks 
county courts (one of our distin- 
guished past presidents), I found 
this letter from Sam Cadwal- 
lader, dated December 15, 1837, 
addressed to the president of the 
Union Horse Company: 

“Dear Sir: As the time of hold- 
ing the annual meeting of our 
Horse Company is drawing near 
and as it involves upon you to 
determine at which of the Spring- 
house Taverns we shall meet, it 
has occurred to my mind to sug- 
gest to you whether it would not 
be expedient for you to speak to 
the landlord of said house con- 
cerning preparing a dinner for 


said company and prepare such 
a dinner as he can afford for 50 
CENTS. 


“What gave rise to these sug- 
gestions is this, you know that 
last year we were charged 75 
CENTS per dinner which did not 
give general satisfaction, not 


| that the dinner was not good 


enough for that money, no Sir, 
for I believe the dinner could not; 
that is, such a sumptuous luxur- 
ious feast could not be offered 
for less, with any profit to the 
provider, but the point is this, 
that I for one consider it morally 
wrong to indulge our appetites 
to such a degree, and I also for 
one do wish to sit down to a bet- 
ter dinner than can be afforded 
for 50 CENTS. 

“T have conversed with a num- 
ber of our members and all that 
I have spoke with, and I am іп- 
clined to think that a majority 
of the company are of my opin- 
ion, when we consider such pro- 
vidence as there was last year is 
altogether unnecessary. 

“T submit these hints for your 
consideration and reflection, 
knowing that a hint to the wise 
is sufficient. Yours Affectionate- 
ly, Sam Cadwallader.”

sibility of the Park Board to 
plan, develop, and maintain. One 
example of how this is done is 
the planning now being carried 
on for a new swimming pool in 
the Mill Creek Valley Park in 
Bristol Township. The site chos- 
en for this facility is an old 
landfill and used for the past five 
years for the storage of junked 
automobiles prior to salvaging 
and shipping them for scrap 
metal. To locate the pool on the 
site, soil tests had to be made and 
studied and preliminary plans 
prepared to determine the basic 
arrangements of the pools and 
buildings. A site plan to take 
care of over 1,500 swimmers had 
to be prepared including parking 
for over 400 cars. Water, sew- 
er, electrical plans were also 
necessary. When the preliminary 
plans are approved, final work- 
ing designs must be carefully 
prepared in preparation for con- 
tracts. Detailed specifications ac- 
company the plans. This whole 
process takes weeks or even 
months to accomplish and re- 


quires the services of a land- 
scape architect, an architect and 
structural and mechanical engin- 
eers who all work closely togeth- 
er for a finished product. After 
the contract is let, work pro- 
gresses under the careful super- 
vision of inspectors. Another 
three to four months are con- 
sumed before the swimming pool 
is ready for use. The new park 
facihty must then be staffed, 
supplied, and operation policies 
settled. It is important that all 
plans require only the best in 
materials and workmanship for 
a good job is not only attractive 
but requires a minimum of main- 
tenance. In addition, the public 
becomes quite proud to own and 
use such a facility. The site for 
this pool was chosen for two rea- 
sons: (1) it is in an area that 
badly needs a pool, and (2) the 
creation of this park will help 
to clean up the neighborhood,

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vastly improving the living con- 
ditions. In this whole Mill Creek 
Valley, this swimming pool is 
just one facility of many to be 
built but represents an extreme- 
ly important service to the peo- 
ple and demonstrates the tre- 
mendous amount of time and de- 
tail necessary to bring it about. 

One of the realities we must 
face in providing parks and 
open spaces in the county is the 
financing of them. Like other 
county departments, the Park 
Board prepares its budget each 
year based on need without know- 
ing what it will receive until 
finally approved. But unlike most 
of the other departments the 
whole park program has started 
from scratch and must not only 
purchase land, but must invest 
in new equipment, an adequate 
staff and the provision of all 
new facilities. A capital im- 
provement program must be pre- 
pared that looks ahead, one, five 
and even ten years so that sound 
fiscal planning can be achieved 
to bring a balance between ac- 
quisition and development. State 
enabling legislation permits the 
county to levy not more than 2 
mills for park purposes. This 
was done to permit park boards 
to have an established income so 
that its program could be plan- 
ned and to guarantee to the peo- 
ple an adequate amount of land 
and facilities. One of the best in- 
vestments Bucks County can 
make is in its parks and open 
space lands but without adequate 
permanent financing it will be im- 
possible to carry out its pro- 
gram. 


Parks are not primarily struc- 
tures of confrete, stone, and pav- 
ing. Parks are basically open 
green spaces where people can get 
out and enjoy a change from the 
pressures of everyday living, 
where kids can play in a stream, 
play ball or just hike through 
the woods. The County Park 
Board envisions a park system 
providing many recreational op- 
portunities for all ages. It also 
envisions a network of parks and 
open spaces tied together all

through the county. But the op- 
portunities are so vast in Bucks 
that public agencies cannot do 
the whole job. Out of the concern 
to preserve more open spaces the 
Bucks County Park Foundation 
was formed as а private non- 
profit corporation to encourage 
and receive gifts of land for fu- 
ture park lands and facilities, Its 
purposes further state that it will 
receive land for the protection of 
the- stream valleys, lakes and 
ponds in Bucks County, and for 
the setting aside of other lands 
in Bucks County necessary to as- 
sure present and future genera- 
tions an adequate amount of open 
land, thus to provide a means for 
preserving such land for the 
recreation, exercise, and educa- 
tion of the public. 

After only three years in ex- 
istence, four substantial gifts 
are now a reality, with a fifth, 
even greater: gift in sight. The 
Foundation, approved by the 
Federal Government so that gifts 
are tax deductible, will assume 
an ever increasing role in the 
life of thé county and help to 
mold its development in cooper- 
ation with the Park Board. Thus 
we link public and private effort 
to strive to keep Bucks County

"eulprit" to be hanged. At the 
last minute, with Unioneer Joe 
Kenny as the executioner, “а 
hung jury” decided that the 
Pulitzer Prize winner was “not 
guilty”. 

Thirty-eight “colts” were in- 
itiated at last year’s meeting and 
the application list for member- 
ship this year is so great that 
Barn Boss Bill has issued an 
ultimatum that only “colts” with 
thoroughbred papers will be 
eligible for branding and Union- 
ship. 

Last year,- Author Michener, 
who spent his boyhood days in 
Doylestown, was the guest speak- 
er. He is probably the most dis- 
tinguished after-dinner speaker 
we have ever had, but don’t dis- 
count this year’s program high- 
lighted by the presence of Eas- 
ton’s No. 1 clergyman. 

For many years the official re- 


cords of Unión Horse Company 
were kept by the late George 
MacReynolds, of Doylestown, a 
former newspaperman and one 
time librarian of the Bucks Coun- 
ty Historical Society. The min- 
utes kept by Unioneer MacRey- 
nolds are a work of art, and are 
being carefully kept in the com- 
pany's safe deposit box. 

Secretary MacReynold's first 
minutes were entered in the 
book, January 20, 1934, the year 
that the late George Slotter, inn- 
keeper, Edward O. Steely, in- 
surance agent, and Thomas R. 
Bell, were initiated into member- 
ship. 

On the oceasion of the 100th 
anniversary dinner-meeting of 
the company, Saturday night, 
February 9, 1935, at the Doyles- 
town Inn, the meeting was called 
to order bv the president, the late 
Thomas Ross, at which time, on 
motoin, it was decided that “all 
dues to date be dispensed with 
and only the dinner fee of $1.95 
be collected from each member 
in attendance." 


Directors elected at the 100th 
annual meeting included George 
MeLaughlin, H. B. Rosenberger, 
A. Harry Clayton, Robert L. Cly- 
mer, Asher K. Anders, Arthur M. 
Eastburn, William L. Moore, 
Frank Mitch, Frank K. Chest- 
nut, Wesley Bunting and Albert 
Worthington—all deceased but 
two. 

I well remember my induction 
as “colt” in the Union Horse 


Company. It was a very cold 
winter day, January 7, 1922, at 
the Public House of John Goss, 


at Furlong. I was driven there 
by the late A. Harry Clayton in 
his car, a war-time vintage of 
1919. 

With Justin Ely, Francis E. 
Donnelly, Leonard E. Needles, 
Joseph Ruos, Jr., Harry S. Rob- 
ensack, Webster S. Achey, Dr. 
William J. McEvoy, George R. 
Leattor, A. Newlin Hellyer and 
Dr. Milton Smith, and this 
Unioneer as “the colts of 1922", 
we spent an hour around a red 
hot pot-bellied stove in the barn- 
banquet hall of the Furlong hotel 
before we were declared full- 
fledged Unioneers. 

It would be interesting to ap- 
pend to this assignment from 
Publisher Dick Alliger, himself 
a Unioneer as a result of “а de- 
livery” made some years ago by 
Barn Boss Doctor Bill, brief 
sketches of all the members. But 
owing to the length of the list, 
that would be impossible. 

It must suffice, therefore, to 
say that the membership of the 
company was always composed of 
representative men, with the ex- 
ception of a few duds, with 
which all organization are mark- 
ed at times. Unioneers for the 
most part have been intensely 
loyal to the Union Horse Com- 
pany, otherwise the organization 
could not have been brought down 
intact through the many muta- 
tions of time to the present time 
of 1962, and the flourishing con- 
dition in which we find the com- 
pany. 

Who knows, the way things 
are moving, Barn Boss Bill may 
be “operating” on the moon real 
Soon.

Editing a country newspaper is one of the most exasperat- 
ing, yet one of the most interesting jobs in the world. It is 
fascinating, yet full of headaches—and many amusing incidents. 

In addition to headline stories and local news, country 
correspondence is the one means of gathering the happenings 
in the rural communities. This is a must in every successful 
newspaper, but sometimes some of the material sent in is poorly 
written, sometimes questionable, but must be really bad if 
something of interest cannot be salvaged from it. Re-writing 
can be a tedious task in order to retain interest and make the 
news fit to print, and on occasions some of the articles sub- 
mitted have to be deleted altogether, for obvious reasons. 

An editor must be constantly on his guard against those 
persons who submit something they think as funny, but, which 
if printed, could cause no end of trouble, and might even lead 
to a libel suit. There was a time when such letters were a 
common occurrance, and when the editor refused to print 
them the sender usually got hopping mad and followed with 
another calling him all kinds of names. Anonymous letters, 
too, were a bane to the editor, and naturally they never got 
into print.

WILL SUCCESS SPOIL PAUL BECKERT? 


We are rather disturbed at the “Moscow type purge” 
now being attempted in the Bucks County Republican 
Committee.

There are two major reasons 
why you decide to attend a 
certain play: you have either 
read newspaper reviews of it or 
a friend who has seen it recom- 
mends it to you. There are 
other possible reasons, such as 
an unusual title, a great star, 
a famous writer, or a special 
occasion, but these are the two 
major factors in attendance. 
Neither factor is predictable 
and both can be wrong. In the 
end you are faced with a 
gamble. Its the same gamble 
you face when you see a movie 
or even a TV show but the TV 
show is free and can be turned 
‘off at once and the movie is 
not expected to provide the 
same quality of entertainment 
as the play is anyway. Since 
the play is always more ex- 
pensive, it follows that it must 
be more satisfying. When it is, 
it is by far. 

People are always asking me 
whether the critics have any 
effect on the theatre. I always 
ask in return whether they read 
the notices. When say they do, 
I then ask them how long it has 
been since they have gone to 
see a play which got bad 
notices. They then understand 
that the critics have an effect 
on the theatre. Most people 
would rather die than be 
caught attending a play that 
didn’t get good notices. They 
can watch sheer drivel for hours 
on end if it’s on a TV screen, 
but imagine the embarrassment 
of having been seen coming out 
of a theatre where a bad play 
was showing! The fact that it 
might have been entertaining 


makes no difference. If the crit- 
ics didn’t like it, audiences are 
not supposed to and of course 
rarely find out whether they 
do or not. 

Unfortunately, there аге 
always exceptions to the rule 
and hard-bitten professionals 


who have opened shows to 
unanimous pans from the critics 
always point to “Abie’s Irish 
Rose” and “Tobacco Road” as 
examples of plays that beat the 
critics. None of them has ever 
actually read the notices of 
those two shows but a legend 
has sprung up which usually 
dictates that the producer 
throw more money into his 
play to keep it running so that 
the all-wise public will find it. 
It never does. 


Or does it? When “Oh, 
Captain!” opened a few years 
ago, it got pretty bad notices 
from the New York critics and 
ran for three months on theatre 
parties. Two weeks after the 
last party it closed. When “An- 
niversary Waltz" opened to 
bad notices, it too had three 
months of theatre parties lined 
up. At the end of three months 
the show had generated such 
enthusiasm among its audiences 
that they had gone out and told 
enough people to build up 
future audiences that kept the 
show running for another year. 
Why one of these shows was 
able to do it and not the other 
is a mystery: It is easily ex- 
plainable after the fact but no 
one could have predicted it in 
advance. 

Another example closer to 
home was a comedy called 
“Send Me No Flowers", which 
inhabited the theatre that 
“Come Blow Your Hom” 
wanted. It opened to fairly good 
notices and a hopeful manage- 
ment poured money into a los- 
ing cause for five straight 
weeks while the theatre man- 
ager told us how funny the 
show was and how people were 
laughing their heads off at it 
and how the chances were that 
it would catch on and we'd 
have to find another theatre. 
Well, it didn’t. But when

HARVEST OF ICE 


No longer is the cheery clat- 
ter of ice tongs heard, nor does 
the hoarse cry of “Ice for Sale" 
resound in the busy streets of 
Doylestown. The electric retrig- 
erator has taken over and ice 
in chunk size pieces is available 
at the turn of a switch. No 
sensible housewife would dream 
of even trying to keep house 
without this essential piece of 
kitchen equipment. Forty years 
ago life was less mechanized

and the cutting and storing of 
ice was an important business. 
There were established ice 
routes and ice houses in every 
small town in Bucks County 
while boats or trains carrieu tue 
ice to the cities. 

When the days turned winter 
cold and the mercury dropped 
far below the freezing point and 
remained there, the ice crop be- 
gan to form. Icemen preter ice 
at least 12 inches thick but

Howard Hoffman of Sandy 
Ridge Road told me it was 
usually 5 or 6 inches thick 
when it was cut from the ponds 
and creeks around Bucks 
County. Cutting ice was a com- 
munity undertaking and groups 
of local men would work to- 
gether to harvest the big cakes. 

A marker, consisting of a 
heavy wooden frame with metal 
spikes on the bottom, was 


drawn by a horse and guided by 
handles similar to those of a 
plough which were attached to 
one end. The spikes cut grooves 
in the ice about 3 feet apart. 
When all the lines had been 
marked in one direction, the 
horse and man then turned and 
cut lines perpendicular to those 
already scored, making the 
pond look like a great checker- 
board. If the ice was very thick, 
ploughs would follow and cut 
the grooves deeper. The big 
cakes were then separated by 
means of saws and crowbars 
and either floated through a 
lane of open water to the ice- 
house or else they were loaded 
on sledges or wagons and 
drawn to the house. 

The ice saws were about 8 
inches wide and varied from 3 
to 6 feet in length. The 12-inch 
round wooden handles were 


mounted at right angles to the 
blade and had a double grip. 
The teeth of these saws were 
extra large, strong and easy 
cutting. The other type of saw 
used was the more familiar 
hand-saw. This form was con- 
venient for one-man use when 
resawing of the ice cakes was 
required. 

Ice picks were also in com- 
mon use. They ranged from 6 
to 9 feet in length and were two 
pronged: a sharp point to push 
and a curved one to pull. 

Years ago there used to be a 
dam by the George Grove Mill 
on Upper State Road where it 
crosses the bridge. This was the 
spot where the Delaware Val- 
ley College of Science and 
Agriculture, then known as the 
Farm School, harvested their 
ice. A huge trough or shute 
made of boards was mounted 
at the breast of the dam where 
the ice had been cut. This 
shute extended to the stream- 
bed below. Wagons were back- 
ed up to the dam and the cakes 
of ice slid down the shute into 
them, to be carried away to the 
icehouse. 

In Bucks County a typical 
icehouse was more under- 
ground than above. A hole 12

THE PEDDLER?

Ask any old timer if he 
remembers the peddler of yest- 
eryear and you can see the 
memory reflected in his eyes al- 
most instantly. Sure, he’ll tell 
you . . . there was John Riegle 
and Benedict Saddler of Upper 
Black Eddy who were fish- 
mongers. Riegle’s tall figure 
could be spotted almost anyday 
loping along the byways with 
strings of catfish, eels or suckers 
from the Delaware. 

And there were the wood- 
cutters of Upper Bucks who 
carried a pack of tools on their 
backs and sallied forth for a 
good day’s work of cutting 
wood for anyone who had the 
need. 

Most interesting of all, there 
were the medicine venders, the 
Kickapoo Indians, who plied 
their sales around Doylestown. 
There were two “Doctor” Ind- 
ians, “Doctor” Long and “Doc- 


tor” Fortner. As a forerunner 
to the. sale of their remedies 
they gave a free entertainment 
in Lenape Hall at State and 
Main streets in Doylestown. 
Sometimes this show would be 
staged on stands erected in the 
plaza of the Fountain House. 

It was feverish excitement 
as the drums beat and the 
shouts echoed through the 
dusk, eerily illuminated by oil’ 
lamps. After the show the sale- 
manship began. Concoctions 
were passed around with pro- 
mises of cures for everything 
from snakebite to cancer. 

Since Philadelphia was a 
thriving medical center from 
earliest colonial days, the medi- 
cal quack had a heyday in and 
around the city. One of the 
most famous in the early 1700s 
was Mrs. Sibylla Masters of 
Philadelphia who made “Ins- 
carora rice" out of Indian corn 
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“CHARCOAL” 


and sold it as a cure for con- 
sumption. The product was 
ground in a mill outside of 
Philadelphia and from there it 
filled peddlers’ packs until the 
whole countryside was ringing 
with the news of this great cure. 

In 1745 a Frenchman came 
to Philadelphia. His name was 
Francis Torres. He brought 
with him a Chinese stone and 
mystic powders that he vouched 
would cure gout, toothaches, 
cancer, snakebites and even 
labor pains. 


The early days of Bucks 
County were busy ones for the 
peddler whether he peddled a 
product or a service. It was a 
common sight to see the bent 
figure of a peddler carrying a 
trunk strapped to his back or 
one driving a cart along the 


road rattling with brooms, 
books, pottery and even furni- 
ture. The peddler bringing a 
service was just as familiar and 
welcome. He might be a dent- 
ist, a preacher, an artist or even 
a dancing master! 

One of the most famous itin- 
erant artists who ever lived was 
Edward Hicks who dwelled in 
Newtown in a frame house pur- 


chased by his father Squire. 


Isaac Hicks in 1797. It stood 
where the Whitehall Hotel now 
is located. Young Hicks was a 
skilled hand at painting signs, 
decorating coaches and fire- 
boards (used in front of fire- 
places in the summer). In later 
years, he devoted himself to 
painting farm scenes for his 
neighbors. He peddled a hand- 
ful of favorite landscapes which

he painted over and over and 
sold for over a quarter of a 
century. 

There are over 80 paintings 
of his well-known *Peaceable 
Kingdom." His inn signs were 
scattered over every roadside 
in the county. His famous “Bird 
-in-Hand" sign he designed for 
the frame home of Tamar Cary 
still standing on the Main street 
of Newtown. He chose the fa- 
mous adage of Benjamin Frank- 
lin... “a bird in the hand is 
worth two in the bush . . ." as 
his theme for the sign and ever 
since the house has been called 
“The Bird in Hand.” 

Another famous peddler of 
Bucks County was the genius 
John Fitch who climaxed a 
life of various brilliant abilities 
by inventing the steamboat. 
Prior to that last life-consuming 
work of the steamboat, he was 
a brasswork and silverwork 
peddler as well as an itinerant 
clock-cleaner. His main product 
was brass sleeve buttons... a 
simple but enriching business. 

He employed 20 apprentices 
to manufacture the buttons in 
his Trenton shop while he de- 
voted himself to peddling them 
throughout New Jersey and 
Bucks County. He soon added 
silverwork to his line and 
thought nothing of carrying 
silver worth as much as 200 
pounds. Within a few years he 
had made a tidy sum. Then the 
Revolution broke out and he 
gave up his button business to 
do gunsmithing for the Conti- 
nental Army. 


Among the most famous ped- 
dlers of the old days were the 
Pennsylvania Dutch artists. 
These German-born itinerant 
artists went from farmhouse to 
farmhouse painting dower 
chests, fireboards, furniture, 
utensils with their hearts and 
flowers designs of brilliant 
blues, reds, yellows, greens. 
Many did manuscript work . . . 
marriage and baptismal certifi- 
cates, song books or family 
Bibles. Today their colorful 
and skillful art pieces are col- 
lectors’ items. 

How did the peddler get 
started in the history of our 
country? What became of him? 

The peddler arose first in the 
New England settlements where 
right from the beginning manu- 
facuring became their main- 
stay. The very geographical 
nature of the territory dictated 
that . . . mountainous and filled 
with rivers that could be dam- 
med for power. The south, on

As the months rolled by, the 
clamor for a state-financed canal 
grew in leaps and bounds. 
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No stone was left unturned in 
the exertions of the P.LLS. to 
bring this bill to the state legisla- 
ture. They even sent Wm. Strick- 
land, an architect and engineer, 
to England, Wales, and Scotland 
to collect information on the con- 
struction of canals, roads, rail- 
ways, bridges, steam engines, etc.

The barges go from New Hope to Center Bridge and give tourists (and natives) a “feeling” 
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sylvania canal. Many citizens 
favored private corporation ex- 
pense as they feared an increase 
in taxes. There were those who 
contended that Philadephia would 
be the major beneficiary, while 
others thought the project would 
be unfair to the turnpikes. There 
even were arguments against 
backing the canal for fear of de- 
stroying the existing political 
parties and creating an Improve- 
ment party. 

Adding to the above difficulties 
was the generally spread opinion 
that the action of this three-day 
convention usurped the state's 
rule, 

The year-long effort was 
brought to a fruitful conclusion 
when the bill was proposed in the 
state legislature on December 6, 
1825. The final approved version 
was signed by Gov. Andrew A. 
Shulze on February 25, 1826. 


By 1840 the system had 606 
miles of canal and 118 miles of 
railroad. The original cost esti- 
mate had been placed at $5,000,- 
000. The total cost exceeded $32,- 
000,000. Construction was halted 
when they saw that the tolls 
could not cover expenses or in- 
terest payments and the state de- 
faulted on the bonds it had sold 
to pay for the system. 

The Delaware division was 
leased to the Lehigh Coal and 
Navigation Co. in 1866 and was 
operated until they folded in 1932. 

Although the project appears 
to have been a gross misadven- 
ture, it did capture a large part 
of the trade from the Ohio and 
Mississippi Valleys and helped in 
the development of our state. 

The section from Bristol to 
New Hope was eut in 1831 and 
continued to Easton in 1832. This 
portion of the system was and 
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is known as the Delaware сапа], 
Its only toll station was in New 
Hope. 

In 1854 a lock to provide ac- 
cess to the river was constructed 
at New Hope. Of 23 locks in the 
system, numbers 8 to 11 can be 
seen in New Hope, just north 
of Malta Island. An interesting 
note is that the construction of 
the canal provided Malta with 
a permanent connection with the 
mainland and eliminated it from 
island ranks. 

Mule-drawn barges are again 
plying their trade out of New 
Hope from April 1 to November. 
Regular public excursions take an 
hour-long, four-mile trip and pri- 
vate parties can travel some 11 
miles up the canal in about five 
hours.

something, they usually have 
good reasons. If you can afford 
to find out whether you agree 
or disagree with them, that's 
fine. Most people, however, 
think twice before they spend 
the money for an evening in the 
theatre and they prefer to have 
the indorsement of the critics 
and their neighbors before 
they take the gamble that in- 
volves the cost of dinner, baby 
sitter, transportation, late hours, 
theatre tickets and an unex-

pected expense that always 
turns up. They can't be blamed 
for this. 


However, it frequently turns 
out that they disagree with the 
critics and even with their 
neighbors. There is no known 
cure for this. Still, from the 
producer's point of view, there 
is nothing like word of mouth. 
While critical notices are desir- 
able, and in some cases essen- 
tial, the most important thing 
is for people to tell people 
about a show. Thats really 
what keeps it running and it 
makes every one happy on both 
sides of the footlights. After all, 
a show like “The Caretaker” 
may get brilliant notices from 
the critics but people obviously 
walk out of the théatre having 
loathed it since fewer people 
are going in each week and it 
is a financial disaster. But from 
examples cited above you can 
see that what you say to your 
friends after you see a show 
can mean thousands of dollars 
in the pockets of hundreds of 
people working in the theatre. 
So in the final analysis it's up 
to you. We are in your hands, 
at your mercy. You have the 
power to destroy us or perpet- 
uate us. I hope you do the lat- 
ter as joyfully as you do the 
former.

foot square and as many feet 
deep was lined with stone until 
it reached the surface. Above 
ground it was made of wooden 
planks and covered with a 
steeply sloped “A” roof, with 
a door large enough for a man 
to enter. The roof and wooden 
sides were lined with boards 
for insulation. If the ground 
was level, dirt was packed 
around the sides for the same 
purpose. Cakes of ice were 
then stored in this building and 
packed in sawdust to keep them 
from melting. 


Today butter is hard, lettuce 
is crisp and tender and the meat 
for Sunday’s dinner does not 
spoil, but it is not kept that way 
by ice from the creek where we 
skate.

SENSIBLE JUSTICE: We cannot help but congratulate 
the president judge of the courts of Bucks county for his Jan- 
uary decision to sustain the appeal of a Levittown radio broad- 
caster who was arrested for “desecrating the Sabbath" under 
the ancient Pennsylvania Blue Laws, when he made a com- 
mercial announcement over his radio station.

IT'S THE TRUTH: Edward L. (ED) Steckel, Maple 
Avenue, Doylestown, whom I called on some years ago for 
a donation for the brick building erected on the Burpee Memo- 
rial Playgrounds, is in his 93d year . . . Some years ago when 
this reporter was assisting in preparing a special edition com- 
memorating 50 years as a daily, on the part of a local news- 
paper, Mr. Steckel told this reporter that he was in a Doyles- 
town barbershop when the Rev. William A. Patton, then pastor 
of the Doylestown Presbyterian Church, came in with a copy of 
the paper. 

“I admire the enterprise of a newspaper that will start an 
edition in a town the size of Doylestown and carry a lot of 
local news. (This is exactly what PANORAMA is doing.) 

Electric light blazed for the first time in Doylestown on 
the night of September 30, seventy-five years ago in a test made 
by the Excelsior. Electric Light Company at Doylestown's old 
spoke factory. 

In his charge to the Bucks County Grand Jury at the Sep- 
tember term of court 80 years ago, the late Judge Harmon 
Yerkes dwelt at length on the law against betting on the results 
of an election, calling attention that when the election time 
approached it would be well to remember that the offense of 
betting or offering to bet on a primary or general election was 
punishable by a fine of $500. The fiery Democrat jurist, so far 
as we can find in the court minutes, never fined any of his own 
party for betting, but did impose a sentence or two on a couple 
of Republicans. 

DID YOU ever know that Doylestown at one time had 
three daily and five weekly publications? The dailies were the 
Intelligencer, Democrat and Republican. The weeklies were 
Intelligencer, Democrat, Mirror, Express and Reform. Let's 
now add a real wide-awake monthly magazine—DOYLES- 
TOWN PANORAMA. 


DON’T FORGET: It was just 73 years ago that the Bliz- 
zard of 1888 hit this area on March 11, 12, 13, and 14. My 
Dad, I remember, described that blizzard as “IT”. A well known 
Doylestown grocer had but eight customers on Monday of that 
week and a jeweler took in 35 cents during that same day. The 
first passenger train arrived in Doylestown four days after 
the blizzard started, in charge of Conductor Eddie Reckless. 
Many Doylestownians were storm-stayed at Lansdale for three 
days including Milton D. Tice, Irvin M. James, Clerk of 
Orphans Court Henry C. Bendere, William C. Newell, Augus- 
tus Walters, Fries Shive, Frank Williams and William Bregan. 

The most remarkable journey made during the 1888 storm 
was accomplished by Dr. George Wright, of Doylestown, who 
arrived home on Wednesday morning from Columbus, N. J. 
He left that place about 8:30 Tuesday morning in the raging 
blizzard, and walked to Bordentown, five miles away. From 
there he took the train for Lambertville, reaching there at 2 p.m. 
Then he walked to Lahaska and after a short rest proceeded to 
the residence of T. Howard Atkinson, where he remained over 
night and then rode to Doylestown next morning on horseback.

owners who have stuck by the 
TR-2 and TR-3 will finally 
be happy to find that the head- 
lights have finally been moved 
down into the grille and are 
now a part of the basic design 
of the automobile. Heretofore, 
when looking at a roadster of 
this make you were reminded 
of a large creature with eyes 
protruding from the top of its 
head. This is no longer the case. 
Overall, Michelotti, the Italian 
designer responsible for the 
"new look", should be con- 
gratulated. 


Once inside the automobile, | 
you find several resemblances 
to the predecessor. The dash 
has not been changed too 
much. The speedometer and 
tachometer are still in "black 
and white" and located directly 
in front of the driver which 
makes them easily visable. Of 
course, the usual lights (i.e. 
high beam, generator, and turn 
signal indicator) are located 
within this cluster. The guages 
are grouped in the center of 
the dash and include tempera- 
ture, oil pressure, fuel, and 
amneter. On the right, is an 
adequate glove compartment. 
The only other throwback in- 
side is the design oi the

“buckets”. 


Now, Mr. Michelotti again 
takes over with great fanfare. 
He introduces the Italian idea 
of illustrated levers for lights, 
choke, wipers, and wind shield 
washers; and places them di- 
rectly under the guage cluster 
in the center of the dash. Per- 
sonally, I never liked the idea 
of the illustrations in the Italian 
cars, and I like it even less in 
the English. However, this is 
strictly a matter of personal 
taste. As this same design is 
carried through in the heater 
levers, it does not take away 
from the overall interior de- 
sign. Even if it did, the new 
wind-up windows would more 
than compensate for it. 


Another new feature in the 
dash, is the addition of two 
fresh air vents, one at each 
end. These allow sufficient air 
to circulate through the car 
when you are forced to have 
the top up. Along the same 
lines, the heating system is ex- 
tremely adequate. 

Now that we have fuly di- 
gested the scenic beauty of the 
automobile, let’s take a ride. 
We’ll let Jack drive because 
he’s the automobile genius and 
besides, he is getting bored with 
all this talk about the looks. 

Being a former TR-3 owner, 
Jack was thoroughly surprised 
as well as amazed with the 
“new ride”. While still being 
firm, it was not hard. Of course, 
there was the average sway 
in the corner, but it was not 
pronounced. But above all, a 
rough road did not mean a 
session in a cement mixer. The 
ride was smooth and enjoyable. 

The steering was very quick 
and sure, which, my technical 
friend tells me is due to the 
new rack and pinion construc- 
tion. (Isnt that wonderful) 
Seriously though, this new fea- 
ture is a welcome change that 
was sorely needed. The break- 
ing system is typically Tri- 
umph and therefore, very good. 
With discs on the front and 
drums on the back, you stop 
when you want to and experi- 
ence absolutely no pulling or 
bucking. 

By the time we arrived back 
at the Sports Car Center, we 
decided that the ride was far 
superior to the TR-3 in all 
respects. Of course, when we 
got back, Jack had to lift the 
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hood so he began to look for 
the Standard Triumph tool 
which has been needed for the 
last five years or more. But he 
was quick to discover that it 
was not needed in the TR-4. 

Once under the hood, he 
immediately recognized the 
engine as there have been very 
few outward changes. How- 
ever inside, we have the folow- 
ing differences: 


TR-3 
Engine Displacement: 
1991 c c 
Maximum Break H. P.: 
100 @ 5000 RPM 
Maximum Torque: 
1410 Ib/in. @ 3000 RPM 
TR-4 
Engine Displacement: 
2138 c c 
Maximum Break H. P.:

Maximum Torque: 
1540 Ib/in. @ 3350 RPM 


Other changes, all for the 
better, were: easier engine 
accessibility, a redesigned 
transmission, and a changed 
wiring system. 

We fully expected a great 
change in the price tag, but 
here again were pleasantly sur- 
prised. The basic cost (with 
disc wheels) was $2849 POE. 
To this add the folowing op- 
tional equipment which was on 
the model tested: heater ($65), 
Screen washer ($10), Ton- 
neau Cover ($35), Wire 
wheels ($110), and Michelin 
X tires ($35). Totaling these 
together, you come up with the 
overall cost of only $3104. 

Now, go back over this 
thumbnail report, and count the 
number of new features in this 
automobile and decide for 
yourself whether or not the 
TR-4 is a new car. We feel

The Peddler?

the other hand, was strictly 
agricultural with its rolling 
green fields perfect for growing 
crops. Here the towns were 
wide-spread. In New England 
the towns were close together, 
so here the peddling business 
began. It thrived for centuries 
all through Massachusetts, Con- 
necticut, Pennsylvania. 

The earliest peddler was a 
manufacturer, a salesman and 
a transportation agent all com- 
bined in one man. Later, he be- 
gan to be employed by a manu- 
facturer and he served as sales- 
man and transportation agent. 
By the early 19th century, the 
peddler often was a business 
unto himself, financing his own 
stock, buying from the manu- 
facturer on time payments. 

Many great business men 
started out as peddlers. Bronson 
Alcott hawked tinware and 
almanacs from door to door, 
Benedict Arnold sold woolen 
goods . . . stockings, caps, mit- 
tens. He also traded in Can- 
adian horses. B. T. Babbitt, the 
soap manufacturer, was a no- 
tions peddler as a young man. 
John Boynton who later en- 
dowed Worchester Polytechnic 
Institute founded in 1865, ac- 
quired his first income as a 
maker and peddler of tinware. 

What was the early peddler 
of the 1700s like? He was a 
young man full of courage, ad- 
venture and physical stamina. 
He had to carry a trunk of 
wares on his back, walking on 
foot over Indian trails. He had 
to face the dangers of long and 
solitary wildernesses between 
towns. He had to meet up with 
beasts and Indians. He had to 
supply his own food and sleep 
in the open. 


The young peddler of this 
day, however, seldom kept to 
his trade all his life. He sur- 
veyed the prettiest girl and the 
town most likely a good market 
and there he would settle down, 
opening à general store. In this 
way he passed from the class of 
tricky Yankee peddler to a re- 
spectable merchant. 

As time passed and roads be- 
came safer, the peddler chang- 
ed. He became an older man. 
Usually he was a man incapable 
of any other work. He was

often a vagabond, a ne'er-do- 
well. Though many went afoot, 
most became horse and cart 
peddlers. 

Although the peddler of all 
of our yesteryears had the repu- 


tation of being a tricky bar-. 


gainer, he was also a welcome 
visitor. He added excitement to 
every town and to every home 
he entered. To the village green 
where he sometimes opened his 
wares, the townspeople flocked 
when they heard he'd arrived. 
On the farm, when the rattle of 
his pack or his cart would be 
heard, the excited cry would 
go up “The peddler's coming!" 

He might be a notions ped- 
dler with an assortment of pins, 
needles, scissors, razors, combs, 
buttons, spoons, small hard- 
ware, children's books, lace, 
perfumes. He might be a spe- 
cialized dealer such as a clock 
peddler or a tin peddler or a 
specialist in chairs, spices, dyes, 
woodenware, pottery, brooms, 
books. He might even be a big- 
scale peddler bearing washing 
machines, spinning wheels, cab- 
inets or even sleighs and carts 
lashed together in his wake! 
Whatever he sold, whoever he 
was, he was a breath of fresh- 
ness from the outer world. He 
bore tidings of recent events 
and news of friends and neigh- 
bors in other towns. He was 
the roving reporter of yester- 
year! 

What happened to the ped- 
dler? 

The very circumstances that 
created his existence, lent to his 
downfall. The progress of a na- 
tion supplying its own manu- 
facturing needs, improving its 


traveling conditions, its trans- 
portation etc. put him on the 
road to begin with. They also 
took him off, for progress in 
roads and cities and transporta- 
tion facilities made it unneces- 
sary for products to be brought 
to the door. People were able 
to get them for themselves. 


Isolated communities became 
a thing of the past . . . and the 
peddler along with them. Laws 
to protect the towns' merchant- 
men came into being almost 
from the very beginning, taxing 
the peddler. Today, signs stand 
in nearly every community... 
"No peddling allowed." 

Still in all, one has to stop to 
decide . . . is the quick trip in 
the station wagon over to the 
shopping center nearly as much 
fun as the thrill of the peddler 
stepping into your living room 
with a mysterious pack bursting 
with colorful ginghams, spark- 
ling china, shining utensils . . . 
and always a story of some far- 
away town of his youth thrown 
in? 

Is there an American who 
remembers who doesn't miss 
the thrill of the cry “The ped- 
dler's coming!"

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OLD TAVERN SIGNS IN BUCKS COUNTY

The tavern sign was a sym- 
bol of warmth and hospitality 
to the weary traveler of colonial 
America. 

Many unusual and eccentric 
signs hung from the Colonial 
Taverns that stood along the 
many cross roads and paths 
here in Pennsylvania a century 
and more ago. 

It is believed that Pennsyl- 
vania undoubtedly, during the 
eighteenth and nineteenth cen- 
turies, had more inns than any 
other state in America, and 
many of these still are hotels 
of the twentieth century. How- 
ever, many of these have been 
altered into dwellings. 

The reason for so many inns 
in Pennsylvania is quite appar- 
ent. Throughout the Colonial 
Era, the thousands upon thou- 
sands of adventurous people 
passing up and down the mid- 
dle Atlantic states had to pass 
through Pennsylvania where 
many early taverns were built 
to accommodate these pioneers. 

Bucks County had many of 
these early taverns, and the 
many diflerent painted sign- 


boards that hung at each tavern 
have disappeared, only a few 
having been preserved and may 
be found in the Bucks County 
Historical Society's museum. 
Historians tell us that in the 
olden times when relatively few 
people could neither read nor 
write, taverns and their sign- 
boards played an important 
role in the rural areas of the 
country. 
The Sign of the Cross Keys 
The Cross Keys Inn, located 
a mile north of Doylestown, on 
the old Easton Road, (Route 
611) is one of the oldest 
taverns in Central Bucks Coun- 
ty. The Cross Keys are the 
Arms of the Papal See of 
Rome, the emblem of Peter 
and his successors. 


Early Doylestown 
Tavern Signs 
More than half a century 
ago, the well known local his- 
torian, W. W. Н. Davis wrote 
an interesting article about the 
early inns of Doylestown . . . 
“ot the six licensed houses at 
Doylestown almost ninety years 


ago (Circa 1800) four no 
longer exist. They were the 
“Snip” the “Fox Chase” and 
the “Mansion House.” They 
stood on three of the four 
corners where State and Main 
Streets cross. The “Fox Chase” 
being represented by the pres- 
ent day Fountain House, its 


descendant. The “Ship” at the 
southeast corner of State and 
Main Streets, occupying the site 
of the Lenape Builaing erected 
in 1874, was the olaest of the 
group. The "Fox Chase" now 
the Fountain House was one of 
the several names attached to 
this Colonial Inn. 
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An Englishman who traveled 
through the western part of 
Pennsylvania at Bedford in 
1807, described the tavern in 
that frontier village: “Тһе 
scene in the tavern was, to me, 
truly novel. It was a large, half 
finished log house, with no ap- 
parent accommodations for any 
traveler who had not his own 
bed and blanket. It was sur- 
rounded on the outside by 
wagons and horses; and inside 
the whole floor was so filled 
with people sleeping, wrapped 
in their blankets round a large 
fire, that there was no such 
thing as approaching it to get 
warm until some of the travel- 
ers who had awoke at our 
entrance went out to feed their 
horses, after doing which they 
returned, drank whiskey under 
the name of bitters, and re- 
sumed their beds on the floor 
— singing, laughing, joking, 
romping and apparently as 
happy as possible." 


Service at country inns often 
was very inditterent until the 
traveler had satistied the curi- 
osity of his host as to vital 
statistics, business, home and 
destination. It is related that 
Benjamin Franklin was ac- 
customed, on arriving at an 
inn, to assemble the innkeeper

and address them after this 
fashion: “Worthy people, I am 
Benjamin Franklin of Philadel- 
phia, by trade a printer, and a 
bachelor. І have some relatives 
in Boston to whom 1 am going 
to make a visit. My stay will 
be short and 1 shall then return 
and follow my business, as a 
prudent man ought to. This is 
all I know of myself and all I 
can possibly inform you of. I 
beg, therefore, that you will 
have pity on me and my horse 
and give us both refreshment." 

With the coming of railroads, 
after 1840, most inns gradually 
passed out of existence. A few 
of the better ones, especially 
those near towns, became 
hotels. Some fine old inns, 
renovated and modernized, now 
give service to travelers arriv- 
ing by automobile. But the 
stage coaches which once drew 
up at their doors, with a great 
cracking of whips and blowing 
of horns, are no more. 

Most of the early tavern 
signs were painted by local 
carriage and sign painters, re- 
ceiving only a dollar or two 
for their work, depending on 
the generosity of the inn 
keeper. 

One of the most famous of 
these sign painters lived here 
in Bucks County, and is con- 
sidered today one of America's 
greatest artists of the nineteenth 
century — Edward Hicks, the

Pardon me sir, but could 
you tell me the name of this 
town? 

What’s that you say? Bards- 
town? Bardstown, Kentucky. 

Thank you kindly, but you 
misjudge me. I’m not old, nay, 
only beaten. Yes I‘m John 
Fitch and I’m a beaten man, but 
Lord it’s taken many a year 
for me to come to that con- 
clusion. Yet, if Га been honest 
with myself, Га have known it 
for a long, long time. 

There was that day in Phila- 
delphia, in August of 1787. 
What a glorious day that was 
to be; the maiden trip of my 
first full-sized steamboat. 
Those do-nothings those who’d 
never originated anything but 
invective, all those who had 
called me insane crowded the 
wharves, expecting failure. But 
her steam came up, those 
mighty paddles reached out in- 
to the water, and she moved. 
Yes, majestically she moved, 
liike the queen she truly was on 
that day. 

All the members of the state 
assembly and the convention 
who were present for the oc- 
casion agreed that Га con- 
quered all arguments against 
steam power. Surely the world 
was my oyster. Had I only seen 
more clearly and guessed that 
someone had stolen the meat 
from beneath the shell. 

As I walked back into the 
crowds I could see them point- 
ing at me and jeering. Yes, 
jeering. Even with success they 
laughed in my face saying, 
"There goes that crazy John 
Fitch". 

Later I heard that Washing- 
ton had gone to Robert Morris’ 
farm, The Hills, for dinner and 
then across the Schuykill to the 
Powell's summer home for tea. 
The man Га served in the war 
against England and he went 
to tea rather than see my tri- 
umph. Here was the first steam- 
boat in the history of man and 
he wasn't interested in such 
"mechanical contrivances". 

I recall my youthful sea 
adventures. Would that I had 
known the heartbreak to come 
later; l'd have stayed a sailor. 
Or, perhaps Га have retained 
one of the positions I held after 
leaving the sea. Life as a clock- 
maker or a brass founder is liv- 
able. 

Ah, how history arranges 
events to alter our lives. Be- 
times we see them coming, but 
usually refuse to acknowledge 
it. Not I though. Ah no, not I. 
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Га been established as a silver- 
smith in Trenton for but a 
short spell when the Revolu- 
tion broke out. Shortly after, 
John Fitch silversmith became 
John Fitch gunsmith. My for- 
tune appeared to be made. 

The redcoats took the city in 
the fall of "76, costing me up- 
wards of 3000 pounds. They 
confiscated my property, des- 
troyed my tools, and forced me 
to flee the city leaving all be- 
hind. 

Upon taking my leave of 
Trenton, I joined General 
Washington and his troops. In- 
deed, they made me an officer 
with the first company from 
Trenton and a company officer 
in that sterling band that win- 
tered at Valley Forge. After the 
war I moved west for a few 
years. 

Hey there young fella, how 
long’ve you been standing there 
listening to the ravings of an 
old man? 

No, I haven’t been drinking, 
although I suppose I should. 
No, I’m just musing over my 
life, such as it was. 

Say there boy, have you ever 
heard of the steamboat? 

What? Fulton? Fulton you 
say? Now you listen and listen 
close son. No! Don’t run off, 
don’t be afraid. I won’t shout 
again. Please come back and 
listen to те... Why will no 
one listen to me? Am І still 
thought mad? Things were not 


always like this. 

І recall returning to War- 
minister, Pennsylvania, early in 
1785. There I first conceived 
the idea of harnessing steam 
power for the benefit of man. 

Heh, I remember how I tried 
to concoct a feasible land car- 
riage and had to give up the 
idea. Faith, but the roads were 
too rough and uncared for to 
permit such a vehicle to pass. 

During April of that year, 
I devised a steam powered 
boat and took my drawings to 
show a friend, the Rev. Mr. 
Irwin of Nashamony. I recall 
how vexed I was when he 
showed me a book called... 
I believe it was Martin's Phi- 
losophy . . . which contained a 
description of a steam engine. 
Га never seen this description 
or anything like it, and it dis- 
turbed me greatly. However, 
upon reflection, I realized that 
the article showed, almost to a 
certainty, that the machinery I 
had contrived would provide a 
driving force for my craft. 

After much thought I decid- 
ed to use paddle wheels as the 
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means of transferring the steam 
power into an active propul- 
sive force. 

There were many around 
Warminster in those days who 
were glad to lend a hand to- 
wards the finish of that first 
model: Cobe Scout who let me 
use his log shop for its con- 
struction; John Longstreth who 
graciously allowed the model 
to be tested in a stream on his 


farm, about 14 mile from 
Davisville, in Southampton 
Twp.; Nathaniel B. Boileau 


who built the paddle wheel dur- 
ing a vacation from his studies 
at Princeton College (Lord, 
but what a lark that was for 
him), and many others. That 
first mode] had all brass ma- 
chinery. Tests indicated that 
the buckets on the paddle 
wheels labored too much be- 
cause they had to enter and 
leave the water at a consider- 
able angle. This caused a great 
loss of power when they struck 
the surface and again when 
they had to lift themselves 
against the weight of the water. 
I found it impossible to re- 
design the paddle angle as the 
machinery did not give enough 
power to overcome these bad 
effects. I finally substituted a 
continuous chain, with paddles 
affixed to it. 
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Two historical markers in Bucks 
County still commemorate the 
memory of John Fitch. At 
Davisville (top right) and in 
Johnsville (right).

"apple year," if ever there were 
one. The nation's orchards have 
yielded a spectacular crop — 
some 125-14 million bushels 
have been harvested. Accord- 
ing to the U. S. Department 
of Agriculture, this is 16 per- 
cent more than last year and 12 
percent above average. 

Both old and new experi- 
ences in apple eating appear 
much in order, so go to it with 
a will. Enjoy your long known 
favorite varieties and try some 
lesser knowns, since every var- 
iety is abundant. An assortment 
in the fruit bowl will appeal to 
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different tastes. Also, apple 
preparations тау stretch 
through every course of the 
meal, from appetizer through 
dessert, and different varieties 
may be used for each. 

Choose your apples well for 
greatest eating satisfaction. 
Firm, crisp, bright, clean, well- 
colored fruit with good flavor 
are most desirable. Tart, firm 
apples are generally best liked 
for cooking; sweeter fruit, for 
eating raw. For dessert use, 
medium-size apples with good 
color for the variety are usually 
the most appealing. 

With apples featured at many 
markets, homemakers may 
want to buy in quantity. They 
have good keeping qualities 
and it may be well worth your 
while to get a large enough 
supply to keep for an extended 
time. 

Before storing your apples, 
sort them to remove those with 
bruises and skin breaks. Use 
these promptly. Those to be 
used within a few days or a 
week or two, should be kept in 
the refrigerator—preferably in 
the vegetable drawer or in a 
plastic bag, if they’re to remain 
crisp and fresh and at their 
peak of quality.

I recall vividly 
how Doylestown High, on St. Patrick's Day that year, defeated 
Pottstown High, 36 to 35, on the Thomas Stewart High School 
floor at Norristown—to the delight of Coach Bill Wolfe and his 
associates. Pottstown was a team that had scored over 1,000 
points that season as champions of the Eastern Pennsylvania 
Interscholastic Basketball League. After defeating Pottstown, 
Coach Wolfe's proteges nosed out the great Hazleton team, 
40 to 39, to earn the right to meet Summit Hill High for the state 
crown, at Bethlehem. Doylestown cracked under the strain to 
an inferior team in that final game, and Summit Hill won, 23 to 
22. However the 1927 DHS team broke the scoring record held 
by the "Stultz-Hodgins-Martin-Gulick-Rufe" combination of 
1922. The 1927 team scored 890 points to their opponents' 
590. The 1922 combination registered 806 points.

The next two years were 
filled with failure after failure, 
as I built my first full-size boat. 
At last, in 1787, I was ready to 
make my first run. 

That initial boat that Wash- 
ington was too disinterested to 
watch was 45’ long and had a 
12° beam. And that engine, 
what a wonderful work that 
was, had a full 12” cylinder. 
She was a beauty. Could do 8 
miles per hour, and made marty 
a trip from Philadelphia to 
Burlington, Chester, and Wil- 
mington. 

During the next three years I 
constructed several larger ships. 
One ran between Trenton and 
Philadelphia in the summer of 
1790. 

I should have been rich and 
famous. I got there first with an 
idea that was converted into a 
useful product, yet I could get 
no financial support. What was 


wrong with the country? Where 
were all those far-seeing astute 
businessmen it was said in- 
habited this great, new land of 
ours? I don't know. A million 
times I ask these questions, but 
ГЇЇ never know. 

In 1793, my financial state 
drove me to France to search 
for support. Unfortunately they 
were in the throes of revolu- 
tion and I was forced to return 
with naught but the clothes on 
my back. 

So here I am. Sitting next to 
a horse rack in Bardstown, 
Kentucky, a pauper, with no 
where to go and no one left to 
turn to in my need. Where do I 


go? What do I do? Am I to 
end like this? 

John Fitch; sailor, clock- 
maker, brassfounder, silver- 


smith, gunsmith, army officer, 
steamboat inventer, and one- 
time resident of Bucks County, 
committed suicide in Bards- 
town, Ky., in 1798.

pare the costs of repairing the 
automobiles involved with the 
costs of maintaining the high- 

way. 

Is there a solution to this 
problem? Yes, and herein lies 
probably the biggest obstacle to 
getting the road repaired. The 
reason being that there are two 
different view points on how 
the work should be done. 


Solution +1 

In compiling this article, I 
wrote directly to Park H. 
Martin, Secretary of Highways, 
and requested a brief outline of 
the State’s position in the mat- 
ter. I received an answer from 
Mr. Martin which did this in 
detail. Because of the length 
of the letter, it is impossible to 
print it in its entirity. However, 
here are several excerps which 
exemplify the opinions of Mr. 
Martin and the State Highway 
Department. 

“The matter of funds for the 
improvement of State Highway 
32 has not been the deterring 
factor for the improvement of 
this road.” 

“I have personally examined 
this highway twice and am 
satisfied that a modern two- 
lane highway cannot be con- 
structed here without some 
encroachment either on the 
canal slope or into the hillside. 
.. . Where it borders the canal, 
the shoulder, or berm in many 
cases is not over 11% feet wide 
and is so narrow that the bar- 


rier fence cannot be maintain- 


ed in good condition. The 
shoulder, or berm, against the 
hillside is very narrow, making 
it difficult to maintain under 


present conditions. I have con- 


tinually instructed our district 
engineer to keep this road in as 
sale a condition as possible 
under these restrictive condi- 
tions." 

"There have been no plans 
made for an overall improve- 
ment to this highway. . . . On 
June 24, 1961, I received a 
letter from Mr: Clark (Hal 
Clark, Pres. DVPA) advising 
me that a sub-committee of the 
Delaware Valley Protective 
Association was making a 
study to see what suggestions 
they could make that would 
permit the reconstruction of 
the highway. . . . If satisfactory 
understanding can be reached 
as to what The Department of 
Highways may do to improve 
this highway to an adequate 
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width, with adequate should- 
ers, this department is ready to 
proceed with preparation of 
plans.” 

“Finally, that this Depart- 
ment particularly myself, are 
interested in preserving, where 
at all possible, historical land- 
marks and natural beauty, but 
in this instance if we are to 
have a modern two lane high- 
way for T. R. 32, something is 
going to have to give”... 
Park H. Martin 

Briefly summarizing, this in- 
dicates that the State Highway 
Department is prepared to re- 
construct River Road into a 
modern two lane highway as 
soon as public resistance is re- 
moved.

This is New Galena; you’ve probably never heard of it. It’s 
slightly to the west of Doylestown, though you’re not about to 
find it on the map. I remember this place long before my wife 
and I moved here a year ago. It was a day’s bike ride down from 
Pipersville . . . old 611, Stump Road, up and over Curly Hill. 
It hasn't changed much since I was a boy . . . a cluster of 
houses, working farm land, an almost forgotten valley on the 
road to somewhere else. Beyond the fartherest hill and Ferry 
Road, whole new villages of picture-window homes have crop- 
ped up, but New Galena remains as it was at a time before. 
Some of the people at this cross-road are in church this after- 
noon and it is quieter than usual. Indeed, if you are city-bred 
you will probably find the silence here to be deafening, any 
time, any day. 

I have invited you here to attend a concert. And I know you 
will forgive me for bringing you this far to listen to a dis- 
cordant symphony performed by amateurs. Listen. . . 


If you do not hear the music then you have not really 
traveled with me out of the pages of this magazine. And if you 
are standing with me in New Galena and you still do not hear 
the music, then you must wait a few minutes more. It takes 
a time to drown out the sound of youngsters and home, men 
and their machines ... to clear the senses of radio and tele- 
vision and the stereophonic boom of hi-fi living. Listen . . . 


Down across Mrs. Barba's. field, the stream which usually 
trickles through this valley is far above its level, bursting at its 
seams. Perhaps you can hear it now: bragging, boasting, pushing, 
shoving, showing off. Two frightened ducks who do not seem 
to know what has happened to their lazy pool join the noise. 
Up the hill, there’s the crowing of a rooster. A wasp makes his 
third orbital flight of my head, and perhaps, because I do not 
seem impressed, he disappears into space. The birds, who’ve 
returned from the south, are chattering with those who didn’t 
make the trip this year. 


Of a sudden, it is really Spring, and the whole world, which 
is this valley, is alive with the din of Nature awakening. The 
naked trees yawn and stretch their limbs. 


I warned you that this was a discordant symphony per- 
formed by amateurs, and I hope, since I cannot put these sounds 
into words, that you have listened with your own ears, hearing 
notes that I have missed, and that you have found some beauty 
in this Spring concert. This work, repeated year after year 
since the dawn of living, will go on long after you and I have 

. spent our fitful hour upon this stage. Romantic nonsense? Show 

me then the scientific realist who can hasten this moment of 
Spring by a single second, retard it for the fraction of a minute! 
Bring to me that artist with his brush and easel who would be 
naive enough to believe that he could capture this spectacular 
for posterity! For this is the Miracle of Birth . . . and it is out 
of the hands of man. Spring is born of dead winter! 


It is Good Friday, the most solemn hour of the most solemn 
day in the Christian calendar. I mean по sacrilege in having 
invited you to a small and sleepy cross-road to share the beauti- 
ful sound of Spring at the hour in which we commemorate the 
agony and the death of the Cross. But there comes a time when 
each of us, each in his own way, must make the journey back out 
of the noise of civilization to the basic truths of life and death, 
and, indeed, our very reason for existence.

Farm Record-Keeping 
Course 

Systematic record keeping 
is vital to profitable farming, 
and pencil work has taken its 
place alongside milking cows 
and gathering eggs as essential 
farm work. 

Since World War II most 
farmers have kept sufficient 
records to file income tax re- 
ports, and many let it go at 
that. However, if complete 
records are kept, the entire 
farm business can be seen at a 
glance, and plans can be made 
to expand or cut back the 
operation. Chances for making 
profits, or even staying іп 
agriculture, in periods of rising 
costs and consolidation of 
farms, often depend on careful 
planning. 

For systematic record keep- 
ing farmers are invited to enroll 
in Penn State University's cor- 
respondence course titled 
“Farmers’ Account Book.” The 
course of eight lessons deals 
with crop and livestock records, 
costs of production, enterprise 
accounting and their practical 
application.

ed for making entries. They 
can be obtained from the 
County Agents office at a 
nominal cost.

River Road, which was one 
way at that time with a short 
passing strip on the inside every 
now and then. The team on the 
outside had the right of way 
and those on the inside had to 
drive in the bypass and wait for 
those on the outside to pass. 
On the way down we came 
abreast of а farmer hauling a 
load of hay. There was no by- 
pass at that point and our horse 
got scared at the hay and we 
had a H--- of a time getting 
through. We had to go all the 


way to Lumberville to turn 
around. 
Chris Schneider had the 


lower hotel and there was a 
commercial fishery there. I do 
not know whether he or some- 
one else operated it. In the nets 
that caught the shad were a lot 
of live carp and while I did not 
see that, I heard my father 
often speak about the tank 
wagons that bought the Carp 
and hauled them to Trenton. 

I was always sentimental 
about the River Road. I had 
an automobile in 1915 and we 
would drive to New Hope on 
Sunday morning, over the 
York Road then up the River 
to Easton for late dinner. The 
Hotel at Easton was the Carl- 
ton (now torn down). The 
road up the River was still one 
way and very dusty; only a 
rock and sandy roadway. We 
took the trip every month. The 
trolleys were then running from 
Doylestown to Easton and I 
can still remember the signs 
painted on the rocks along the 
road to Easton advertising Bush 
& Bull, the main store of 
Easton in those days. 

At that time the Canal was 
being operated and we stopped 
at a lock to see the boat go 
through. The last time I stop- 
ped was about 1925, near the 
ending of the traffic on the 

anal.

Reminisces

Hidden away in many an early American home was a so- 
called family “doctor book" containing descriptions of common 
diseases, along with recipies for concocting home remedies for 
their treatment. Most of those books contained vivid illustrations 
of the human anatomy and detailed drawings of its various parts, 
and for this reason the books were generally tucked away out 
of sight of the prying eyes of the children. What a revelation 
the kids got when they accidentally or otherwise stumbled upon 
such a book and took it from its hiding place when Mom and 
Dad went away on a visit. 


To the younger generation the remedial potions, infusions 
and herb, bark and root concoctions suggested by this “соттоп 
sense medical adviser’ were not especially appealing, it was the 
drawings that held their interest and intrigued their inquisitive 
minds. Such books are still to be found in some attic accumula- 
tions, as are some other books of a similar nature, dealing with 
“cures” for both man and beast. 


A “find” that recently came into my possession, which far 
predates the above mentioned “doctor book,” deals with super- 
stitions and remedies, and no doubt today, as in those early 
days, could be classed as “риге bunk," or “hexeri.” That any- 
body would pay good money for such a book, let alone put 
faith in its prescribed “cures,” is beyond comprehension, but in 
those days, as now, there were and are those who would fall 
for quacks and their wares. 


The book I speak of has "cures" for everything from chil- 
dren's fits to relieving cows that have been bewitched. Here are 
some of the “cures”: 

For-the Fits of Children — Take five cents worth of marine 
glue, of which a lozenge is to be made, and between eleven and 
twelve o'clock is to be laid into a child's cap. On the third day

A BUCKS COUNTY TRADITION 


MAIN and COURT DOYLESTOWN 
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Think of mineral springs and 
health spas today and one 
thinks of White Sulphur 
Springs in West Virginia or Hot 
Springs in Arkansas or Virginia. 
Yesterday one thought of 
Saratoga Springs in New York 
state. 

But in the 1700s and well 
into the 1800s any fashionable 
person in the world would have 
thought immediately of the re- 
nowed resort and watering 
place . . . the Bath Springs of 
Bristol here in Bucks County! 

The Bristol Baths came into 
recognition early in the history 
of America. It is known the 
health-giving springs were in 
existence as early as 1700. The 
first settlers, however, didn’t 
appreciate nature’s bounty. 
Much like the Philadelphia of 


today, they 
“that nasty water” in Bristol. 
By 1720 the medicinal qualities 
of the springs began to be 
noticed and within two years 
the Bristol Springs had attained 
quite some celebrity. 

The first mention of the Bath 
Springs in the borough records 
comes in 1769. The following 
entry was made at a meeting of 
the burgesses: “Тһе Bristol 
Baths and Wells have at a very 
considerable expense been put 
in order for the reception of 
the sick and diseased, and num- 
bers of persons by using the 
same have received benefit 
therefrom, but it being repre- 
sented to the burgesses and 
council that the good purposes 
intended thereby, from the idle 
and disorderly persons who 


in a great measure defeat the 
good purposes intended there- 
by, we therefore, in order to 
put a stop to the same, do 
order and ordain, that every 
person, (not a housekeeper, or 
such as are sent by their par- 
ents, masters or mistresses for 
some of the water), that shall 
be found loitering about or 
within the limits of the said 
Bath, shall by either of the con- 
stables or Bath keeper, for the 
time being, be immediately 


‘taken into custody, unless they 


disperse at the request of either 
of the constables or Bath 
keeper.” 


Which is all a long-winded 
early-American way of saying: 
“No bums allowed!” 


Once A World Famous Resort. 
Now Nothing Remains Of 
The Bristol Baths 
by 
Peter Phelps 
complained of constantly resort there . . . may The clean-up campaign 


worked. The Bristol Baths be- 
came a resort of renown for 
the elite. This growth into a 
fashionable watering-place re- 
ceived strong impetus in 1733 
when the great Dr. Benjamin 
Rush read before the American 
Philosophical Society a paper 
praising the health-giving pro- 
perties of the springs at Bris- 
tol. “The Bristol Baths and 
chalybeate wells are completed 
in the most commodious man- 
ner", he wrote. The medicinal 
properties of chalybeate, it was 
ascertained, were most efficient 
in the treatment of certain dis- 
eases. 

The publicity came at a time 
when the wealthy people of the

MURDER!

“Lucretia! Lucretia! I . . I've 
been poisioned!” 

The man fell back on the 
pillow, gasping. Writhing, he 
reached one hand out and 
clutched at a candle stand at 
the bedside. It fell with a dead- 
ened thud on the braided rug. 

Lucretia left her place at the 
foot of the bed. She delicately 
replaced the candle stand be- 
neath the sun-drenched win- 
dow. Outside the voices of 
children sparkled in the June 
air. 

Lucretia turned to the door- 
way at the sound of a footstep. 
She held out one hand and 
smiled. 

"Ah, Mina. . 
nearly done.” 

The young man reached her 
side in quick light steps. His 
dark hair fell forward over his 
tan features as he bent and 
kissed her hand. 

The two stood silently for a 
moment gazing at the twisting 
form in the bed. The body 
wrenched violently to one side, 
then was still. The eyes stared 
wide open, looking quietly and 
wildly up into their faces. 

“Methinks,” said the young 
man, putting one arm about the 
young woman as they watch- 


. the deed is

ed,” he lies there with this one 
dying thought: My friend, Lino 
Emalio Espos Y. Mina, and 
Lucretia, my lovely wife . . . 
you are murderers! 

The young woman wrenched 
from his grasp. 

"Do not talk so. You are a 
rogue. Hurry, we must go out- 
side to the children, ere they 
come seeking us . . . or their 
poor ill father." 

The young man shrugged 
and lifted the form of the dead 
man back into place in the 
center of the bed and closed 
the staring eyes. 

Lucretia hurried him out of 
the room and with one linger- 
ing glance to see all was at 
peace, she shut the door. 

William Chapman was, at 
last, dead. 

Is this a scene out of the late 
fifteenth century? Is it the tale 
of a poisoning by Lucrezia 
Borgia of Italy in the Middle 
Ages? You might rightly judge 
so. But it is not. 

It is a glance into a quiet 
murder that took place in the 
quiet village of Andalusia, 
Bucks County on June 23rd, 
1831. 

The shock it produced, how- 
ever, was an explosive bomb. 


Horror, indignation and ven- 
geance swept the countryside 
in a fashion that has never 
been exceeded even by the 
Lindbergh kidnap trial over a 
century later in nearby New 
Jersey. 

The victim was 53 year old 
William Chapman, a respected 
and devoted citizen of the 
county. A native of England, 
he dedicated his life to teach- 
ing speech to stammerers. He 
headed a school for that pur- 
pose in the county. 

And the malefactors? Lu- 
cretia Chapman was William's 
44 year old wife. Attractive and 
brilliant, she was a Winslow of 
New England. Her husband 
was proud of her ancestry. But 
he knew actually only the least 
important part of it. What he 
did not know was her immedi- 
ate past. She was part of a 
notorious family of criminals! 


Her father, her three brothers, 
her two sisters and she, herself, 
were skilled counterfeiters. As 
an active member of the ring 
and top-notch penman for its 
activities, Lucretia had long 
been wanted by the law. Hid- 
den by a respectable marriage, 
she was living out a quiet 
comfortable existence with her 


hard-working husband and five 
innocent children. 

Quiet, that is, until the day 
of June 9, 1831 when a 
"stroller" (“tramp” to us!) 
came to the door looking for 
a night's lodging. 

Enter: malefactor No. 2. ... 
Lino Emalio Espos Y. Mina. 
(With the aliases later estab- 
lished at the trial of: Celestino 
Armantario; Emalio Zarrier. 
His actual name? Simply En- 
trealgo.) 

Mina, everyone called him, 
he said. 

Mina was slim and hand- 
some with dazzling black eyes 
and an imaginative tongue that 
held his listeners spellbound. 
Despite an outfit of rags, he 
convinced the Chapmans that 
he was the only son and heir 
of General Mina, the Mexican 
. . . Governor of Upper Cali- 
fornia. He was half the age of 
Lucretia . . . twenty-two... 
but equally captivating . . . 
equally adventurous. 

Within a few days, everyone 
had taken him to their hearts. 
William Chapman regarded 
him as an adopted son. The 
five Chapman children adored 
him as a built-in story-teller. 
And to Lucretia . . . he was 
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spice in a long-since-dull life! 

Only a week later, Mina was 
en route to Philadelphia, pur- 
chasing arsenic. He was a taxi- 
dermist, he explained to the 
druggist. 

At administering the arsenic, 
Lucretia proved to be the 
masterful nineteenth century re- 
incarnation of the Borgia 
poisoner. The chicken soup 
was devoured by William with 
nary a sign of discontent with 
the flavor. It was necessary to 
have the same recipe chicken 
soup for few subsequent din- 
ners also. 

But the job was neat and 
unobtrusive. 

For six days, William Chap- 
man was confined to bed with a 
strange and agonizing illness. 
By afternoon of the sixth day 
he was dead. 

The children were outside 
playing in the sun. The neigh- 
bors were busy with farm 
chores. Word got around that 
fine Mr. Chapman was gone, 
and many loving, respecting 
tears flowed. The funeral was 
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quite the most well attended of 
any for a long time in that area. 

Ten days later, Mina and 
Lucretia were married. 

Then over the dough boards, 
in the wheat fields, and in the 
village inns . . . talk hummed. 
From a hum it grew to loud 
suspicions. From loud suspici- 
ons to an incessant roar of 
indignation. 

Exhume the body! was the 
cry. 

So Wiliam Chapman came 
again to the light of day and 
the true story became known. 
Arsenic. He had been poisoned. 

By now Mina and Lucretia 
had fled. Warrants were issued 
for their arrest. Before long the 
two were apprehended and 
locked safely away in the 
Doylestown jail. 

Then proceeded events of a 
trial that highlighted Bucks 
County news with the flavor 
of a gigantic carnival. Mrs. 
Chapman (she carried that 
name to her grave!) was re- 
leased due to the prevailing dis- 
like of hanging a woman. Also 


she was pregnant. Mina, then, 
took Front and Center of the 
stage as the real culprit. 

The trial was held in Doyles- 
town in April of 1832. The 
crowd was so intense, one man 
attending the trial had his ribs 
crushed in! The affair was slow 
getting underway, since Mina 
wanted half of the jury, at 
least, to be foreigners. With 
that encumbrance, the trial 
was slow starting. There was 
also the complaint by the Com- 
monwealth against having 
Quakers on the jury. This 
objection was overruled and 
probably for the only time in 
Bucks County history. Friends 
served on a murder jury. In 
fact, so incensed were even the 
Quakers, they allowed Friend 
to serve as foreman of the 
jury . . . John B. Balderston of 
Fallsington. 

Mina’s counsels were Sam- 
uel Rush of Philadelphia and 
Eleazer T. McDowell of Doy- 
lestown. The Commonwealth 
was represented by District 
Attorney Thomas Ross and 
William B. Reed of Philadel- 
phia. An array of talent! A 
conviction was obtained with 
ease and the date of execution 
set at June 21, 1832. 

Doylestown was buzzing 
with the news. When a circus 
hit town that week hoping to 
cash in on the strong central- 
ization of people, it passed as 
unnoticed as a rabbit hunt. 

The spot of execution was 
carefully selected. The right 
bank of the Neshaminy, just 
above the bridge on the poor- 
house farm, of course! Visibility 
there was excellent. It was 
only the second hanging in the 
town . . . and there hadn't 
been one for 140 years! About 
10,000 people were expected 
. . . excepting, of course, those 
delicate ladies of refinement 
who were cautioned. by the 
Doylestown Intellingencer to 
draw the front curtains and re- 
tire to the back parlor when 
the procession passed. 


By early morning of the big 
day, preparations were well ac- 
complished. The Union Troop 
of Cavalry met the Mont- 
gomery County contingent of 
three companies out Upper 
State Rd. and escorted them to 
the borough. Then the Lehigh 
County troopers came, follow- 
ed by fifteen local companies 
from Yardley, New Hope etc. 
It was the largest body of mili- 
tary assembled in Bucks Coun- 
ty since the Revolution! 

At 9:30 a.m. the military 
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took up the line of march. The 
principals in the staging rode 
behind in an open wagon. 
Father Toolhouse rode on the 
rear seat; the sheriff in front 
with the driver. The convicted 
man rode majestically in the 
seat of honor with a noose 
coiled dramatically around his 
neck and the “slack” draped 
artistically about his shoulders. 
The procession moved at a 
slow, dignified pace. 

At the stopping place a 
troop of cavalry awaited the 
parade’s arrival. The Nes- 
haminy flats were crowded 
with onlookers sitting on the 
“gallery” hillside. Refreshment 
stands had already done a roar- 
ing business by the time the 
procession arrived, 

Finally the prisoner was es- 
corted to the scaffolding. He 
listened to the death warrant 
being read, then chatted with 
the lawyers and the sheriff, 
while final arrangements were 
being made. Mina thanked 
General Rodgers for the good 
order he had maintained. He 
inquired as to the number of 
military. He then proceeded to 
put on a show of display and 
delay that delighted the crowds. 

He criticized the height of 
the platform. He objected to 
the size of the coffin . . . not 
nearly majestic enough! He 
wanted to learn details of the 
funeral. He asked for more 
music befitting the occasion. 
Then he climaxed the whole 
affair with the request to shake 
hands with all in the crowd who 
wished to do so! 

For a long, silent session, 
spectators happily crowded past 
delighted with the experience 
of shaking hands with a 
murderer! 

Finally the noose was tight- 
ened. 

One more thing. 

“I should like a glass of 
water.” announced the prison- 
er. A messenger was dispatched 
to the nearest spring. By now 
the crowd was getting restless. 
There were murmurs the deed 
had best be done . . . and soon. 
Fears were mounting some 
foaming steed might gallup up 
with a reprieve from Governor 
Wolf in hand! 

Mina appraised the crowds 
restlessness and impatience. 

With one final gesture of the 
showman, he announced to his 
audience he would do without 
the drink of water. He stood 
straight and looked out upon 
the now silent mass. He waved

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The 
Peunsyluania Rifle 


The Gun that won the West has 


In the early eighteenth cen- 
tury a new type of firearm, the 
Pennsylvania rifle, made its ap- 
pearance in southeastern Penn- 
sylvania. 

Two centuries and more ago 
when most of Pennsylvania was 
primitive woodland, settlers 
placed chief reliance upon their 
rifles for sustenance, security 
and survival. With it the fron- 
tiersman provided food, clothing 
and protection for his family. It 
helped win several decisive en- 
gagements in the War for In- 
dependence and rendered sim- 
ilar service in the War of 1812. 
It was carried by trader, trap- 
per, Indian fighter, hunter, 
prospector and settler. The role 
of the rifle in American history 
becomes evident as the story of 
independence, expansion and 
exploitation unfolds. 

Before the heavy immigra- 
tion from the Continent began 
in the eighteenth century, snort 
heavy hunting rifles of English 
and Swiss origin were in gen- 
eral use in colonial America. 

Migrant gunsmiths found im- 
mediate welcome in their new 
home in eastern Pennsylvania. 
Conditions of the new environ- 
ment, abetted by the complaints 
and suggestions of their back- 
woods patrons, compelled the 
gunsmiths to make numerous 
changes on the older model 
rifles. They thus produced a 
distinctive weapon that was 
light in weight, graceful of line, 
sparing of powder and lead, 
and deadly accurate in the 
hands of an experienced rifle- 
man, 

A typical Pennsylvania rifle 
weighed from seven to nine 
pounds, its overall length was 
a symmetrical 55 inches from 


a Keystone State origin! 


muzzle to butt plate, and its 
.45 caliber ball could kill man 
Or beast at 300 yards. Er- 
roneously named the “Кеп- 
tucky" rifle because of the feats 
performed with it by Daniel 
Boone and other woodsmen in 
winning the land beyond the 
mountains, this superb weapon 
was the handiwork of several 
generations of Pennsylvania 
gunsmiths. 

The first rifle shops appeared 
along streams in and around 
Lancaster, a location that some- 
times has led to the more par- 
ticular name of the “Lancaster” 
rifle. But as settlement moved 
westward and northward, gun- 
smiths plied their trade in 
Berks, Lebanon, Lehigh, 
Northampton, Snyder and 
Union counties, and throughout 
the Cumberland Valley. Rec- 
ords show that Pennsylvania 
gunsmiths were also induced to 
migrate into several parts of 
New York colony, and at the 
time of the, American Revolu- 
tion Pennsylvania rifles were 
being made in Maryland, Vir- 
ginia, North Carolina, and 
Georgia. 

Though Germanic in origin, 


the perfected Pennsylvania rifle 4 


was the product of the talents 
of ingenious and inventive arti- 
sans of several nationalities 
whose final handiwork scarcely 


resembled the parent types from Ж 


which it had been developed. 
When friction between her 
colonies and England reached 


the point where talk of inde- “ 


pendence was in the air, the 


"Resolved from Hanover 
Township, Lancaster Coun- 
ty, June 4, 1774; that in the 
event of Great Britain at- 
tempting to force unjust 
laws upon us by the strength 
of arms, our cause we leave 
to heaven and to our rifles." 
Early in the conflict gun- 
smithing was placed under vir- 
tual control of the Continental 
Congress which fixed the prices 
for guns, and decreed that all 
guns should be delivered to 
the patriot army upon pain of 
gunsmiths being branded as 
enemies and of being deprived 
of the tools of their trade if 


they refused. Pennsylvania rifle- 
makers helped materially to 
supply the nine companies of 
riflemen that were raised in this 
State and placed initially under 
the command of Colonel Wil- 
liam Thompson of Carlisle. 
Westward across the plains, 
over the mountains and beyond 


following expression of confi- 4 _ 


dence in the rightness of their 


cause and the effectiveness of * 


their weapons was proclaimed 
by some citizens of Lancaster 
County, 


the sunsets this historic firearm 
was carried by hunter, trader, 
prospector and settler. Indians 
respected the "firestick" and 
learned to use it against the 
white intruders in many forays. 
To the south and west our 
national domain was in part 
carved out by the use of the 
Pennsylvania-type rifle in the 
war with Mexico. 

But the mid-century decades 
brought a number of changes in 
gunmaking that completely out- 
moded the older firearm. Some 
were converted into percussion 
rifles and used in the opening 
engagements of the Civil War. 
Today the flintlock is a mu- 
seum piece or a collector's item. 
To see and handle it is to ad- 
mire its beauty of line and orna- 
ment, and to remember with 
gratitude that in the hands of 
its hardy and resourceful owner 
it had helped win a continent, 
and freedom for its people. 
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Although known for years as the

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The ROSS HOUSE

Much has been written in the 
past year or so concerning 
‘Doylestown’s Ross House. First 
it was to be torn down—then 
it was to stay and finally, 
through the generous efforts of 
Mr. Howard Barnes, Vice- 
President of the Doylestown 
National Bank and Trust Com- 
pany, it was saved. Mr. Barnes 


bought the building and had it 
moved to his estate on East 
State Street, to be preserved for 
future generations to see. (The 
moving of the structure was 
one of the “social highlights 
of 1961") 

With all the discussion about 
the Ross House, we wondered 
exactly who were the Ross' and

what was the background that 
made the little brick structure 
so important. 

With the removal of the 
County Seat to Doylestown in 
1813 several prominent fami- 
lies became residents of the 
then village, among them the 
Honorable John Ross, grand- 
son of Thomas Ross of County 
Tyrone, North Ireland and 
father of Judge Henry P. Ross 
of Norristown, and the Hon- 
orable George Ross of Doyles- 
town. 

By direction of the constitu- 
tion the Seventh District was 
separated making four county 
seats. When Judge Ross came 
to the District he selected Jen- 
kintown as his residence. (His 
mother-in-law Mrs. Jenkins 


resided there.) From that place,, 


the four county seats at Doyles- 
town, Norristown, West Chest- 
er and Media were reasonably 
easy of access over stage roads; 


‘however, it seemed advisable 


that the Judge should reside in 
one of the County towns, so in 
1824 he bought from associate, 
Judge William Watts, the lot, 
tavern stand, and some other 
buildings in Doylestown. On 
this site, quite unrecognizable 
today, a blacksmith shop was 
erected in 1788, which was en- 
larged and converted into a 


tavern known as the “Indian 
Queen”. It was this building 
Judge John, Ross converted 
into a dwelling, which became 
known as the Ross Mansion, a 
very pretentious home on the 
"Square". Even then this tri- 
angular bit of land seemed 
destined for change, and in 
1897, after 73 years of stately 
elegance, the mansion was torn 
down to make way for the 
(then) new banking house of 
the Doylestown National Bank. 
(later the Administration 
Building, and now the site of 
the new courthouse ) 
Around 1829, the late 
Thomas Ross Esq. bought the 
newspaper called the “Political 
Examiner” from one Alexand- 
er Campbell. The paper was 
conducted as an anti-masonic 
paper by Heart and Seely. The 
paper was printed on old wood- 
en presses and was later called, 
the Bucks County Republican. 
Mr. Ross was admitted to 
the bar in 1829 also, and ac- 
cording to an article written by 
Caleb E. Wright, January 21, 
1885 entitled, “Four Lawyers 
of Doylestown Bar", was a 
born lawyer. With him the 
knowledge of legal principles 
was intuitive. It is said few 
brighter intellects have been

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Community Portrait 
WARRINGTON 


Warrington was organized as a 
township in 1734 and together 
with parts of the adjoining 
townships of Warminster, War- 


wick and New Britain occupied. 


a rather unique position in the 
early history of the county. 

The first actual settlers in the 
township were the  Scotch- 
Irish. They arrived from the 
north of Ireland about 1727. 
A year later they founded the 
Neshaminy church. They were 
a thrifty people, representing 
all classes. Being weavers, 
smiths, shoemakers, wood 
workers, and saddlers, they 
made a useful and self-support- 
ing community and could man- 
ufacture all the necessities of a 
primitive wilderness. 

In the late 18th and early 
19th centuries, this village, 
located at the intersection of 
the old Doylestown turnpike 
and Bristol Road on Route 
611, was known as Craig’s 
Tavern and Luken’s Tavern 
respectively, borrowing the 
names from the hotel proprie- 
tors of this era. In 1860 the 
name changed to Warrington- 
ville to distinguish it from Nes- 
haminy—then Warrington 
Square. Eventually the “ville” 
was dropped and the commun-

ity christened Warrington. 

Every town has its outstand- 
ing citizens and 18th century 
Warrington was no exception. 
A resident of the town, John 
Barclay, born in 1749, led an 
ambitious life of country 
squire progressing to President 
Judge of the Bucks County 
courts. This fine citizen lends 
his exciting life to the history 
of Warrington. 

In 1775 John Barclay be- 
came part of the American 
Revolution, enlisting in the 
Continental Army from which 
he retired six years later with 
the rank of captain. The next 
rung on this man’s ladder to 
success was the position of 
Justice of Peace of Bucks 
County. Edison’s stone bridge, 
mentioned in last month's 
Community Portrait, was con- 
structed by Barclay and some 
of his associates. During the 
next decade John Barclay was 
a member of the Constitution- 
al Convention, Mayor of Phila- 
delphia, first president of the 
State Bank of Pennsylvania, 
one of the founders of the In- 
surance Company of North 
America and first president of 
the Bank of Northern Liberties, 
climbing ever upward to reach 


his ultimate goal of President 
Judge of Bucks County Courts. 

In the late 18th century 
Judge Barclay built a lovely 
colonial stone house in War- 
rington. This home is situated 
across the street from the War- 
rington Inn (one of the finest 
restaurants in Bucks County). 
When his wife died, Barclay 
sold his home to Benjamin 
Hough and moved to Philadel- 
phia leaving a colorful past be- 
hind him—a past that War- 
rington claims with pride. 

The colonial estate remained 
in the Hough family for fifty- 
one years. The Hough, kins- 
men of the Simpson and Grant 
families, 
Ulysses Simpson Grant (Gen- 
eral Grant) in this home dur- 
ing his vacations from West 
Point Military Academy where 
he was a student. 

This estate can still be 
admired in present-day War- 
rington, a community that has 
progressed to great stature in 
recent years. 

The Barness family has done 


а great deal for contemporary 


Warrington. In the past twenty 
years the population of this 
community has jumped from 
1300 to nearly 5000, two thirds 


entertained Cadet, 


of which has been housed in 
homes built by Barness. Re- 
creation for the youth of War- 
rington is provided for in Bar- 
ness Field, the only recreation 
field in the township. The new 
Warrington Shopping Center, 
to be completed later this year, 
is also a Barness project. 


The Warrington Industrial 
Park has sold sixteen sites to 
date and 5 plants are already in 
operation. The latest in educa- 
tional facilities are found in 
Tamanend, a brand new junior 
high school in Warrington. The 
town also boasts of a nearby 
Nike Base, a State Police bar- 
racks and the enterprising War- 
rington Airport. 

A unique feature of War- 
rington is the Zaks Deer Farm, 
an attraction to young and old 
alike. Travelers on Route 611 
often stop to rest and enjoy 
feeding and watching these 
graceful animals.

TO A MAN'S TASTE 

Cashew-Bread Stuffing baked with chicken will please the 
taste and satisfy the appetite of any hungry man. Casserole- 
backed it is either a party or a family dish, easy to prepare, and 
a joy to eat. Packages of frozen chicken breasts, or drumsticks 
and thighs were used for easy preparation and cashew nuts and 
celery were combined with toasted bread crumbs to make a 
light, crisp stuffing. 

Place the hot casserole in a basket for serving at table or 
from the buffet. This is the simple, easy recipe for the Baked 
Chicken and Cashew-Bread Stuffing: 

1 package frozen chicken breasts 

1 package frozen chicken drumsticks and thighs 

1% quarts toasted 14-inch bread cubes 

34 cup chopped salted cashew nuts 

34 cup chopped celery 

1% teaspoon poultry seasoning 

34 cup water 

10 cup melted butter or margarine 

1 teaspoon salt 

14 teaspoon pepper 
Thaw chicken. Combine toasted bread cubes, cashew nuts, 
celery, poultry seasoning, water and 3 tablespoons butter. Place 
stuffing in an ablong (2-quart) baking dish. Sprinkle salt and 
pepper over thawed chicken. Place chicken parts on top of 
stuffing. Brush chicken with half of remaining butter. Bake in 
a slow oven (350°F.) for 115 hours. Baste occasionally with 
remainder of butter while chicken bakes. 
Yield: 4 servings

dents, on а fee-for-service 
basis. Now the Bucks County 
Department of Health through 
its nursing division is extend- 
ing this service to all areas of 
Bucks County. 

It is important for families 
to realize that a visiting nurse 
or the public health nurse giv- 
ing nursing care in the home is 
only supplementary to the 
twenty-four hour attention 
given by the family members. 
Home nursing care will help 
you to give better care to the 
ill person in your home. In- 
structions and assistance from 
the public health nurse will 
help the family give this care 
much more rapidly and more 
effectively. 

The Sucks County Depart- 
ment of Health nurses cannot 
give nursing care in a home 
beyond the first visit without 
the orders of a doctor. A doc- 
tor must be in charge of the 
patient. The public health 
nurse can demonstrate the pro- 
cedures the doctor orders. The 
professional nurses service on 
an hourly basis cannot meet all 
the nursing needs the patient. 
During most of every day 
someone in the family must 
take over his care. 

If you need assistance in 
the home nursing care situa- 
tion, please feel free to call the 
Bucks County Department of 
Health at any of the three 
offices: Doylestown, 50 N. 
Main St, Fillmore 8-2671, 
and Quakertown, 143 S. 11th 
St., KEystone 6-6500.

Features to Look for 
In Men's Socks 

Socks and hose are usually 
bought a pair or two at a time, 
so that it is easy to overlook 
the long-term cost. But hosiery 
dollars may be stretched with 
attention to buying and care. 
Bucks county home extension 
economist Frances Vannoy 
offers these tips, 

Most men’s and boy’s socks 
are circular knit, that is, the 
knitting is continuous with no 
seams at the heel or foot. Socks 
are made of a variety of fibers 
including cotton, wool, silk, 
rayon, nylon, the acrylics, or 
combinations of these fibers. 

Nylon is the strongest and 
longest wearing fiber. It adds 
shrink resistance to wool socks 
and wear resistance in rein- 
forced areas, but lacks absorb- 
ency. Rayon compares well 
with silk in wear and appear- 
ance, and is less expensive. 

A square heel gives the best 
reinforcement. Heel reinfor- 
cement should reach above the 
point where the back’ of the 
shoe rubs against the sock, or 
in men’s socks three to three 
and 1% inches from the bot- 
tom. Toe reinforcement should 
cover the joints of all toes or 


the sock will pucker and be too 
tight. 

When shopping look for tags 
or information printed on the 
sole of the sock that tell fiber 
content, colorfastness, and 
added reinforcemert. On wool 
hose, check for shrink resist- 
ance.

GIRL SCOUTS 
BIRTHDAY YEAR 

In word association tests, 
made here and there, the words 
“Girl Scouts” are too often 
answered by: "cookies" in- 
dicating surely that too many 
individuals think only of Girl 
Scouts when they come around 
selling cookies. Granted the 
cookies are quite palatable and 
certainly enthusiastically sold, 
Girl Scouting runs deeper than 
door-to-door selling. This year 
is the 50th Birthday of this 
organization in the United 
States. There are now over 3,- 
500,000 girls and adults cele- 
brating the Birthday year. 

In January of 1947, the 
Bucks County Council was

granted a charter with a total 
of 1,108 girls and 339 adults. 
Before this time there had 
been scattered troops through- 
out the county with their lead- 
ers depending on information 
which they could secure from 
Philadelphia, Trenton, and at 
times from New York City. 
Whenever possible the leaders 
met to discuss their problems 
and arrange some sort of pro- 
graming in an effort to keep 
the troop meetings on a higher 
evel thap gathering in the 
kitchen to make fudge or pull 
toffey. Then as now, the out- 
standing interest of the 
girls was outdoor pro- 
grams, whether hikes, cooking 
over a camp fire, or sleeping 
in a tent. The leaders really 
had to work to keep ahead of 
the girls. Cookies were sold by 
the individual troops and some 
of the original leaders remem- 
ber. what an awesome project 
it was to sort and pack the 
home-made cookies, some of 
them jaw-breakers, so the girls 
could approach their neighbors 
with a good sales talk. 

Two day camps were estab- 
lished in 1947 and now the 
camping programs, supported 
by the cookie profits, include 
their own Camp To-hi-ka-nee 
purchased in 1953 and in- 
creased in 1959 to 235 acres, 
with participation in a camp 
in the Poconos, and two large 
day camps, one in each end of 
the County. In 1947 only 155 
girls were provided with a camp- 
ing experience—today, through 
day camps, troop camping, and 
established camps, nearly 4,- 
000 have an opportunity to get 
"right down to the good old 
earth." Fortunately not all Girl 
Scouts are interested in the 
same activities or the Bucks 
County Council would have to 
sell a great many more cookies 
to accommodate them.

known here. The rise of Mr. 
Ross in his profession was 
rapid. In less than three years 
after admission to the bar this 
young man was given, by 
Recorder Mcllvane of Phila- 
delphia, the most important 
criminal case by far, ever tried 
in the county, known as the 
Andalusia Tragedy of Mina 
and Mrs. Chapman. It was this 
celebrated trial that placed him 
at once in the front rank with 
his professional brethern. 
(After his successful prosecu- 
tion of Mina, portrayed as a 
dashing young Spaniard, black- 
guard, rascal and such, Mr. 
Ross’ mother wrote a pathetic 
letter to him in behalf of Mina 
and urged her son to visit him 
in his cell. This he did and be- 
came the messenger of his last 
wishes to his friends.) 

The Ross law office, Court- 
house Yard and Pine Street 
was built by Thomas Ross 
about 1830 and used by him 
and his descendants as a law 
office continuously. In 1905 an 
addition was made, so con- 
structed as not to change the 
appearance of the old, building. 
In 1909 it was occupied by the 
law firm of Yerkes, Ross and

Ross, the latter two great 
grandsons of Judge John Ross.

Did you know that Doyles- 
town was once the home of a 
distillery that barrells and bar- 
rells of Apple Jack each day? 

When 1 was a boy, our 


family ran the Heist Distilleries 
on East Ashland Street, Doy- 
lestown. The plant covered a 
great deal of the East end of 
town. The lane that ran into 
the distillery was what is now 
Golf View Road. 

During apple season, farmers 
would bring in their apples on 
board bottom wagons or hay 
racks, (as there were no trucks 
then) They would line up on 
East Ashland Street. There 
were times, at peak season 
wagons would be lined up for 
two ‘squares waiting to get to 
the scale house! 

Elwood Barber owned the 
field where the Ely house 
(Golfview Road) is now 


J located, and we had to rent 


this from him each year to 
dump extra apples. They came 
in so fast, it was impossible to 
keep up with the supply. 

The apples were weighed as 
they came in, and then taken 
to the cider mill (located on 
the site of the present home of 
County Commissioner John 
Justus Bodley. ) 

The mill was run by a 
steam engine. There were four 
presses in the mill and each 
would press 90 bushels of 
apples at a time. We ran the 
mill 24 hours a day in season. 
During the night-time hours we 
worked by oil lanterns. All 
apples were shoveled into a 
shute, which took them to a 
large wooden vat, where they 
were washed. An elevator then 
took them to the third floor of

the Mill where they went into 
a large hopper, to be ground 
up for pressing. We bought the 
apples and also did customer 
grinding for anyone, and only 
charged 1¢ a gallon to make 
their cider! 

The present home of Alan 
Gardy was our barn where we 
kept cows and horses. Fifty 
feet from the present Gardy 
home there was a large tank 
house. The building housed 12 
tanks that held a little over 5,- 
000 gallons of cider. It was 
stored there until it was ready 
to be made into apple jack. 


At the foot of the hill was 
the distillery. The lay out was 
perfect for this operation, as 
all cider ran to the tank house 
by gravity and from the tank 
house to the distillery by the. 
same force. We made 16-32 
gallon barrells of apple jack 
a day. When we had about 100 
barrells ready, the  gaugers 
would come from Harrisburg 
and test the liquor. They then 
would put a stamp over the 
pump and the liquor was ready 
to be shipped to Baltimore, 
Maryland. In Baltimore it 
would be aged and colored with 
charcoal, before being sold. 

It was quite a thriving busi- 
ness in it’s day. It was hard 
work but it was fun. (The 
apple jack was good, too!) 

(Ed note—It’s interesting to 
note that the Fanny Chapman 
Memorial swimming pool is 
located on ground that original- 
ly was one of the apple or- 
chards. Mr. Corsner told us 
that after apple pressing sea- 
son, they raised mushrooms 
for shipment to New York, but 
that’s another story.)

We're sorry we missed you 
last month, but just to keep the 
record straight, we're going to 
give you two tests this month 
for the price of one. 


We first drove down to 
Jenkintown and visited with 
HARRY DAGER at WAL- 
LER MOTORS, who informed 
us that he had had the Mark 
II *A", ready for over a month 
— needless to say, we began 
looking it over with red faces. 

However, once we began, we 
soon found that an “MGA by 
any other name is still an 
MGA.” The first of the “A” 
series MG was introduced in 
1956. Now, six years later, we 
find the body is still the same 
with three exceptions. One, the 
tail lights are larger; two, the 
parking lights are larger; and 
three, the grille is inset. Don’t 
be mistaken, just because MG 
doesn't believe in changing 
their body design every three 
or four years does not mean 
this car is outdated; it is still 
a style setter. 

The interior is also “stand- 
ard." The dash consists of a 
tach, speedometer, fuel guage, 
oil pressure guage and water 
temperature gauge all conven- 
iently located directly in front 
of the driver. All switches are 
easily available and clearly 
marked. The seats are of the 
firm bucket-type construction 
and there was adequate should- 
er and leg room for even the 
both of us. 

Once under way on the open 
road, we found: the “big plus” 
in the Mark II, PEP! The 1622 
cc engine delivers alot of get up 
апа go in all four gears. While 
it doesn't really “соте alive” 
until it reaches 3000 RPM, it 
doesn’t waste anytime getting 
to this magic figure. For ex- 


ample, in fourth gear we found 
these ratios: 

50 mph @ 2650 R.P.M. 

60 mph @ 3150 R.P.M. 

65 mph @ 3500 R.P.M. 

Consequently you are just as 
much at home on the turnpike 
as you are in city traffic. Fact- 
ually, the reason for this is that 
the engine is developing 90 
B.H.P. at 5500 R.P.M. 

The ride itself has been 
greatly improved upon and is 
no longer a jarring experi- 
ence. An improved suspension 
system allows a smooth but not 
a soft feel of the road. Due to 
"rack and pinion" steering, the 
“Mark П” is a cornering genius 
and allows the driver to be a 
“drifting expert.” 

Summing up, the “new” 
1600 MGA Mk. II is more 
car than the low price tag indi- 
cates. It is the ultimate answer 
for the person who wants a 
“beefy sports car" at a reason- 
able price. 

Have you ever owned an 
automobile, thought you had it 
tuned to the point where you 
were getting top performance, 
take a ride in another auto- 
mobile of the same make and 
model, and find your own to 
be about the coldest thing on 
four wheels?

PENNSYLVANIA'S GAME 
COMMISSION 


Long before history was re- 
corded, the fields and forests of 
what is now Pennsylvania 
abounded with game. For un- 
counted generations, the Indians 
had depended upon these animals 
and birds for food, for clothing 
and for shelter, and, after the 
arrival of the first white men, 
for trade. In fact, during the 
first half of the 18th Century, 
the French and English traders 
fought so bitterly for this fur 
trade that the stakes became the 
land itself. 

In the beginning, it seemed as 
if the supply of bear, deer, elk, 


wild turkey, grouse and all other 
wild life would last forever. Lit- 
tle thought was paid to the time 
some of them would be no more. 
Every day was open season for 
the man with a gun, and most 
men had one, until in time cer- 
tain species became extinct. An 
example of this occurred in Nov- 
ember 1867 when one Jim Jacobs, 
a full blooded Indian, killed the 
last of Pennsylvania's native elk. 
And so the Pennsylvania Game 
Commission was created to pro- 
tect, propagate, manage and pre- 
serve game, fur-bearing animals 
and protect birds of the State 
and to enforce the laws of the 
Commonwealth relating thereto.

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world everywhere were devel- 
oping the habit of making 
summer’ visits to springs and 
baths. These visits were in the 
early days chiefly to drink the 
waters. Accommodations were 
made for bathing, but unless 
this was an absolute necessity 
for one with a completely dis- 
eased body, one didn’t bathe! 
To be immersed in water was a 
traumatic experience in those 
days! But from far and wide 
the people came. Before a hotel 
existed, the fashionables took 
board or rented a house in 
Bristol for the “watering sea- 
son". 

In 1807 Bristol grew to new 
heights as a resort. A Dr. 
Joseph Minnick bought the pro- 
perty, improved the accommod- 
ations for those who came “to 
take the waters" and by 1810 
had constructed a beautiful 
frame hotel. In addition to this, 
he laid out a race track on the 
adjoining grounds and this 
really gave the Midas touch to 
an already popular place. The 
fame of the Bristol Bath 
Springs spread to every corner 
of the world. Wealth and fash- 
ion thronged from far and 
wide. Statesmen, diplomats, 
sporting kings, . . . the elite 
came to meet. Bristol came to 
be the center of the fashion 


world. There was Senor Sarmi- 
ento, the Spanish Consul-Gen- 
eral at Philadelphia, Don De 
Osnis, the Spanish Minister to 
the United States, Joseph Bon- 
aparte, brother to Napoleon, 
along with Prince Murat, .. . 
and countless others. 

After the Treaty of Ghent in 
1815 the Bath Springs reached 
their crowning glory. A great 
ball was given at the Bath 
Spring Hotel to celebrate the 
end of the War of 1812. The 
place was brilliant with festoons 
and flags; Chinese lanterns 
glimmering in trees; bountiful 
supper and champagne at 4 o’ 
clock in the morning . . . and 
“stately belles danced the 
minuet with distinguished army 
and navy officers . . . States- 
men, congressmen and foreign 
representatives sat side by 
side." 

Then the death knell for 
Bristol's Baths sounded . . . an 
Act of Legislature closed the 
race-track. The sparkle that 
had attended the Bath Springs 
of Bristol began to decline. 

By 1822 Saratoga Springs

and its race-track had taken 
over. 
Today about a_ half-mile 


northwest of Bristol where the 
famed Baths once stood there 
remains a stone step in a 
vacant lot filled with sandy soil 
and weeds. Perhaps from that 
step some fashionable foot of 
a faded day of glory took its 
first dip into the celebrated 
Baths of Bristol!

thereafter, at the same hour, it is to be taken away, then pow- 
dered, and give to the child every day thereof some little into the 
child’s food, and the disease vanishes.

THE GREAT DECEPTION 


The Bucks County Republican Alliance, led by Alan 
O. Williams and District Attorney Paul R. Beckert, has 
set themselves up as “gods of good government", and un- 
fortunately for good government, are dumping many well 
meaning persons into following them.

ROUTE 32 
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PROGRESS REPORT 


by 
ROGER CONDUIT 


In the March Panorama, I 
reported on the dangerous 
condition of Route 32. I at- 
tempted to relay to the re- 
sponsible parties, namely the 
state highway- department, 
and the Delaware Valley Pro- 
tective Assoc. that something 
must be done to make this 
summer tourist mecca driv- 
able before the tourist season 
commenced in earnest. Now, 
here it is May, the tourist 
parade is right around the 
corner; and what has been 
done to improve this dis- 
astrous situation ? 


NOTHING! 


In fact, if the truth were 
to be known, the road con- 
ditions have gotten worse. 
The spring thaw has set in 
and the road is buckling in 
places. Pot holes are forming 
and those that already were 
there are getting bigger. 

The shoulders which sup- 
port the “rotted” guard rails 
are even more undermined. 
Consequently those that were 
standing upright are now 
leaning and the guide cables 
are slack. 

The edges of the road are 
breaking away. Places where 
the road was narrow back in 
March are even more narrow 
now. It is virtually impossible 
for two cars to pass at the 
same time. 

To say the least, a person 
can not drive the River Rd. 
and enjoy the famed scenery. 
And yet, that is just what the 
visitor to Bucks County is 
being asked to do. He is being 
invited to a section of country 
which abounds ` in scenic 
splendor, invited to visit the 
parks, invited to fish in the 
streams and invited to browse 
through the shops. But, to 
accept this invitation, The 
visitor must travel a highway 
which is no better than a 
backwoods dirt road. 

-We were told by a state 
representative that the money 
to repair this roadway is 
available. In fact, the neces- 
sary funds have always been 


available. We were told that 
the reason the roadway is not 
repaired is because of “public 
opposition” to the state’s 
plans. The public opposition 
coming primarily from the 
Delaware Valley Protective 
Association, a group known 
for protecting the scenic 
beauty of the Delaware 
Valley. 

A representative of the D.V. 
P.A. told us that they too 
recognize the need to repair 
the River Rd. In fact, they 
have gone to much trouble to 
draw up plans and make pro- 
posals. 

Ironic isn't it? Two groups, 
with the same ultimate goal, 
unable to come up with a 
single answer. 

Why? Because, the state 
refuses to accept the D.V.P.A. 
position that the scenic land- 
scape must be preserved and 
the historic Delaware Canal 
must be kept in tact. Because, 
the D.V.P.A. refuses to ac- 
cept that the roadway must 
be repaired in such a way that 
it will be adequate to serve 
all future needs of the motor- 
ing public. 

With the March article, this 
publication seems to have 
gotten in the middle of this 
controversy. We asked what 
you, the motoring public, 
wanted. A synopsis of your 
answers indicate a "middle of 
the road" approach, You 
want safe, two lane, limited 
access highway which main- 
tains as much of the present 
landscape as possible. You 
want the canal, and you are 
willing to "give up" enough 
of the hillside and palisades 
to make the road "two cars 
wide". You are willing to 
travel at a “lower speed limit" 
in order to make your re- 
quests feasable. In plain 
words, you are willing to give 
a little and take a little. Above 
all, you want Route 32 made 
safe to drive and you do 
not want anymore time 
wasted in doing it.

We know a Madison Avenue man who recently moved out 
of the County back to his native New York. Time was when 
this sort of thing could have started a real estate panic ; now 
it’s just called the Bucks County Five Year Plan . . . that 
being the average time it takes for the less hearty of the city 
breed to be finally defeated by pot-holes, crab-grass, week- 
end house guest and commuting.

The Past is Prologue 
To the Constitution of the 
United States, to the offices 
provided for therein, and to 
the overwhelming number of 
Bucks Countians who are first 
class citizens, this account is 
dedicated with respect. 


Closer, closer, closer. All 
the while, faintly uneasy 
Bucks Countians are assured 
that all is well, do not wake 
the town watch. Yet mere 
missile minutes away, USSR 
computers in silent banks 
stand ready to tape the pro- 
grams for rocket brains 
which would split the Coun- 
ty's fair skies open with the 
shrieking crack of doom. 
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100 miles from 
USSR sub 
"trawlers" 


Less than 
the reader, 
marines and 
prowl the Atlantic іп 
relentless missions, zeroing 
in missiles, charting the costal 
Hoor for nuclear mines, and 
engaging in electronic espion 
age. 

Closer, closer. The Russian 
Ambassador accepts an invi- 
tation for Khrushchev to visit 
near New Hope. This is not 
espionage, the firm only 
wants to sell its products, 
dachas, to the superior of 
hcers of the Soviet Union. 
But a Lambertville news 
paper runs a courageous pro- 
test with black borders, and 
the visit is cancelled. 


BUCKS 
COUNT Y-- 


Wives and children of those 
County Communist leaders 
who were named by FBI 
counter-agents in testimony 
before the Internal Security 
Subcommittee take а promi- 
nent part in peace picketing 
in Philadelphia and elsewhere. 
The ladies in the legitimate 
movements picket the White 
House, the handsome Presi- 
dent peers at them. The Em- 
bassy of the Soviet Union is 
not picketed, the ladies are 
invited inside with fluttering 
hearts, and are politely but 
firmly told “nyet” to disarma- 
ment. Finally petitions of sus- 
pect movements are circulated 
with the same stale old names 
of red-fronters upon them, 


SATELLITE ? 
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and “peace” circulars myster- 
iously turn up in lockers at 
public schools. 

Cuban army leaders who 
have fled the country after 
serving with Castro tell the 
Senate in sworn testimony 
that three clusters of concrete 
rocket installations have been 
built in Cuba. 


The State Department so- 
lemnly assures the nation that 
Cuba is almost sinking under 
the weight of Soviet con- 
ventional arms, and of course, 
dear friends, the accompany- 
ing “technicians.” But no 
rockets are said to have been 
delivered—yet. 

Meanwhile back in Lower 
Bucks County, where Linus 
Pauling denounced American 
arming again and again a few 
weeks ‘ago, we drop in to the 


same old Meeting House 
grounds, September 1960. 


There stands Richard C. Gib- 
son, former CBS news writer. 
Spokesman for the national 
Fair PJay for Cuba Commit- 
tee, he is recruiting members. 
Behind him, fixed to a tree, 
the Flag of the 26th of July 
Revolution is spread for the 
first time in America above 
the American Revolutionary 
soil. The applicants are many. 
The booth buzzes with com- 
radely chatter from points of 
the Eastern seaboard. The 
advance forces have arrived. 
What an honer for Bucks 
County ! 

Later the FPCC did not 
come off so well before the 
Senate Subcommittee, and the 
honor is a dubious one for the 
Penn Center. The FPCC 
president has fled to Cuba 
with $25,000 of dupes’ money, 
and is wounded at the Bay of 
Pigs battle. Fifth Amendment 
Communists are revealed to 
have quietly occupied key 
positions. It has lied about 
some of its financing which 
is traced to secret Cuban 
Treasury funds. It complains 
that the FBI entered it offices 
demanding the whereabouts 
of a notorious Communist 
agitator who has engaged in 
the distribution of large 
quantities of surplus military 
arms in our South, and pub- 
licly urging their use by 
American against American. 

We leave Gibson standing 
beside a U. S. retired general 
who has been denouncing his 
own country’s military system 
for over a dozen years, but 
so far has not been muzzled. 
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We proceed to a nearby Falls 
public school building. There, 
a “Peace Play” is under way 
to a large audience. It is re- 
plete with foul-mouth, un- 
couth "American Generals,” 
and sinister civil-military of- 
ficials. Part of the world, and 
ALL of America is destroyed 
by satellite bombs in a war in 
which the Soviet has marked 
superiority. The climax is 
Wagnerian, children are im- 
pressed. The adults smile. 

President John Е. Ken- 
nedy's recent dictum that 
“The key to the future is en- 
lightenment and education is 
most appropriate and fitting." 

If the enlightenment is on 
the subject of espionage, 
which Attorney General Rob- 
ert F. Kennedy recently re- 
defined as a clear and present 
danger facing the nation, 
then, friends and neighbors, 
Bucks County takes second 
place to no place from the 
earliest times. Let us defy the 
late Anna Pauker and look at 
our history. 

The measure of failure in 
spying during the time of the 
Red Man was a dead Indian, 
which is to say that there 
were no live failures walking 
around. However, after a 
certain amount of skulking in 
the underbrush, embarassing 
arrow hits, and a brisk stone 
club or two on the noggin 
after dark, the Iroquois sub- 
jugated the local Lenape 
tribe, who were promptly 
dubbed “The Old Women.” 

The Indian situation hav- 
ing been stabilized, the unem- 
ployed Red Scouts hired out 
to the Swedes, the Dutch, the 
English, and even the French 
who were all at one time spy- 
ing like mad on each other 
for fur-poaching and geo- 
political reasons. 

William Penn arrived and 
staked himself out a small 
place of 8,431 acres on the 
Delaware under the Propriet- 
ary Charter signed by Charles 
II. In sixteen years he spent 
only a brief time there, due 
mainly to the fact he had to 
keep an eye on a lot of other 
people. This wasn't an intel- 
ligence operation, but he did 
have his friends in the right 
places. 

It is too bad they didn't 
keep a better eye on his son 
who was pleasure bent and 
shot up a tavern or two in 
what was, to say the least, 
mixed company. After he 
stomped on the town watch, 
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records show he was repatri- 
ated by popular demand, a 
practice not unfamiliar to the 
authorities today. 

Next, John Penn, while 
having a cool tankard of 
water or two down by the 
riverside, conjured up a little 
grab facetiously known as the 
Walking Purchase. Known to 
the settlers, that is. The 
Indians are reputed to have 
had a number of other names 
for it which have no place in 
a family magazine. 

The “Purchase” involved a 
"walk" of sixty five miles in 
one day by Edward Marshall 
from Wrightstown to Mauch 
Chunk (Jim Thorpe). Which 
territory was claimed by Penn 
on the basis of a deed which is 
said never to have been 
shown. The livelier traditions 
which have survived in his- 
tories, despite a century of 
hushing, have it that the trick 
involved hidden relays of 
horses and secret, ready-cut 
trails. 

Some very earnest spying 
commenced now, and despite 
disclaimers of “political 
charges” of certain interested 
parties at the time, the chain 
of events set into motion by 
the enraging of the Indians, 
led inevitably to the horrible 
Wyoming Valley Massacre. 

Poor Marshall was one of 
the worst victims. Histories 
have it that the Indians pur- 
sued him inexorably until 
they murdered his wife and 
child. He then turned into the 
County's first authentic. Red 
Hunter and is described as 
killing Indians from unlikely 
hiding places for the rest of 
his days. He also spent con- 
siderable time dunning Penn 
and his friends for his agreed 
fee for the "Purchase." They 
are reported as never having 
paid him. 

The onset of the American 
Revolution set the very devil 
loose in the County. The Doan 
gang fought and spied for 
the King's forces in various 
forays, and delighted in hav- 
ing innkeepers dance on hot 
iron barefooted, while they 
tousled their daughters. There 
is even a story that they 
showed fine impartiality and 
took on some of the King's 
men when drunk enough. A 
Doan is credited with causing 
Washington’s defeat on Long 
Island, and later coming with- 
in an ace of destroying the 
American nation as it is 
known today. 


According to a story for- 
mally authenticated by a 
Governor of New Jersey, but 
heartily denied in Bucks 
County, this particular Doan 
slipped into Coryell’s Ferry 
(New Hope) right under the 
nose of the town's officer in 
charge of defense. You may 
have heard of this officer. His 
name was Benedict Arnold. 
From his own observations, 
and from some source, which 
it would be fascinating to 
have explained, Doan obtain- 
ed the information that 
Washington was to march on 
Trenton. Slipping through 
the sentries, he spent the 
night in a cave on the hill at 
Robinson’s Ferry (Centre 
Bridge). 

Racing to Trenton ahead of 
the ragged Continentals, he 
tried to see Colonel Rall, the 
German mercenaries’ com- 
mander. No one has ever been 
too specific about what Rall 
was doing Christmas night. 
One tale is that he had taken 
too much punch, another is 
that he was in close confer- 
ence with the Postmaster’s 
wife. She was spying for the 
Americans, of course! 

Frustrated, Doan had a 
note delivered to Rall he 
never opened. It is supposed 
to have been found in his 
weskit pocket after he died. 
The text? “Таке care Wash- 
ington is a’comin on you 
down the river." If the Gover- 
nor was correct, and the 
County  hush-hush circuit 
covering up as usual, this was 
a supreme moment in the na- 
tion's history, where only an 
almost providential interpo- 
sition. could have saved the 
night. 

"Meanwhile, Washington had 
HIS spy Honeyman out, and 
found out it was a good hour 
to move on Trenton. Honey- 
man was a problem. His 
countrymen patriots kept 
wanting to hang him because 
they thought he was a British 
spy. It was sometime after 
the War before he and Wash- 
ington could get this straight- 
ened out. 

Alger Hiss, the man most 
likely to succeed Benedict 
Arnold, strode along the same 
streets of New Hope 160 
years later, in the midst of his 
underground activities. Of 
this, more later in this series. 

Histories show that the 
Solebury, militia company 
voted not to turn out before

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On any summer day (but 
never on Sunday!) cars are 
parked around antique-selling 
spots in Bucks County like bees 
around nectar. And not only in 
summer but in spring and fall, 
and on mellow days in winter, 
you'll find swarms of young 
and old buying anything from 
a pressed glass pitcher to a 
Pembroke table. 

For many people Bucks 
County is synonymous with an- 
tiques. On the by-ways as well 
as on the highways you'll find 
them. You'll find them on 
porches, in yards, in barns, in 
Victorian homes, in colonial 
houses, and in old mansions. 
You'll find them in the middle 
of, in back of, below, or 
perhaps discreetly out of sight 
of, any sign on which the single 
word “Antiques” is painted. 

What is this thing which is 
so easily called an antique and

in Bucks County? It might be 
said that an antique, like beau- 
ty, is in the eye of the beholder. 
Some collectors like their an- 
tiques legally so: the Govern- 
ment says that articles manu- 
factured prior to 1830 are an- 
tiques and may enter the United 
States tariff free. (If President 
Kennedy has his way with 
abolishing tariffs, even that 
landmark of antiquity may be 
dissolved.) Some like Centen- 
nials as those of the Civil War 
period are now called. Some 
like anything that is found by 
rummaging around in a dis- 
hevelled collection. 

It's safe to say that Bucks 
County itself supplies very few 
of the antiques sold in its shops. 
And why doesn't it? There are 
plenty of auctions, you'll say. 
That's true, but it takes a canny 
buyer to know the real from the 
valueless, as many auctions are 
padded with wares from dealers 


who are unable to rid them- 
selves of their products in any 
other way. 

Of course there are still old 
houses in the county which are 
filled with authentic furniture 
and sometimes whole house- 
holds are put on sale at auctions 
so that those who know what 
they're after can find articles of 
real worth. 

And there are attics in homes 
and lofts in barns with genera- 
tions of furniture stored in 
them. Many of these are now 
being contacted by "runners" 
who scout out these antiques. 

Well it is, too, that this is the 
practice today, as many a pre- 
cious piece of good craftsman- 
ship from the past has been un- 
wittingly destroyed. A Bucks 
County resident of many years 
said that he and his family 
moved up here from German- 
town when he was ten years 
old. Whenever his father would 
go into town with a truckful of 
produce from the farm, he 
would return loaded with furni- 
ture and items which his aunts 
and uncles wanted to store. 
They were sentimentally at- 
tached to them as their great- 
grandparents had brought them 
over from England, but they 
themselves wanted the newer, 
more up-to-date pieces in their 
homes. Some years ago this 
resident, now the owner of his 
father's farm, decided to clean 
out his barn and burned all the 
picture frames. In view of to- 
day's prices he says that he 
probably burned up a fortune. 


It's said that in New Hope 
years ago people used to wel- 
come floods on the Delaware 
River because it gave them an 
opportunity to open their attic 
windows and rid themselves of 
all their old furniture that they 
didn't know how to dispose of 
in any other way. 

One person changed that. In 
1935 the first antique shop was 
opened in Buckingham because 
it was the depression, because 
a woman had two children 
whom she wanted to see edu- 
cated, and because this woman 
loved antiques. She used to go 
to auctions when no one who 
was anyone went to auctions. 
What she carried away was 
"junk", even in the eyes of the 
auctioneers. When her home 
became filled with a surplus of 
antiques, she took the store 
across the street from her home 
and stocked it with the over- 
flow. | Out-of-county visitors 
came in to pay good money for 
these antiques she loved. 

However, local people still 
considered her the “woman 
who bought old junk," and she 
had no trouble finding attics 
brimmed full of treasures, as 
every one was seeking her to 
get rid of useless old articles. 
Once she found a magnificent 
old maple canopy bed pushed 
away under the eaves in an 
attic. The owner didn't think 
she'd want it because it was 
wood and a “‘bed-bug breeder.” 
On another occasion in an old 
home she found a quantity of 
pewter vases, jugs and plates, 
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all polished to a soft glow, in 
the old way, with ashes from 
the fireplace. The woman who 
sold her this beautiful ware 
said with a shrug, “Well, may- 
be you can melt them down to 
make bullets.” 

Once this first shop was 
launched others followed, one 
by one. 

Not long after her neighbor 
had opened up shop, Edna 
Wehmeyer found herself in the 
antique business in the 200- 
year-old General Greene Inn 
which her parents owned. One 
day a couple stopped for 
lunch and asked Mrs. Weh- 
meyer if she had ever seen any 
glass mugs with monkeys on 
them. They told her that if 
she ever did see any, they’d pay 
her a dollar a piece for them. 
In those days a dollar was a 
dollar and she began looking. 

The first auction she attend- 
ed yielded nothing. She arrived 
late, stood at the back of the 
crowd and the auctioneer didn’t 
hear her when she bid for a 
piece of glassware. 

* You'll have to holler louder 
than that,” a bystander told 


her, “if you ever want to get. 


anything at an auction.” 

The next time she went she 
got right up under the auction- 
eer’s stand and decided upon a 
set of dishes with the initial 
“W” on them and the price 
she’d pay for them. 

“Twelve dollars!” she called 
out. 

“Fifteen!” the 
said. 

"Twelve!" Mrs. Wehmeyer 
repeated loudly. 

This dialogue continued un- 
til the auctioneer stopped and 
said, “Young lady, I have to go 
forwards. I can't go back- 
wards!" 

It was a long time after that 
before she would venture back 
to an auction, but back she did 
go and became a veteran, 
though she doesn’t go any 
more. 

She never did find a glass 
with a monkey on it, but she 
lid set up her antique shop ad- 
joining the Inn and carried a 
full range of antique items. 
During the war she sold furni- 
‘ure of all kinds to B. Altman 
and Company in New York,

taking up two truckfuls a week. 


Where does she get her an- 
tiques today? 

This fall she made her first 
trip to Europe to buy for her 
shop. She visited the Flea 
Market in Paris and brought 
back among other things a delft 
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piece of porcelain showing a 
mother with her child, some 
copper bed warmers, and the 
only occupational shaving mug 
in the Market, which shows a 
sawmill operator at his mill and 
which was suddenly much in 
demand after Mrs. Wehmeyer 
had purchased it. She also 
bought a life-sized pair of 
matched iron cows' heads, a 
very unusual find. 


In England she visited sev- 
eral markets where the dealers 
display their merchandise on 
tables, like an antique show. 
Here she bought some old 
tables, a copper lustre pink- 
school design jug, an old tav- 
ern sign with the inscription 
“Whitbread 1742” over a 
deer’s head on a stein, and 
many old Staffordshire pot lids, 
which collectors either frame 
for the wall, or set in little 
stands for decoration on tables. 

She buys locally, too, from 
"runners" and from private 
sources. From an old home in 
Princeton, New Jersey, she 
found a complete set for twelve 
of gold and white Parisware 
china, including a tea set and 
two cake plates. 
glassware than she has ever 
counted. One shelf alone near 
the doorway of her shop con- 
tains 120 old glass goblets in 
the familiar pressed glass pat- 
terns: Buckle, Thumb Print, 
Baby Etched, Saw Tooth, Pad- 
dle Cane, Loop and Red Palm. 

On the porch she has a col- 
lection of orange Carnival 
Glass, which one either likes 
or dislikes. Some collectors 
have over a thousand pieces. 
She has one customer, a husky 
automobile dealer who collects 
this glassware as a hobby and 
will become quite excited about 
a bowl or vase when he finds 
the right one, while his wife 
stands by indifferent. 

Up the road a ways you'll 
find Katy Houghton's shop in 
the Buckingham Professional 
Building. She says she goes to 
Europe for some of her an- 
tiques. On her last trip she 
brought back a William and 
Mary walnut low buoy, circa 
1680, and an eighteenth cen- 
tury Queen Anne card table 
with a green baize top. This 
was used for playing loo and 
at each corner there are pockets 
for the carved ivory chips and 
disc-shaped  indentations for 
holding candlesticks. 

From New Jersey she has 
acquired a large handsome wal- 
nut cupboard with butterfly 
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Charles Nash Antique Shop in Hartsville is one of the 
well known county dealers. This interesting wrought iron 
gate, colorfully painted, is an attraction in itself. As the 
sign in the background says, “Closed Sundays”, due to 
the state blue laws. 


There are many types of antique shops in the county, 
from the very elxcusive to the style pictured above, where 
the customer must seek out “gems” from the conglomora- 
tion of “stuff”. 


Even on back roads, the traveler never escapes the 
Antique Shop. They are everywhere in Bucks County, and. 


so much fun to search out, looking for that “special 
treasure”.

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THE HOUSE OF 


DEATH

It stands gaunt and gaping 
on а Bucks County back road 
not far from Newtown. It is 
a stone house set in a frame- 
work of skeleton trees. Its 
shutters have long since been 
wrenched from their sockets, 
its face long ago mutilated 
by winds, rains and neglect. 
Beside it stands a graveyard 
where the bones of ancestors 
emerge occasionally in the 
teeth of some adventurous 
woodchuck. 

You get the chilling sensa- 
tion, when you stand some 
sunless day facing the house 

. that death lies. closer to 
you than over that cemetery 
wall. 

It does. In ghostly mem- 
ories. In suicide. In hideous 
murder. 

А man hanged himself 
there . . . a tragic lonely man 

. . a little more than a quar- 
ter of a century ago. You 
can still feel that tragedy as 
you stand looking at house, 
do you not? | 

But the pallor of death that 
hangs like a grey veil over 
the house, the trees, the old 
cemetery wall, comes from 
death more horrid than his. 
It hangs heavy over the scene 
of murder. 


A double hatchet murder of 
two old people who lay sleep- 
ing peacefully in their bed 
one night long ago. It was a 
September night in 1893. 
Look at the cemetery wall. Do 
you not feel you can see the 
form of a man, crouched 
under the bloodless moon of 
autumn, waiting? Do you 
see him creep past you with 
a soundless tread? 

Listen! Hear а back 
window open now? Do you 
see the dark form lighting 
a kerosene lamp in the old 
kitchen? Now look! He takes 
a hatchet from the outer 
kitchen. Then slowly the 
lamplight moves through the 
front room and edges on 
through into the black- 
ness of the bedroom 
of Samuel and Lena 
Rightly. You can hear their 
heavy breathing for they are 


farm folk and elderly 
they sleep the deep sleep of 
two thoroughly tired people. 
You see the arm of the in- 
truder raise . . . then swing 
down...again and again. No 
cries, No sound. You never 
realized before how swift and 
terrible the most brutal of 
murder can be. 
Now the lamp is placed bet- 


ween the still forms on the 
bed. The light flickers fran- 
tically. In a moment a form 
dashes past you. A tiny piece 
of something black drops by 
the graveyard wall. It is near 
dawn now. You watch the 
man run like a stalked deer 
down the road and out of 
sight. 

You feel rooted to the spot 
with horror, don't you? 

But you must move over a 
moment out of the walk-way. 

A neighbor of the Rightlys 
is coming. She's Mrs. Anna 
Stattler and she's bringing 
some warm milk for her eld- 
erly neighbors. An old custom 
of hers. It's seven o'clock in 
the morning now. A quiet cool 
Sunday morning. She doesn't 
see yet, what you do. The bed 
of the Rightlys is on fire... 
The bodies half-burned. What 
will poor Mrs. Stattler think ? 
What will the poor woman 
do when she sees the horrible 
scene in the bedroom? 

In a moment you know. 
Mrs. Stattler comes running 
out, shreiking for help as she 
fills a bucket with water from 
the well. Her son, Harry 
comes running. The fire alarm 
is sounded. 

Within a remarkably short 


time, the roadway is filled 
with firemen, neighbors . . . 
and of course, the local sher- 
iff. Dr. Pownall of Richboro 
arrives a little before mine 
o'clock. The traffic and con- 
fusion is so great about the 
house, he can scarcely make 
his way inside. 

Terrible fire, everybody is 
saying. How ever did it get 
started. Poor Rightlys. What 
a terrible way to go... in 
a fire. The doctor stands at 
the foot of the bed. The floor- 
ing is too badly burned for 
him to venture any closer. He 
pronounces accidental death 
by fire and departs. 

But the sheriff is not so 
touchy. He edges carefully 
toward the head of the bed. 
Sam Rightly's face is not 
burned. It has been brutally 
smashed by an instrument. 

An hour later the doctor is 
back. Close examination this 
time. Murder! By a hatchet! 

The crowds this time are 
beyond control. Newsmen, 
neighbors, Newtown officials. 
The sheriff gives up trying 
to keep them away. The pres- 
sure is so great, he has only 
one choice to keep the doors 
from caving in. He opens the 
back door and the front door 
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and lets the morbid curiosity 
of the throngs attain fulfill- 
ment. In a steady stream they 
file in one door, past the bed- 
room and out the other door. 

As you face the cold mask 
of a house, you are wonder- 
ing what happened in the 
course of events that followed 
the gruesome Rightly murder. 
\Vas the murderer found? 

He was. 

Evidence was piled up by 
District Attorney Applebach. 
All circumstantial evidence. 
But it did fine for him. He 
was convinced. There was no 
doubt in his mind it was 
Wallace Burt, the Half-Breed 
Cherokee who'd come to these 
parts a month or so before the 
murder. He rented a room in 
the home of the Johnson 
Stewarts ...a colored couple. 
He did odd jobs around the 
neighboring farms for a liv- 
ing. He liked to drink, too, 
and had one the evening of 
the murder with the 
Rightlys nephew, Bartley, at 
some local tavern, 

There was the strong fact 
that Burt had bought a rare 
brand of tobacco at the 
tobacco shop in New- 
town that morning. It 
was the exact brand of a 
small plug found by the 
cemetery wall the morning 
after the murder by young 
Harry Stattler. Also a neigh- 
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bor testified on the stand at 
the subsequent trial in January 
of 1894 that she had over- 
heard the Indian swear he’d 
get even with old Rightly for 
underpaying him for a mow- 
ing job. 


Burt’s clothing, in the 
hands of his landlady, was 
turned in with a few spots 
of blood on them. Science 
was unable to ascertain 
whether they were stains of 
human or animal blood. 

But the trial went on furi- 
ously. Applebach presented 
his case soundly. The De- 
fense Attorney Ryan had his 
equally-sincere conviction the 
Indian was innocent. Why 
would a murderer stay in the 
area after he’d committed his 
crime? (Burt reported to) 
work the following Monday 
morning). Why would he rob 
a couple so notoriously poor? 
(Fifteen dollars had been 
stolen from under Mr. Right- 
ly’s pillow). If blood spots are 
to condemn a man who works 
around a farm who is 
safe? 

The jury filed out. The Ind- 
ian stood his ground without 
a quiver. Only an occasional 
smile played around his lips. 
The jury returned. No verdict 
reached. A hung jury. A new 
trial was set for March. 


On that March day the 
court room was filled as be- 
fore. When Wallace Burt en- 
tered this time, his whole de- 
meanor was changed. He sat 
staring at the ground, his 
head hung low. The Defense 
Attorney stepped up to the 
judges bench. “My client 
changes his plea to ‘Guilty’.” 

The entire court was spell- 
bound. 

The truth was at last out. 
Wallace Burt had confessed. 
There was no more doubt. 
The evidence had been true. 

During his stay in prison, 
Wallace had taken to religion. 
For the first time, he wanted 
to be cleansed of his sins and 
try for the forgiveness in 
heaven he’d been hearing so 
much about. “I killed the old 
couple,” he hold the sheriff 
on the way to court that 
morning. “I did it with the 
hatchet. I don’t know why 
I did it. The Evil Spirit was 
in me. I was drunk when I did 
it. I am very sorry for what I 
have done. I have been a very 
wicked man, but my heart is 
changed now and I am ready 
to die.” 

In the box, Burt sobbed as 
the judge pronounced sen- 
tence. 


“Wallace Burt, the sentence 
which the law imposes upon 
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you is that you be taken 
hence to the prison of Bucks 
County whence you came, and 
thence to the place of execu- 
tion, and that you be hanged 
by the neck until you are 
dead, and may God have 
mercy upon your soul." 

Burt sank back with a wild 
cry. 

At the moment of execu- 
tion, the. Indian was his old 
stoic self. He said hello to 
those around him he recog- 
nized. THen the black hood 
descended. Then the noose 
was fasténed, the knot under 
his left ear. 

There was a muffled crash 
through the prison corridors 
as the doors fell. A half dozen. 
physicians surrounded the 
twitching body. 

Wallace Burt paid well for 
his brutal crime. He hung in 
slow strangulation while the 
doctors watched and tested 
his pulse. It was not until 
eleven minutes after the trap: 
had been sprung, that Wallace 
Burt was pronounced dead. 

Now, as you walk away 
from the Rightly house, per- 
haps a little sun has broken 
through the clouds. 

It does occasionally 
even over the House of Death, 
standing empty by the side 
of an old road in Bucks 
County.

a family ot five—about 8 
pounds a day for each member 
of the family. 

Today, it’s by far the most 
frequently used vegetable in 
the American diet. In one form 
or another, we managed to eat 
some 104 pounds of potatoes 
each in 1961. Consumption of 
all other vegetables for the 
period came to only 99 pounds 
each. 

How about trying some 
new potato dishes? Perhaps 
you'd like to take a few cues 
from our neighbors overseas. 
Potatoes are the mainstay of 
many European diets, and 
homemakers there have created 
any number of interesting 
special national dishes. Some 
are even internationally in use. 
One potato dish that's virtually 
a universal favorite on Europe- 
an farm supper tables is Fried 
Potatoes and Eggs. This deli- 
cious preparation is a tasty 
blend of golden browned pot- 
atoes and wholesome scrambled 
eggs. 

Put diced or sliced cooked 
potatoes in a hot buttered skil- 
let—margarine, cooking oil, 
bacon or sausage  dripp- 
ings will also do, if preferred 
instead of butter. Brown the 
potatoes, and chopped onion if 
desired, over a medium heat, 
turning frequently to obtain uni- 
form browning. Have a batch 
of eggs ready for scrambling 
and add to the browned pot- 
atoes. Scramble potatoes and 
eggs lightly with a fork or 
spatula, and cook until the eggs 
are done as desired. Serve at 
once with cooked sausage, 
bacon or sliced ham. 

Finnish fishermen put the 
mark of their trade on many of 
their potato dishes, in- 
cluding a delectable Escalloped 
Potatoes and Salmon casserole.

Washington’s Crossing. They 
also show a large number of 
loyalty trials, including con- 
victions for treason of the 
man-and-wife ferry keepers 
at Lumberton, and that of the 
head of a family with a very 
well known name today. 

All Quakerdom was divided 
into three parts. The опе- 
third who supported the 
American cause were tendered 
a glowing tribute by Thomas 
Paine, who at the same time 
asked “Heaven preserve me 
against a political Quaker." 
The one-third who supported 
King George openly did so 
mainly on protocol, as the 


thin ranks of the patriots 
were regarded as “rag-tag. 
bobtail" — the beatniks of 


their time. The middle third 
did business cheerfully with 
both sides, but preferred the 
ringing change of gold from 
King George’s men against 
the shinplasters of the Con- 
tinentals. 

Quaker doctrine of non- 
resistance was finally broken 
by Davey Jones, Chaplain to 
Anthony Wayne. Wayne had 
Jones’ tract "Defensive War 
in a Just Cause Sinless" post- 
ed to the raita-tatta-tat of the 
drum. : 

Pennsylvania itself finally 
acted next, and drummed out 
John Penn and his staff of 
forty. After the Revolution, a 
substantial number of Tories 
had their properties confiscat- 
ed, wrong side, d'ye know, 
and others cleared out, not 
being able to face the years 
ahead of having the old Con- 
tinental soldiers rub it in.

After her marriage sne and her 
husband went into the antique 
business, first in Philadelphia, 
then in Bucks County. Born 
Germaine Ardaine in Roanne, 
France, she returns every spring 


to her home and buys 
many old pieces for her 
antique shop here. This 


is made easy for her because 
her cousins are in the antique 
business themselves and have a 
selection for her to choose 
from. What she can’t find 
there, she discovers as .she 
travels through the rolling 
countryside along the Loire 
River near her home where 
many of the old chateaux still 
remain and purchases what she 
believes her customers in Amer- 
ica will want. 


Americans are not the best 
buyers of the old exquisite 
Louis XIV furniture, because 
the prices are too high. While 
the rate of exchange is 488 
francs to a dollar, the cost of 
living in France is high, and 
one cannot pick up bargains 
dollarwise. 

When you go into her shop 
in Lahaska you'll see a dainty 
Louis XV inlaid buffet, very 
old and rare; next to it, domi- 
nating the room, is a walnut 
cabinet on a chest, measuring 
six feet in height. You'll also 
see a trumeau, or mirror over 
which a picture is painted; old 
sconces for the wall; heavy 
ornamental tie-backs for cur-

The Austin Cooper is prob- 
ably the most unique car. on 
the market today, While it 
has a "sedan wagon" body 
type, it is, beyond any ques- 
tion, a "sports car." This was 
proven emphatically at Marl- 
boro Raceway in March when 
it was introduced in this coun- 
try by B.M.C. With drivers 
such as Sterling Moss and the 
Rodriquez brothers at the 
wheel, it out handled and out- 
performed what might be 
classified as true sports cars. 

The general outward ap- 
pearance of this car might be 
compared to a large roller 
skate. About three quarters 
of the size of a Volkswagon, 
it is firmly planted on four 
ten inch wheels. We will find 
later that these small wheels 
and a short wheel base team 
together for a very, useful 
purpose. 

However small it appears 
outside, once inside you find 
that you have been a victim 
of an optical illusion. Inside, 
there is room to spare. The 
front seats, which do not ap- 
pear to be buckets, are indivi- 
dual and provide plenty of 
shoulder room for driver and 
passenger. We said that the 
seats do not appear to be of 
the bucket type, but, once you 
sit down they feel as if they 
are. The back seat is of the 
bench type and allows suf- 


pants. In fact, the owner ad- 
vised us that she had recently 
taken a trip in excess of 100 
miles with three other people 
and that none of them suf- 
fered any discomfort. 

Other features inside in- 
cluded custom vinyl up- 
holstery, a full length dash 
tray, a Smiths heater, plenty 
of glass area for excellent 
visibility, and an easily read 
instrument cluster. This clus- 
ter included а speedometer, 
fuel and temperature gauges, 
oil pressure gauge, and the 
usual signal lights for gen- 
erator and high beams. We 
were disappointed that there 
was no tachometer. We were 
even more disappointed over 
this exclusion when we got 
out on the road. 

Once on the road, you are 


once again pleasantly sur- 
prised. The small wheels, 
which we described above, 


allow control beyond descrip- 
поп. The car literally turns 
on a dime at almost any 
speed. We completed one of 
the tightest circles we had 
ever experienced at a slow 
speed. Then out on the road, 
we were able to go through a 
tight corners, at 
speeds between 30 and 50 
mph, without any trouble at 
all. In addition, four wheel

As for engine performance, 
the manufacturer states that 
the car will cruise all day at 
75 mph and has a maximum 
speed of 95 mph. While we 
were unable to prove these 
claims (state laws you know), 
we have no reason to dis- 
believe them. We can say, 
however, that even with three 
people in the car (we did the 
test with the owner aboard), 
it did not give any fndication 
of being sluggish. 

As we previously stated, 
there was no tachometer and 
therefore we can not say how 
hard the engine was working. 
However, we estimated that 
we were turning about 2000 
rpm at 40 mph in fourth gear. 
This is further borne out by 
the suggested shifting speeds 
indicated on the speedometer.

and direction. Appeal hear- 
ings are held in eight cities 
in the Commonwealth. These 
people come seeking fair and 
equitable decisions on their 
appeal claims, and find instinc- 
tive sympathy for their prob- 
lems.

Little by little there are signs that the theatre is de- 
centralizing, that New York, will in the foreseeable future 
no longer be the fountain out of which all theatrical goodies 
flow. All over the United States there are signs that pro- 
fessional theatre is gaining a foothold in areas where only 
road companies had appeared in recent years. In my opinion 
this is the best thing that could happen to the theatre from 
every point of view. 

The economics of the modern theatre dictate that there 
be fewer and fewer road companies. Those same economics 
dictate that fewer plays be done because they are so ex- 
pensive and so risky. As a result, new plays are being done 
all over the country and they will eventually find their way 
into New York if they are good enough to stand up in the 
market place. By the time they get to New York, the risk 
will have been minimized.

Whereas thirty years ago there weré more than five 
hundred theatres across the country that could handle a pro- 
fessional touring company, there are now fewer than two 
hundred. So local communities are providing their own pro- 
fessional companies in increasing numbers. Years ago they 
used to be called stock companies. Today they tend to be 
called Repertory Companies, with capital letters, although 
there are also an increasing number of stock companies fil- 
ling the winter months across the country. Let's take a look. 


In Boston the Charles Playhouse runs all winter, present- 
ing plays for four to six weeks each. This winter Mineola, 
Long Island, and Milburn, New Jersev, will have profes- 
sional companies playing right up to Christmas. Winter stock 
companies already exist in Phoenix, Arizona, Miami and 
Palm Beach in Florida (and Sarasota too, come to think of 
it). There are professional theatres of a less "commercial" 
nature in San Francisco, Dallas, Houston, Cleveland, and 
Washington. In Chicago there is at least one professional 
theatre operating on a year-round basis and usually two. 
There are an endless number of small professional companies 
operating in the Los Angeles area. Only Philadelphia of the 
major cities in the land fails to have any professional theatre 
outside the regular touring and tryout shows in the winter. 
Attempts have been made there ; ali have been abortive. 


The largest concentration of professional theatre at the 
moment, oddly enough, is in Milwaukee, where there are 
three theatres operating. This is highly unusual in a city 
that used to be hard-pressed to support one company. How- 
ever, the Fred Miller is successfully presenting classic plays, 
a new "art" theatre has just opened and a season. of com. 
mercial stock has been playing successfully all winter in a 
hotel with stars heading the shows. 
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Perhaps the most familiar sight in New Hope is The Bucks 
County Playhouse, under the direction of Mike Ellis. Mike also 
is a Panorama columnist. The Playhouse has been designated 
as the State Theatre of Pennsylvania by the Legislature.

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Sheriff Israel Taylor of 
Falls Township looked up at 
the crude gallows silhouetted 
against the setting sun.

From the minaret towers of 
the radio stations, through the 
aromatic haze of the coffee, 
the bacon, and the buns, shrills 
the muezzin’s cry of the morn- 
ing newcaster: 

“Latest Russian spacecraft, 
seen clearly by an editor. . . 
for scientific research, bearing 
instruments alone . . ." WCAU, 
May 1962. 
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There is a God. 


Did a robot aboard, under 
the might wreathed and ban- 
nered seal of the USSR, 
register our  greensleeved 
County, plotting on some fatal 
grid, the final instant of réckon- 
ing? 

Closest to you all, indeed 
literally brushing your should- 
ers for three deadly decades, 
have been the spies, the Com- 
munists, the “sleepers,” your 
enemy. 

With a friendly wave of the 
hand across the abyss of time 
to our ancestors and predeces- 
sors of Old Bucks, who, how- 
ever they lived, lived color- 
fully, we take a last look at the 
County’s clandestine history. 

The  fang-drawn legends 
purveyed to our transient pil- 
grims are harmless, but they 
provide little to serve the stern 
demands on Bucks Countians 
of this inexorable century. 

Old Bucks bore the sterling 
virtues of its time as well as 
any other place.

were then held in equally low 
esteem. 

Benedict Arnold and Alex- 
ander Hamilton wrote to 
Washington and Robert Morris 
from  Coryel's Ferry (New 
Hope) in the summer of 1777. 
Curiously, that is where the 
dueling killer of Hamilton, 
Aaron Burr, was to flee. Burr 
hid in a house with a secret 
room, still standing on South 
Main Street. Surcease was 
sought in the tender ministra- 
tions of as lady for whose 
talents Burr felt the greatest 
attachment. Neither was 
stricken with grief at parting, 
to which claustrophobia may 
have contributed. Burrs in- 
trigues and conspiracies have 
been argued endlessly and 
there is no reason. to assume 
he swore off in New Hope. 

The first armed rebellion 
against the United States of 


America occurred in Bucks 
County in 1798-99. What 
almost became a second 


American Revolution, began 
as the Milford, or Fries Re- 
bellion, starting over a direct 
federal tax on houses. 

Before it was ovér, the Fries 
Rebellion had Berks, North- 
hampton, and Montgomery 
Counties aflame with armed 
insurrection, and political 


sparks were falling all over 
the young nation and its 
capitol. 

Manifested objections against 
the tax commenced in Lower 
Milford, led by Fries and 
thirty-five ringleaders from the 
four counties. John Fries stuck 
a feather in his cap, a sword 
and pistol in his belt. Declaring 
he would be the first to fall, he 
raised and led 700 mounted 
irregulars without further ado. 


Ranging in troops of 50 to 
60, the rebel Bucks Countians 
struck from Bethlehem to 
Quakertown, to Chestnut Hill, 
skirmishing with marshals, res- 
cuing prisoners, and thorough- 
ly terrifying assessors. 

When offered the choice of 
a beating, riding on a rail, be- 
ing tethered in an old stable 
and fed on rotten corn, or 
worse, the assessors took the 
option of resigning on the spot, 
with tolerable enthusiasm. 

It is to the credit of John 
Fries that he managed to bring 
the whole Rebellion off with- 
out killing a soul. How it was 
done, no one quite knew, 
probably least of all John 
Fries. The crisis came when 
he commenced drilling his 
commands with  fifes and 
drums, preparing for a deadly 
War. 

The resultant thumping and 
tweedling, punctuated by stray 
shots from highly excited 
Pennsylvania Germans flourish- 
ing fowling pieces stuffed to 
the muzzles with broken glass 
and old nails, finally penetrated 
the consciousness of the na- 
tional government. 

That August collection of | 
bodies had been lounging 
around in a sort of 13-star 
reverie, considering such sov- 
ereign remedies as, say, more 
taxes. Or shall we create a 
title or two, a king, perhaps? 

The fervent Germanic ren- 


ditions of Yonker Dudel 
Twanter impinged upon these 
dreams, and the President 


ordered out 12,000 troops and 
militia to at least restore 
silence, if not order. 

There was much milling 
about of militia and Fries’ 
emulators of the Soldier King, 
marked by an ardent desire on 
both sides not to come to close 
quarters. By an oversight of 
Wotan, an excited cavalryman 
accidentally loosed his piece, 
and the pistol ball went sailing 
through the hat of “а Dutch 
boy,” who was just one of the 
curious spectators. This awe- 
some event with all its impli- 
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cations was too much for 
Fries’ forces. They broke, and 
vanished towards the distant 
hills in clouds 
dust, with John well in the van. 

Fries dashed madly into a 
swamp, and took up an ad- 
vanced post behind the farthest 
tree he could find. Shaking 
with courage, he peeked at the 
landscape. The cloud of dust 
he could see coming, resolved 
itself into his faithful dog, 
Whiskey, merrily leading pur- 
suing cavalrymen to his master. 
They say that when John Fries 
was taken, he merely looked at 
Whiskey, and shook his head. 

John Fries was tried twice 
for treason, and sentenced to 
hang. Thirty-odd of his stal- 
warts were likewise convicted, 
but received light sentences. 

The ending was happy in 
the grand Old County style. 
Higher-ups in the Federal 
government were deeply impli- 
cated, including, it is said, 
President John Adams. 

In a fix of this sort, un- 
doubtedly John's up-country- 
men conjured the old, unseen 
friend, after all, for when it 
comes to  politicken, the 
Deitsch know which side to 
milk a cow on, you bet you. 

Adams pardoned Fries, and 
he returned home to Old 
Bucks, whefe he was hence- 
forth regarded as a national 
hero by his old companions, 
but just possibly as something 
of a “character,” in other 
quarters. 

We leave John Fries, strid- 
ing into the sunset along some 
dusty County road, off to cry 
his next vendue, whistling 
Younker Dudel. Happily trot- 
ting at his heels is Whiskey, 
with whom he was re-united, 
and who may be reminiscing 
in the cheery reaches of his 
canine mind of the day he 
played the great game with his 
master. . . Sweet land of 
liberty... ! 


of ocherous. 
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During the War of 1812, 
we find the County divided 
again, but not nearly so seri- 
ously as before. Two great 
Generals were produced, Ze- 
bulon Pike, of Pike's Peak, 
who was killed in Canada in 
1813, and Jacob Brown, the 
great Quaker General, of 
whom many of his countrymen 
were rightfully proud. Two 
surviving Doans were still at 
it, fighting the Americans from 
Canada. 

The Underground Railroad 
operated in the County prior 
to the Civil War, liberating 
ninety slaves per month 
through the Newtown way- 
station alone. New Jersey was 
officially a slave state and 
slaves were held there. The 
editor of the Hunterdon Demo- 
crat was tried for treason, and 
the secret Knights of the Gold- 
en Circle, southern-sympathiz- 
ing lodge, had members on 
both sides of the river. There 
was dissidence between the 
Union soldiers who had to do 
the fighting, and the Abolition- 
ists who didn't, or wouldn't, 
and some radicals even pro- 
posed the destruction of the 
Constitutional government, if 
necessary to prosecute the war 
with the South to the bitter 
end. The County's war record 
was brilliant, and the G.A.R. 
ran the County for years on 
the strength of it. 

Until the Great Depression 
of the 1930's all was relatively 
quiet. 

Then the Hammer and 
Sickle crowd moved in, and are 
still here. 

Ella Reeve Bloor (Omholt), 
now deceased, opened April 
Farm, near Spinnerstown, and 
this became the official Com- 
munist school for training in 
street fighting, revolutionary 
agitation, early “peace” meet- 
ings, and general hell-raising. 

An amusing story is told of 
a refugee from Hitler who had 


moved nearby, seeking abso- 
lute peace for his shattered 
nerves. Night after night, he 
was awakened by somewhat 
familiar singing, and shouting 
of slogans. He couldn't believe 
his ears. “Mein Gott!" he told 
a friend, "Those people are 
marching up and down all 
night singing the Red Horst 
Wessel song!” Nothing could 
be done under U. S. laws, and 
the gentleman who had gone 
from the frying pan into the 
fire sold out, and moved away 
in disgust. 

Harold Ware,  birthright 
Communist, was a foster son 
of Ella Bloor, who became the 
"spiritual Mother" of the Com- 
munist Party. He headed the 
Ware Cell, parent spy apparatus 
to penetrate the federal govern- 
ment, and loved agriculture, 
Soviet style. All of which made 
“Mother” Bloor very happy 
when he visited her. 

Whittaker Chambers, Com- 
munist, moved to Glen Gard- 
ner, Hunterdon County, in 
1932. After becoming a Red 
spy courier, he moved to 
Smithtown, Bucks County, on 
the river in 1935. There he 
was joined by Priscilla Hiss, 
and Maxim Lieber, Red under- 
ground agent, otherwise known 
as "Paul." Alger Hiss joined 
them there. 

In late 1935, Lieber bought 
a hundred acre farm near 
Ferndale, and in 1936, Cham- 
bers and family joined him. 
Alger and Priscilla Hiss went 
house hunting, and met the 
Chambers family by prear- 
rangement in New Hope. In 
the book “Witness,” Chambers 
tells how Tom and Mary Mar- 
shall innocently had had a real 
estate agent make a quick 
rental for them, and it was not 
until 1948, when the Hiss case 
broke, that they realized the 
Soviet underground had oper- 
ated from the stone house at 
the foot of their apple orchards 
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near New Hope. 

What grand design, or what 
inscrutable Destiny brought 
Alger Hiss’ shadow across the 
very house, the thresholds 
Benedict Arnold must have 
crossed. Did a chuckling boot- 
ed shade in tricorne hat stand 
at Alger’s shoulder, knowing 
full well the lessons he was to 
learn. 

Indeed, our beloved County, 
wrought the “invisible part” of 
Chambers’ break with Com- 
munism due to “that simple, 
beautiful, and tranquil haven 

. and the warm neighborli- 
ness of the Marsnalls," “а 
subtle chemistry began its 
work. . . .” Which was in the 
end to bring spies by the dozen 
crashing down about the Com- 
munists’ ears, and play its 
supramundane part in saving 
the United States before it was 
too late. 

J. Peters, the classic spy 
chief with a dozen aliases, 
chief of the Red underground 
in the United States, and 
author of the “Peters Manual,” 
not only supervised the spy 
rings of Hiss, Harry Dexter 
White, Lauchlin Currie, et al, 
but also was a grand rounder 
on the County Vodka Canal: 
the Red Front Cocktail Belt. 
He was reported at many 
places. In Carversville; near 
Dublin; at Riegelsville when 
the Hiss case broke in 1948. 
From whence he had been at- 
tempting to arrange to have 
Chambers sent some funeral 
lilies as a hint against testifying. 

Allowed to leave the country 
in 1949, by an agreement of 
the Immigration Department 
with his attorneys, Peters was 
a “nice fat little man with nice 
fat little hands,” 5 feet 4 inches 
tall who had dark hair, loved 
good food, a good drink, 
mystery stories, and was some- 
thing of an humorist. The 
famous remark which caused

bucks county -- red satellite?

Wednesday morning, No- 
vember 8, 1955 was a black 
day for the Republican Party 
in Bucks County. The “Inde- 
structable", “all powerful” 
and mighty GOP had struck 
out, after more than 50 years 
in power in Bucks County 
Government. 

Stunned and shaken, the 
GOP executive committee 
tried to pick up the pieces and 
reorganize. They needed a 
County Chairman — a man 
who could rebuild this once 
powerful organization — a 
man who could rebuild the 
confidence of the voters in the 
Republican organization. 

Name after name was sug- 
gested and voted down for 
one reason or another. Both 
factions of the party were 
stubborn. Meeting after meet- 
ing took place until gradually 
it dawned on both factions 
that they all were sincerely in- 
terested in rebuilding the par- 


ty and not controlling the or- 
ganization for the sake of 
power. 

Finally, on February 10, 
1956 the name of the mild 
mannered Register of Wills 
was suggested. He received 
the nomination, got the votes 
and the job. That man was 
Frederick E. Ziegler. 

Ziegler had taken on a big 
job — a job that would have 
deterred many a younger man, 
but not Fred. He set out on 
his task to rebuild the once 
powerful, then crumbling in 
ruins, Republican Party. 

First, what were the prob- 
lems: 

On Tuesday, November 7, 
1955, the Republican Party of 
Bucks County, with a regis- 
tration lead of 26,650 lost 
control of the Court House 
for the: first time in fifty years. 
Prior to this defeat, the Dem- 
ocratic Party had offered no 
real challenge. 
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Ced 3 iegler 


Levittown, Fairless Hills 
and other communities were 
springing up in the lower part 
of the county, and for some 
unknown reason, the former 
GOP leadership chose to ig- 
nore their presence. Every day 
brought new families with 
political beliefs — but the old 
GOP seemed to care less. Af- 
ter all, they had argued, they 
still had a commanding lead 
in registration. 

On the other hand the 
Democrats worked hard win- 
ning local elections thus cut- 
ting away at the Republican 
power. They knocked on 
doors, did favors and won the 
Governorship in 1954. This 
all helped. Yet, the GOP had 
a registration lead of 26,960 
in November of 1955 and lost. 
Fred Ziegler sifted the facts, 
reasons, excuses and came up 
with the answers. 

One, the lawyers of Bucks 
County, most of them Repub- 
lican, resented Republican 
Governor Fine’s judgeship ap- 
pointment. The Democrats 
took advantage of this resent- 
ment and put a Republican on 
their ticket for that position. 

Two, the County Chair- 
man, who was the coroner at 
that time, was involved in a 
scandal. The publicity was 
damning and a major hurt had 
been inflicted to the prestige 
and integrity of the Party. 
And all the while the Demo- 
crats continued to work. The 
Republicans were still count- 
ing registration figures and not 
working. 

When the final ballots were 
counted on the evening of 
Election Day, the Democrat 
candidate for Judge won by 
17,173 and the Coroner, who 
resigned as county chairman, 
lost by 21,128 votes. 

The other offices won by 
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the Democrats were 
county commissioners, 
clerk of Orphans Court and 
County treasurer . . . Their 
cry was “We have taken 
Bucks County! It will never 
go Republican again!" Nearly 
all agreed. All except Fred, 
Ziegler. 

There were many problems 
that faced Ziegler when he 
assumed party leadership. 
Some were simple yet there 
were others of much import- 
ance that required thought 
and decisions of great magni- 
tude. 

The greatest worry was the 
growing Democratic registra-! 
tion figures. Even to this day, 
Ziegler keeps close watch on 
these figures. They are con- 
stantly discussed and analyz- 
ed. Politics is a year-round 
job in Bucks County. 

A few of the most import- 
ant ‘new innovations’ were: 

Though the party always 
had a year-round headquart- 
ers, it never functioned for all 
that period. One activity that 
demands much attention is 
the mailing setup that pro- 
vides stencil plates for mailing 
literature to 45,000 Republi- 
can families in the county. 
Previously, this had been done 
by a private firm at great cost. 
Ziegler changed this, saving 
money and causing greater 
efficiency. 

A tull time public rela- 
tions man has been a “must” 
under Fred Ziegler. 

Statistical studies to de- 
termine weak ,areas and who 
worked and who didn’t. These 
figures, which involve only a 
few days work after each elec- 
tion, are the basis for patron- 
age, election day expenses and 
campaign funds. 

A growing emphasis on 
registration. 


Finances are always a 
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problem to any political or- 
ganization. It costs money to 
гип a campaign and a politi- 
cal party. Americans are very 
generous and will make do- 
nations to every cause that 
comes all along — good or 
bad — except it seems to their 
political party. Ziegler realiz- 
ed that to win elections he 
needed funds and greater co- 
operation of voters in finan- 
cial projects. He decided to 
broaden the base of financial 
participation by the GOP 
voters of the county. Attempt- 
ing to get “new blood” inter- 
ested in party affairs, he set 
up several different finance 
divisions. 

"The GOP Century Club 
was formed in 1959 and furn- 
ishes the back-bone of the 
Party funds. Each member 
contributes $100.00 yearly. 
Immediately after the Prim- 
ary elections members are 
billed on the basis of their last 
contribution. The Executive 
Board works year round to 
bring in new members. 

Another finance committee 

takes care of the contributions 
of from one dollar up to one 
hundred dollars. 
These activities, instituted by 
Ziegler, have met with great 
success and have gone far to- 
wards keeping Bucks County 
in the Republican column. 

These were a few of the 
innovations initiated by Zieg- 
ler after assuming the “non 
salaried” County Chairman 
post. There were many others. 

To give some idea of the 
successful way Fred Ziegler 
has conducted the affairs of 
the Republican Party іп 
Bucks, is to cite a few figures. 
In 1955, with a registration 
lead of 26,650, the Republi- 
can candidate for Coroner lost 
by 21,128. 

In 1956, Ziegler's first elec-

The locusts are coming. . . . 
millions of them . . . any day 
now. 

You'll see them on trees, 
bushes, blades of grass . 
even on telegraph poles. 
They're not fussy. All they 
want is something wooden; 
something upright. And 
they’re in a hurry to get there 
because this is mating time. 

And they've been waiting 
17 years for it! 

Yes, this is the year for the 
17-year locust, just about the 
most remarkable of all in- 
sects. The snoozey fellow has 
come to Bucks County (and: 
Philadelphia and the other 
surrounding counties) only 
twice before since his mem- 
orable visit in 1894! That 
makes him a pretty scarce 
creature. He wasn't any more 
welcome then, either, than he 
is today. 

The scientists of 1894 knew 
just as much about him as we 
do today. Professor Smith, a 
prominent entomologist, had 
a revealing interview that 
took the spotlight on the 
front page of the Newtown 
Enterprise. People were just 


as worried then about the 
"plague" as we are now. 


Actually, as Professor 
Smith brought out . . . and 
the scientists of today . . . the 


17-year locust is actually not 
a locust at all. He's in the 
grasshopper family. And he's 
not a destructive plague, 
ejther. That was the opinion 
of the early colonists when 
they saw the insects suddenly 
one spring for the first time. 
They figured they were being 
visited by a punishing plague, 
such as that described in the 
Bible in ancient Egypt. Ac- 
tually, the 17-year locust is 
called the “periodical cicada.” 
He comes out of the ground 
every 17 years in order to 
mate. The cicada hurries to 
the nearest tree or bush, 
settles down and gradually 
splits its skin down the mid-

dle, so that by the end of a 
few hours, it has sprouted 
wings and is fully mature. 
The male has a sound-produc- 
ing apparatus on the sides of 
his abdomen. All day long he 
sounds his drums in a mating 
call. 

But don't be too alarmed. 
By night he stops. 

The female, after mating, 
uses her own peculiar appa- 
ratus at the end of her ab- 
doman...a curved Майе... 
with which she saws little 
slits longitudinally into the 
plant tissues. In each of these 
slits, she deposits, neatly 
packed, a double row of eggs. 

Once this deed is accomp- 
lished, both adult cicadas die. 

The eggs hatch in six or 
seven weeks. The young then 
fall off the twigs and im- 
mediately dig into the ground 


for a new 17-year cycle. 

We are told today, not t 
be too alarmed at the comin 
of the locust hordes. The 
will not eat away leaves, not 
strip the trees, as one pictures 
the result. But according to 
the visit they made in 1894 
to Bucks, they do create some 
havoc. The cutting of slits in 
the tree limbs, causes the 
wood from that part to die. 
After their month or so stay 
(they’re usually gone by end 
of June) the branches of trees 
where they have been begin 
to wither and die. By the fall 
storms, the countryside is full 
of broken-off dead branches. 

Neverthless, they're com- 
paratively harmless. And we 
can be glad we know they're 
not a visiting plague, nor a 
symbol of war .. . supersti- 
tions of the past. 

They're just one more thing 
to keep you busy Saturday 
morning in the yard, trying 
to scrape off with a stick into 
a waiting can of kerosene.

Believe it or not, but it’s getting to be New Hope Auto 
Show time again! Actually, although the show does not take 
place until the end of August, all of the detail work is already 
completed. That’s right, the only thing remaining to be done now 
are the processing of the entries and the actual physical set-up 
of the show grounds. 

The reason for this is a story within itself that began in 
September of 1961, just a few short weeks after last years show, 
at a time when all of the problems of planning an undertaking 
of this magnitude was still fresh in the minds of the organizers. 
Just to give you an idea of what goes on behind the scenes, 1711 
give you a brief outline of what was done at this meeting and 
what has been going on since. 


As I said, the meeting was called last September and in- 
cluded all of the committee chairmen for 1961. They all sub- 
mitted detailed reports of their particular phase of the show 
and offered suggested improvements for the future. These 
reports were discussed fully and made a part of the record 
for future reference. The directors of the 1962 show were 
chosen, and the meeting was over. 

During the closing months of the year, the directors must 
contact and appoint the chairmen that will work with them the 
following year. They naturally attempt to surround themselves 
with as many experienced people as they can. This is not always 
possible, and it usually takes a full three months to develop this 
staff. А 

By January the staff is set and the First organizational 
meeting is held. Now it is time to start laying the plans for the 
new show. What events will be held? What changes should 
take place in the Format? Should the dates of the show be 
changed? Should this be added? Should that be dropped? 
Literally, hundreds of questions to answer. One by one they 
are discussed and then a solution decided upon. 

Now the chairmen go home and begin working. Letters are 
written, people contacted and clubs approached, all in an effort 
to improve and enlarge. Finally, by March, the directors con- 
tact the chairmen and find that a show is beginning to form. 
There is going to be a regional meet in this class, a National 
meet in another, a sectional meet in still another. Things are 
really moving fast now and little problems are beginning to 
arise. 

The brochure will have to be rewritten, a printer must be 
found, a new entry blank planned to cover all the new classes. 
What can be done to entertain the entrants on Saturday night? 
If this is done, what will it involve? Can enough accommoda- 
tions be found in the New Hope area for tne many people 
who will want to spend the weekend? Can more workers be 
found to complete the new Jobs that are being formed daily? 
At this point, the directors begin to get grey hairs. 

April, May, and the warm weather begins, a sign that 
the show is only a few short months away. Things really get 
frantic now. A complete publicity program is launched. A mail- 
ing list is readied and envelopes are stuffed. More letters are 
written and pictures taken. A dinner-dance is planned, meet- 
ings are held. A last minute change here, and another there. 
Dash plaques are ordered. Trophy bids are taken. Can some-

Reminisces

THE CANVAS CHURCH AND PORTABLE PULPIT 


When wedding bells are about 
to ring out, make sure your 
bride-to-be has a beautiful en- 
gagement ring. We have been 
pleasing brides with engage- 
ment rings for years, Stop and 
see us—soon! 


One hundred and four years ago a traveling preacher 
arrived in Quakertown with an invention of his called the 
"Portable Pulpit,’ a contraption so constructed that he could 
fold it up and carry it under his arm. The evangelist was 
one Rev. Edwin M. Long, of Norristown, who preached out- 
doors from the coal regions to Philadelphia. 

A forerunner of Billy Graham and the late Billy Sunday 
in this field, Long made quite a hit in the City of Brotherly 
Love in May of 1858 where he had erected a large tent along 
Broad Street above Spruce. After conducting a successful 
campaign there he brought his portable pulpit and big tent to 
Quakertown, pitching it on a lot on West Broad Street, now 
occupied by the Quakertown Methodist Church. 

People here were said to have given Long and his party a 
cool reception and dubbed the tent the “Canvas Church". A 
form of picketing was organized by those who did not relish 
the intrusion of an itinerant preacher and when the opening 
service was held there were great crowds on the outside, 
but only a handful of people on the inside. Despite some 
heckling, and threats, no violence occurred, and as the meet- 
ings continued the bitterness wore off and large audiences began 
assembling, sometimes numbering into the thousands. Records 
have it that “Мапу conversions were made and an entire change 
came over the community." 

On October 9, 1858, Rev. Long announced that he was 
taking his tent to Greenville, but so great was the interest in 
evangelism that friends, representing six different denomina- 
tions, decided to erect a wooden structure, in the shape of a 
cross, with a seating capacity of 1,000. Inside this building 
the Big Tent was again pitched so as to retain the 
original atmosphere, and services continued throughout the 
Winter. 

After the departure of Rev. Long, the property, which had 
been purchased by friends in the community, was retained as a 
meeting place and it was here that a Union Sunday School was 
established. On January 1 , 1859, under the leadership of the 
Rev. Dr. A. R. Horne, an Evangelical Lutheran congregation 
was organized. Not satisfied with the wooden cross structure, 
the congregation decided to erect a brick building, work on

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All eyes in the theatre are focusing little by little on 
Minneapolis, where the formidable and justly famous Tyrone 
Guthrie will open his new repertory theatre a year from now. 
Minneapolis fought to get the theatre, which is now being 
built, and Guthrie's presence lends great prestige to what 
promises to be an exciting addition to the community. 

In addition, there are local professional road companies 
out almost all the time in many states. Virginia has the 
Barter Theatre, New York now has the Phoenix Theatre 
touring, Ohio has the Cleveland Playhouse company on tour 
and at least four other states have similar touring companies. 
Pennsylvania hopes to join this group when the Bucks 
County Playhouse, the State Theatre of Pennsylvania, sends 
out its first two winter companies in 1963-'64.

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such snickering among the 
intellectual Marxists with 
money, “Bucks County is our 
Satellite State in America,” is 
credited to him. The Ware cell 
alone, which was under his 
thumb, had some 75 Com- 
munists in it most of whom 
were spies in government, and 
some of whom were sub- 
Cabinet rank. 

Another member of the spy 
apparatus not unknown to the 
County was Max Bedacht, who 
had a farm in New Jersey and 
didn't let the river stop him 
from visiting his apparatchik 
pals. 

A Russian Secret Police spy 
was Hanns Eisler, brother of 
the notorious Gerhart Eisler. 
Richard Stripling, chief investi- 
gator of the House Committee 
which broke the Hiss case, re- 
lates in his book how Eisler 
and his wife, while fleeing from 
Federal agents “hid out in the 
fashionable reaches of Bucks 
County.” 

Gerhart Eisler, another out- 
standing spy chief, was at one 
time married to Hede Eisler 
(Massing) who was an espio- 
nage courier linked to Far 
East, European, and American 
spy rings. Gerhart was also 
welcome in these parts. Mrs. 
Massing, who had an ор- 
portunity to see a Russian 
purge at close quarters, settled 
in Haycock Township, and 
later moved near Quakertown. 
In "This Deception.” Mrs. 
Massing writes acidly of how 
“the leftwing liberal” set of 
Bucks County were initially 
charmed that persons of such 
high Soviet connections were 
in their midst, but soon ostra- 
cized them when it became 
apparent they were no longer 
practicing Communists. Hede 
recounts how she argued Alger 
Hiss. into releasing Lawrence 
Duggan of the State Depart- 
ment to her own spy apparatus. 
When the Hiss case exploded, 
Duggan got too close to an 
open window, out of which he 
naturally fell. 

As an Asiatic spy courier, 
Mrs. Massing was able to pro- 
vide much interesting informa- 
tion, particularly on the subject 
of the Richard Sorge spy ring, 
one of the most successful in 
all recorded history. 

Sorge and his assistants 
spied for Russia against Ger- 
many and Japan in Tokyo 


Bucks County —— Red Satellite 
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during World War II. He be- 
came the confidant of General : 
Eugen Ott, German Ambassa- 
dor to Japan. For this he was 
awarded the rank of Major 
General in the Russian secret 
service. General Ott never 
dreamed that across from him 
at the breakfast table sat 
General Sorge, reporting to 
Moscow. Sorge also compro- 
mised members of the Jap- 
anese Cabinet, and had links 
with spies inside the British 
services, thus getting a com- 
plete picture of the war. It was 
from Sorge that Stalin per- 
sonally got the advance in- 
formation on the Pearl Harbor 
attack, but did not warn the 
United States. 

Sorge had a brilliant assist- 
ant named Gunther Stein, who 
left Japan  hurriedly when 
Sorge was apprehended through 
no mistake of his own. Sorge 
was reported executed by the 
Japanese, but lately, doubt has 
been cast upon this, just as in 
the case of Harry Dexter 
White, a Ware cell spy not un- 
known hereabouts. In both 
cases, absolute and ‘bonafide 
proof of death is missing. 

Gunther Stein dallied 
through China after the- sur- 
render of Japan. There, he 
joined the Agnes Smedley spy 
ring to keep his hand in. Ac- 
cording to the Senate Internal 
Security Subcommittee, he 
reached the United States 
through the good auspices of 
"someone" in the Institute of 
Pacific Relations. 

Stein settled in Solebury of 
course, and presumably await- 
ed events. They were not long 
in coming. Agnes Smedley 
came to live in Palisades, New 
York, a hop and skip away. 
Fhe re-union must have been 
tender. Later in that year of 
1949,  MacArthurs Head- 
quarters issued a famous docu- 
mentary intelligence report: 
“Smedley and Associates: 
1918-1948.” All this said was 
that Agnes was just a dear 
little old spy. 

That MacArthur again. Im- 
mediately a great outcry from 
the Communist Party, and its 
fronts. Nobody believed Mac- 
Arthur of course, “trying to 
hurt harmless old ladies.” No- 
body, that is, until Agnes 
passed away, at which time 
she bequeathed all her worldly 
goods to Mao Tse Tsung. By

eyes and raised up on his tip- 
toes. 

The room was not empty. 
The tall, well-built Swede sat 
on his bench, scooping the last 
of the porridge out of the bowl 
with his fingers. 

Taylor slumped back. 

T'would seem that' there 
was no escaping the hanging 
on the morrow. 

He walked slowly across 
the -stretch of grass, still fra- 
grant from the warm July day's 
sun. Suddenly, he heard the 
rustle of skirts. 

"Squire Taylor?" 

The sheriff swung towards 
the voice at his side. 

"Mistress Jonson . . . what 
does thou come here for at 
such an hour of darkness?" 

"Because my husband. . . 
my Derrick is good man. He 
cannot die. Will you not help 
us?" 

"Mistress," the sheriff wiped 
his brow again. “Thou know- 
est I can do nothing." He 
followed her gaze to the sha- 
dow of the  gallows. For a 
moment there was nothing but 
the sound of her weeping. 

"| think God knows his in- 
nocence, Mistress. Canst thou 
receive comfort from that?" 

He led her to the log jail. 
There was a brief reunion... 
a few muffled words and cries 
he tried desperately to close 
his ears to.

After a few moments, 
Brighta Jonson came towards 
him, weeping in her hands. At 
least, he thought, the guilt of 
taking a man’s life should not 
rest on his shoulders. 

He put an arm about Brighta 
and they walked away, without 
a word passing between them. 

The gallows stood silent 
guard over a big man who 
would not escape his fate. 

The next morning the noose 
swung Derrick Jonson into 
eternity. A substitute sheriff 
was acquired for the occasion. 
Taylor resigned. 

Only fragments on the case 
come down to us. A man was 
condemned and hanged a frail 
circumstantial evidence that 
would never bring a conviction 
today. 

As for Brighta? We know 
only that she submitted a re- 
quest to the Provincial Council 
for financial aid after her 
husband's execution. We can 
only hope some justice was 
done and that she received it. 

So ended the first murder 

. . the first hanging in Bucks 
County at a spot known after 
that time as Tyburn, after the 
famous gallows spot Tyburn, 
England . . . just outside of 
London. The rate of executions 
there reached 2,000 annually 
during the reign of Henry 
VIII! Fortunately, Bucks 
County has never reached the 
rate of even one a year.

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EDITORIAL COMMENT

Reminisces

THREE NECKS SAVED 


Gallows erected, the nooses hung, but the trap for the three 
was never sprung! 

Thus a poetic newspaperman could have written Quaker- 
town had a newspaper back in the year 1799. That was the 
year of the Fries Rebellion, also known as the “Hot Water 
War,” when some citizens objected to paying a window tax 
levied by Congress during President John Adams’ administra- 
tion. 

Leading the rebellion was John Fries, an auctioneer who 
resided ih Milford manor, between Quakertown and Sumney- 
town. Fries, a man of 50 years, and father of ten children, had 
quite a following in Bucks, Berks, Lehigh and Northampton 
Counties, and two of his co-leaders were Frederick Haney and 
John Getman, both natives of this area. 

When taxpayers refused to pay, Assessors were sent into 
the countryside to warn them that they were breaking a Federal 
law. Fries, Haney, Getman and others banded together on 
March 3, in 1799, and tried to capture three of the Federal 
agents at an inn near Trumbauersville, but they escaped by way 
of a back door and rode away. 

The next day Fries led a band of about a hundred men, 
armed with guns and clubs, into Quakertown. There two of the 
Assessors rode boldy into the rebel gang which had gathered 
in front of the Red Lion Inn, warning them that they were 
violating a Federal law. Fries and his men captured the Asses- 
sors, but later released them, telling them to get out and stay 
out. 

Wherever trouble arose, there Fries was to help things along, 
and when organized riots occurred in neighboring counties, it 
was Fries who stirred things up. The rebellion was given the 
name “Hot Water War” when women poured hot water from 
upstairs windows on the Assessors who knocked on their door 
to collect the taxes. 

Matters became so bad that a Federal Marshall in Easton 
decided to issue warrants for the arrest of the troublemakers. 
Consequently a number of them were arrested and jailed in 
Bethlehem. Hearing of this, Fries and band of 140 insurgents

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FAMOUS BUCKS COUNTY MURDER

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The evening sun dipped low 
in the sky of an August eve- 
ning in the year 1855. It pour- 
ed gold over the farm rooftops 
in Nockamixon township, 
Bucks County. 

It streamed past the house 
of Jacob and Christiana Arm- 
bruster, highlighting the curve 
of the stone well near the front 
door. 

A child was playing near the 
well. It reached one hand up 
into the shimmering dust par- 
ticles of а sunbeam апа 
laughed. 

The hand was more than 
gold from the sun. It was red 
with blood that dripped down 
the upraised hand along the 
tiny moving arm. 

The child turned, ran a few 
more steps, then stopped. He 
looked down, then stoeped and 
touched his — grandmother's 
head where she lay, stretched 
beside the well, utterly still. 

He patted her head, but 
there was no response. 

Only the soundless pouring 
of blood from the side of her 
throat 

Thus Christiana Armbruster 
parted from this earth . . . alone 
in her death struggle that took 
her from the hearthside where 
she was struck, out the front 
door and a final gasping reach 
towards the well. 

Only her grandchild follow- 
ed wonderingly at her wild 
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We would journey far to 
see a castle in an alien land. 
Yet here in Doylestown there 
stands such a story-book palace 
where even many of the neigh- 
boring people have not visited. 

Font Hill is an impressive 
memorial to one man's sense 
of the unique—and beautiful. 
The intricacies of design re- 
quired a patient and loving 
master; an imaginative and free 
mind giving vent to explora- 
tions of beauty from all over 
the world. Dr. Henry Chap- 
man Mercer was such a man. 
Font Hill, his own creation, 
was a result of his memories 
of European structures com- 
bined with scenes from old 
pictures he found pleasing. 
Wherever one turns in this 
house of many levels one is 
struck by the unusual. Oddly 
enough, and in keeping, the in- 
terior of this house was plan- 
ned before the exterior. Blocks 
were laid on a table to repre- 
sent the size and position of 
the rooms, then a model of the 
exterior was fitted around the 
blocks. The model was used 
as guide until completion. 

Requiring ten years to build 
and more than a hundred men 
to produce the labor required 
for the prodigious variety of 
work within its turret like walls, 
the house is a monument to 
Dr. Mercer's love of the un- 
usual. 

The main attraction to Font 
Hill, aside from its castle pro- 
portions, is its tiles. The whole 
house, in fact, could be con- 
sidered a museum of tiles— 
of the rarest and most beauti- 
ful kind. Set into the concrete 
walls, stairways, fireplaces, 
window-sills and floors are tiles 
of multitudinous design and 
color. One room of the five- 
story castle is of Spanish tiles 
with designs from Goya paint- 
ings. Another equally fascinat- 
ing room has an enormous tile 
stove, suggestive of Russia or 
a country of severe coldness, 
covered with Biblical scenes. 

Most of the tiles marching 
up and down the winding stairs 
were made from Dr. Mercer's 
own designs in his Moravian 
Pottery located close Бу. 
Others were brought from 
Europe and distant scenes. 
Moorish tiles vie in strange 
beauty with Persian Star and 
Chinese tiles. Delft tiles in 
their own incomparable blue 
open entrances to various 
rooms. 


Aside from the beauty of the 
remarkably cast tiles, they are 
set in such a way that there is 
a story to their pattern. The 
stories range is content from 
Bibilical events to colorful 
farm scenes followed by scenes 
of bountiful harvest time. Over 
one fireplace is pictured the dis- 
covery of the New World, 
while another has scenes and 
characters from Dickens. 

The tiles were first used in 
the vaulted ceiling of the 
library in the castle, where they 
form a delicate pattern like a 
Della Robbia Medallion. As 
friends admired and exclaimed, 
Dr. Mercer added tiles to other 
rooms and entrances, becoming 
all the more interested as he 
created, until finally each 
room was decorated extensive- 
ly in the softly glazed tiles. 

Nor did Dr. Mercer forget 
the many men who worked 
so long for him; their names 
are embedded at length over 
one of the many labyrinthic 
stairways. 

Startling also in their unique 
qualities are the myriad furnish- 
ings within the castle. There 
are desks made of mortar, 


fitted precisely with wooden 
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drawers, with the top surface e 


skillfully tiled. Here and there 
throughout the many rooms 
one finds beautifully built-in 
chests of drawers finished with 
an attractive green stain, allow- 
ing the grain to show through. 
Italian lamps, Persian trays and 
Bucks County pieces are at 
home in this fantasy house. 

One steps out of Font Hill 
with the feeling one has been 
privileged to share an individ- 
ualist’s dream. Perhaps it was 
Dr. Mercer’s desire to sur- 
round- himself with mementoes 
of all the places he loved, and 
by reproducing the scenes on 
his memorable tiles to be used 
in his castle, he could always 
feel surrounded by the beauty 
he found in the world. 

There it sits; Font Hill, pro- 
duct of one man’s dream, 
drowsing at the end of the 
arrow-like road leading under 
the leafing trees to an eventual 
curve and entrance. Its knight 
has ridden-away but the indeli- 
ble imprint of the man ге- 
mains.

"WE WILL 
BURY YOU!” 


“We will bury you!” Louis 
Adamic was buried. 

Enmeshed in the writhing 
horror of Communism here, this 
famous writer was denounced as 
a Red.Agent of Stalin by Con- 
gressmen who were derided at 
the time. He dined in triumph 
at White House, where he 
smeared Winston Churchill on 
behalf of his Red pals. He died 
the blackest of deaths, shot 
through his splintered skull, 
and roasted in the scarlet hell 
of his burning home in Holland 
Township, N. J., across the 
river from Riegelsville. 

“Torturing the Ghost of poor 
Louis Adamic . . . " is the cant 
phrase local Commie ghost 
writers furnish for their Red 
literati stooges to use to pre- 
vent a possible re-opening of 
his grisly “suicide” — which 
has a devil’s-broth of Bucks 
County angles. 

Here is news from the tomb 
for the Red ghosts. The Louis 
Adamic case is not closed, 
witness the statement of Hunter- 
don County Prosecutor Clyde 
Jefferson: “Cases like this are 
never closed.” 

In his ghastly terror-ridden 
flight from the ravening beast 
of self-devouring Communism, 
Louis Adamic fled to Point 
Pleasant, Bucks County for 
help in August 1951, a few 
days before he died. 

Here, in the very doored- 
fireplace room of the old 
Revolutionary farmhouse where 
the gentle and distinguished 
writer James Michener a few 
weeks ago told his fellow 
kaffee-klatchers of his deep in- 
terest in the future of America, 
Louis Adamic pled with yet 
another famous writer, Emile 
Gauvreau, to help him — be- 


cause he was going to be 
murdered. 
Emile Gauvreau passed 


peacefully to his reward a few 
years ago, after a remarkable 
milestone-making career іп 


journalism and letters. Years 
before, he bequeathed an in- 


tellectual legacy to the reader, 
and all Bucks Countians. This 
tiny Pandora's box was to be 
opened only if the United 
States were ever imperilled. 
Dare we un-snap the latch, and 
lift the lid for a peek? 

Louis Adamic had excellent 
reason for calling upon Emile 
Gauvreau for help. At the San 
Francisco Conference which 
founded the United Nations in 
1945, "Mike" Gauvreau was 
the personal representative of 
Syngman Rhee, who aspired to 
the highest office of a Korean 
Republic, if it were founded. 

To this end, Rhee had need 
to know the secret clauses of 
the Yalta Conference between 
Roosevelt, Stalin, and Church- 
ill, which dealt with the future 
of. Korea, (among other sell- 
outs), which had been an Im- 
perial Japanese possession. Our 
State Department was of no 
assistance to him. 

Rhee turned to Gauvreau, 
in whom he placed the greatest 
trust, to procure the secret pro- 
tocols of Yalta, for which 
Americans had paid, were to 
pay, and are still paying in 
blood, tears and toil. 

Our Emile had been stand- 
ing by transfixed at the Con- 
ference capers of our old 
County acquaintance Alger 
Hiss, who was, among other 
antics, working with might and 
main to give away the Panama 
Canal to the unborn U. N. 

Gauvreau asked his friend 
Adamic for help. No trouble 
at all Emile. Faster than you 
can say “vanguard of the pro- 
letariat,” Louis was back with 
the secret Protocols. 

This was easy for Adamic, 
who was there with the Jugo- 
slav Delegation, which was at 
that juncture snoring lustily six- 
a-bed with the Russians. 
Through the good auspices of 
the Tito set, the Stalin set got 
the old Georgian tyrant to send 
the hidden clauses to Adamic 
for Gauvreau, over to Rhee. 

Thus we see that Mr. 


Adamic was far more than just 
an ordinary writer. As he stam- 
mered out his hideous fears to 
Emile at the house above Point 
Pleasant, the sable figure of 
Death leered chillingly over his 
shoulder. Red Russian pro- 
tocols delieverd to the Arch- 
Reactionary Rhee! Lenin must 
have spun in his mausoleum. 

"It is not wise," said Josef 
Stalin, "to embrace even a 
happy bear." How did Louis 
Adamic come to embrace the 
Old Man of the Steppes? 

On the 23rd of March, 
1888, Louis Adamic first en- 
countered this world, and 
thereupon let out a lusty howl 
of protest— a harbinger of 
things to come. Child among 
ten born to Anton and Ana 


Adamicz of Blato, Carniola 
(Jugoslavia), Louis saw «at 
once what life in the Balkans 
of that day meant, and came to 
America alone at the age of 
14, already a man of resolution. 

He became a man of revolu- 
tion as he learned the grim facts 
of life in lower class America 
from which he fought to arise, 
and succeeded. The picture of 
this Louis Adamic poring over 
his Slovenian-English diction- 
ary in order to become a re- 
porter, and later editor of 
Narodni Glas, is an_ inspiring 
one. & 

However, certain studies of 
the Justice Department, com- 
piled for guidance of immigra- 
tion specialists show that a 
substantial percentage of bed- 
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rock Communists and espion- 
age agents originated as eastern 
European emigres who, having 
no grounding in the philosophy 
and ethics of our western 
political struture, came here for 
greed and power's sake, deter- 
mined to crack the melting pot, 
not be melted in it. 

Thus Louis Adamic was 
oriented towards Marx, but as 
Louis Budenz, one-time editor 
of the Daily Worker testified*, 
he was not a member of the 
Communist Party, USA. Bud- 
enz had, he said been assigned 
the task of "corrupting" Ada- 
mic, and “Communist officials 
had succeeded in ‘poisoning the 
mind’ of Adamic to the point of 
carrying out some Communist 
objectives.” 

Retords of Congress show 
that he was accused of having 
the desire to become America’s 
“High Commissioner in the 
Balkans.” In the House Hear- 
ings on the American Slav Con- 
gress, a front organization, his 
participation in the Progressive 
Party campaign was noted. He 
wrote “1 believe that Americans 
аге . . . dangerous . . . to our- 
selves and the rest of the world 
. .. The world is going left, I 
believe that we should go 
along." 

Many of his works have in 
them the nasty glee of a small 
boy  industriously — scrawling 
outrageous words in very large 
letters on a Philadelphia-style 
board fence. None is more 
illustrative of this than Dinner at 
the White House, in which he 
perpetrated the dirtiest smear 
in all history upon the titular 
head of an allied empire in 
wartime: Winston Churchill. 

For this he was resoundingly 
sued by Winston Churchill, 
who won a rousing verdict of 
thousands of pounds. 

It is not difficult to deduce 
from the text of this 
horrendous compilation 
of insults heaped upon the head 


(*) Hearings of the House. 
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of the stogie-jutting, and gallant 
Prime Minister, that certain 
circles around President Ro- 
osevelt, including Mrs. Ro- 
osevelt and Wendell Wilkie, 
as well as the Stalin Reds 
around  Adamic, desired to 
destroy not only the St. George 
of the hour, but h'also the 
blooming h'Empire. 

Adamic had come to live in 
Hunterdon County in 1937, 
and from thence he journeyed 
in this 1942 invitation to dine 
with the Roosevelts. His wife, 
Stella, accompanied him, and 
the evening was eminently 
satisfactory to them. Balkan 
problems were searchingly dis- 
cussed, as well as Adamic's 
books. The thrusts were keen. 
The innuendoes among the dis- 
tinguished guests astonishing, 
and the attempts to humiliate 
the British Leader disgusting. 

The Adamics returned from 
the White House to 30th Street 
Station in Philadelphia, and 
decided to fortify themselves 
for the drive through Bucks 
County to their Amsterdam 
Road farm on the Jersey side. 

They stopped at a tiny coffee 


shop, The  Toddle House, 
where a stout pre-dawn work- 
ing Pennsylvanian  belched 


gustily before the elegantly 
clad happy couple. Stella and 
Louis dissolved in laughter. 
"From White House to Toddle 
House in one night." 

Hardly had The Dinner 
been digested when trouble 
was on the way. From 1942 to 
1945, Louis telephone was 
tapped by unknown persons. A 
Washington newspaper caption- 
ed his photograph: "Stalin 
Agent." Louis said nothing. 
During 1943-45, three mem- 
bers of the Dies Committee de- 
nounced him four times in the 
House, and Committee in- 
vestigators roved the river 
countrysides. Louis did not re- 
turn to the White House for an- 
another book. 

The Communist world went 


Left. But Adamic went Right— 
with Tito. We have some con- 
ception of the matters of which 
Louis had cognizance from the 
Point Pleasant connection 
alone. 

Shockingly, the ever-loving 
leftists of the County fled -his 
company, like the raucous, 
sable crows who flap away in 
flights upon the first rustle of 
the cornfield intruder. The 
political silence was deep and 
opressive. Louis Adamic knew 
suddenly that he had become 
the hunted, not the hunter. 

The spy rings were smash- 
ed; the Korean War came on. 
Where the Red Flag had actu- 
ally flown in the Valley, Old 
Glory began to appear. 

One night, a noise outside. 
What was that? A broken 
branch snapped. Louis clutch- 
ed the .22 cal. Mossberg rifle 
he had purchased . . . No, no, 
they wouldn't do . . . Silence 
again. Louis went back to work 
on the manuscript of The Eagle 
And The Roots, his own ex- 
posure of the primeval evil that 
walks upon the earth in politi- 
cal disguise. 

No harm came to Louis that 
night. But there were whispers 
in the underground. He stop- 
ped shaving, grew  sloppy, 
worked from dawn to midnight 
on his book. One night a 
strange car drove in and was 
away before Louis could get 
outside, Mossberg cradled in 
his arms in a prophetic posture. 

1951 wore on . . . the thick 
manuscript went to the publish- 
ers for early revision. He work- 
ed on the conclusion. Prowlers 
again on his place. He was 
beaten unmercifully by two un- 
‘known thugs who surprised 
him. NKVD bully boys? Louis 
thought so. 

Through his purgatory of 
pain, and fear, and agony over 
his failure to understand the 
nature of the beast that was 
ravaging at him, Louis Adamic, 
tough and brave man that he 
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was, somehow found the 
strength to go on with his ex- 
posure and hopes for the future 
in his book. 

He went to Gauvreau, a 
man on whom one could de- 
pend. The two old-fighters-for- 
what - they - regarded - as-right 
talked far into the blackening 


night. Emile’s hair stood up on 


his neck as unkown creatures 
rustled outside in the prehistoric 
dark, and the sable river mourn- 
ed over the riffles in ageless 
liquid despair. Gray and white 
ashes patted from the grate, a 
nightbird croaked, the fire died 
and chill of the void crept in 
through the colonial panes. 
There was not much to say. 
Louis was trapped, at bay, 
safer among his valley neigh- 
bors, at least, than in flight. He 
told Emile he feared the end 
was near, by murder most 
foul.* 

Back in his studio, Adamic 
shuddered at a  thundering 
knock on the door . . . He 
opened. Before him stood a 
man who had refused to an- 
swer before an investigating 
committee of Congress—oh 
those awful committees!— 
whether he had been a Red 
spy inside the OSS—the World 
War II equivalent of the OSI, 
which was riddled with Com- 
munists in strategic positions 
due to a Presidential pronuncia- 
mento that Communists were 
to be allowed to contribute to 
the common defense. 

This man, who later was 
questioned by the authorities 
in connection with the Adamic 
death and had an iron-clad 
alibi, raged at Louis for his 
political stand. The writer was 
terrified. They disputed and 
the man departed. 

One night a deliveryman saw 
strangers in the driveway in a 
car with a New York license, 
which hurriedly drove away on 
his approach. 

The end was near. We know 
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How many folk remember the old open trolley that used to 
take people by the thousands to Willow Grove Park in its heyday?

choking sounds in the wake of 
her blood-splashed skirts. 

How long the child had 
been playing by her side be- 
fore they were discovered by 
a daughter-in-law that evening, 
no-one knew. 

But the recounting of the 
horrible scene of blood and 
innocence convicted the miss- 
ing grandfather long before he 
was ever found. 

Jacob Armbruster had left 
his home three days before 
Christiana's body was found. 
He was a boatman on the 
canal and was frequently away 
for several days at a time. This 
was not unusual. 

But the blood stains on his 
brown coat were unusual. 

He was in a fight at the 
election in Doylestown. That 
was Jacob’s explanation for the 
blood. He was nowhere near 
his home the night of the 
crime. He was in Quakertown. 

But Jacob Armbruster 
wasn’t able to say where he 
stayed at these towns, nor able 
to produce a single witness. 

And he was up against the 
testimony of John Black, chief 
witness for the prosecution. 

"| saw a man going across 
the meadow towards Arm- 
bruster’s farm," said John. *He 
was running. 1 am not certain 
it was Jacob. It was the same 
day as the murder near sun- 
down. He had a brown coat on 

that looks like Jacob's 
coat. . .. He had on blue pants 
and a black hat." 

John Black was ten years 
old. 

Then a doctor took the 
stand. "The jugular vein was 
cut two-thirds off and the 
carotid artery was completely 
severed. It was the size of a 
large goose quill. There was 
a small hole in the gullet. The 
entrance was back of the jaw 
and the muscles of the neck 
looked as if it had been cut 
with a mason's trowel." 

On top of this gruesome re- 
counting, came the daughter- 
in-law's testimony. Her parents 
were as wild a team that ever 
ploughed a path from Germany 
to America. They drank, 
cussed and fought like two 
seamen constantly. Jacob got 
the upper hand as a rule. On 
one occasion he broke Christi- 
anas arm with a hoe. But 
Christiana scored high in a 
game of fisticuffs with Jacob 


on several instances, being a 
formidable opponent for any 
man. 

She also scored high in 
psychological warfare. 

She ran a running campaign 
of threats to poison her hus- 
band’s coffee. He was never 
sure when he could expect to 
end up writhing on the floor 
after breakfast. 

She also held the purse 
strings . and title to the 
house. Jacob had often ex- 
pressed concern that upon his 
wife’s death, the house would 
go to someone else. He swore 
he’d prevent that somehow. 

That “somehow” was 


decided the Bucks County 
court murder. Judge 
Smyser concluded the trial 


with the pronouncement “Guilty 
of murder in the first degree.” 

Jacob Armbruster protested 
vehemently all the way out of 
the courtroom, all the way 
down to his cell. He protested. 
with shrieks, outcries, and gut- 
tural denouncements upon the 
heads of relatives, neighbors 
and legal personnel. He pro- 
tested from his cell all through 
the months to follow. As he 
was marched up to the gallows 
on February 12, 1856, he 
spurted to the watching audi- 
ence “I die innocent, so help 
me God!” Then he assisted in 
the placement of the head 
shroud. 

His son ran forward to em- 
brace him, but the father was 
in no mood for such genialities. 
He brushed him aside im- 
patiently. 

Then the hangman an- 
nounced all was in readiness. 

Jacob Armbruster launched 
one final redress to his audi- 
ence . . . all in German. 

"| have been convicted by 
children! My wife was dead 
for ten days before I even 
heard about it! I returned home 
as soon as I did! I leave it to 
the whole world . . . was there 
ever a man convicted on such 
evidence as I was?" 

A few minutes later Jacob 
Armbruster dropped into 
eternity. 

The only comments were 
those of the local newspapers. 

"A hardened wretch," wrote 
one reporter, “who died with 
the blood of the partner of his 
bosom upon his soul . . . stub- 
born and brutal to the last." 

Another paper commented 
simply, “It was a terrible hang- 
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Jeweled stained glass, . ex- 
quisite wood carving, fine em- 
bossing on metal delicate em- 
broidery on cloth . . . these are 
religious arts well known and 
widely admired by the public. 

But there is one art not so 
generally known the world over 

. an art of a peasant people 

. which expresses with 
utmost simplicity the beauty of 
holiness. This art is “Fraktur- 
schriften”, a German term for 
fractured or broken writing . . . 
a Gothic style of writing in 
broken lines. “Fraktur” is а 
craft of the Pennsylvania Ger- 
mans which flourished from 
about 1750 until 1850. The 
artistic writing did not stand 
alone, but was always beauti- 
fully framed in a setting of 
colorful birds, flowers, angels 
and hearts. 


Although “Fraktur” found 
its way into Pennsylvania 
Dutch homes as a decoration 
for bare whitewashed walls in 
the form of crude allegorical 
pictures, it was chiefly used 
for religious purposes. It was 
the traditional presentation 
among the Pennsylvania Dutch 
for their -birth, baptism and 
marriage certificates. | They 
loved to use it also for the title 
pages of their song books and 
for inscriptions in their family 
Bibles. 

Some was done at home by 
the farmers themselves, who 
seemed frequently endowed 
with this talent as native to a 
Dutchman as the talent to 
farm! Most of it though, we 
have learned, was done by 
itinerant artists . . . men who 
peddled their abilities to be 
artistic. 


What is the origin of “Frak- 
tur"? Actually the colorful 
bands of red, blue, yellow birds, 
flowers and angels that flutter- 
ed through the old illumina- 
tions and certificates are of 
marked Persian influence! 
Turning the pages of the old 
hymn books one is strongly re- 
minded of Persian colligarphy 
and Indo-Persian painting! 

How is it that such a far- 
away influence shaped the taste 
of the simple wayfaring Penn- 
sylvania Dutch artists? 


Many of the Pennsylvania 
Dutch came from the Rhine 
country of Germany . . . many 
came from Moravia. 
Moravia bordered on 
Poland a country strongly 
touched by Persian art. Trade 
from the Levant went first to 
Venice, then to Verona and 
Bolsano in Italy . . . then from 
there on up the Rhine. By the 
twelfth century Persian damasks 
were being reproduced by Ger- 
man block printers in crude 
shapes and colors. By the fif- 
teenth century, Poland was pro- 
ducing silk rugs of positive Per- 
sian style. These reproductions 
. . . though crude . . . were in- 
terpretations of Persian art that 
spread throughout the area for 
centuries. They drifted through 
towns and across borders, final- 
ly making their way across the 
sea to America with the early 
German settlers. These were 
the men who gave it expression 
in the elaborately penned and 
decorated “Fraktur” pieces 
that are museum treasures 
today. 

In 1958 for the American 
Pavilion at the Brussels World

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marched into Northampton County to rescue their sympathizers. 

A crowd of about four hundred had gathered in front of 
the Sun Inn in Bethlehem when they learned that Colonel 
Nichols, the Marshal, and his 20 deputies were awaiting the 
rebel band. Fries, approaching the Colonel, demanded the re- 
lease of the prisoners, but the Marshal refused. Thereupon 
the gang began battering the bolted doors of the jail, and the 
deputies, apparently wanting to avoid bloodshed, pleaded with 
the Marshal to release the prisoners, which he finally did, and 
Fries and his triumphant “army” marched off with their res- 
cued friends. 

News of the spreading insurrections having reached Wash- 
ington, President Adams issued a proclamation on March 12 
warning all citizens against taking part in such actions, and his 
Cabinet recommended that Federal troops be sent to the trouble 
center. The War Department ordered out a thousand Militia 
from the southeastern area of Pennsyvania, and, after assemb- 
ling at Springhouse, they began their march up the Bethlehem 
Pike. At Sellersville they learned that Fries was crying a sale 
near Quakertown and troops were dispatched to take him into 
custody. 

It is alleged that Fries was auctioning off a fire shovel when 
one of his henchmen saw the soldiers approaching and warned 
him. Dropping the shovel, and jumping from the barrel on 
which he was standing, Fries ran from the sale and disappeared 
into the woods. Giving chase, the troopers followed him to 
Bunker Hill (now Rich Hill) where he was captured. Fries, 
hiding in the underbrush, might have escaped, had it not been 
that his faithful dog “Whisky” barked at one of the horsemen, 
giving Fries’ hiding place away. 

Fries was placed under arrest and taken to Philadelphia for 
trial. Their leader in jail, Haney and Getman soon gave up and 
too were taken to jail. The three were found guilty and on 
May 15 sentenced to be hanged for treason. 

The day of execution was set and the gallows ordered 
erected at “the Red Lion crossroads” in Quakertown. Three 
nooses were suspended from the gallows and everything was in 
readiness for a big day in the Quaker village, but, on the eve 
of the execution, President Adams pardoned the three and they 
were released to return to their homes. Thus the trap for the 
three was never sprung. 

Despite his rebellious nature, Fries was not such a bad 
fellow after all. Prior to the tax fracas, Fries was a member of 
the Militia and took part in putting down the “Whisky In- 
surrection” in western Pennsylvania where people refused to 
pay a whisky tax. He is also said to have led a group of neigh- 
bors against a British foraging party that had stolen cows from 
farms in this area. Following the King’s cattle thieves, Fries and 
his men caught up with them at Flourtown and rescued the 
stolen cows. 

Thus a one-time patriot turned rebel, stirred up a dickens of 
a fuss about a window tax that amounted to only about a dollar 
per house, almost had his neck stretched, made a name for 
himself in national and local history, and, because of a kindly 
dispositioned President, was pardoned and sent home, a much 
wiser and more humble man than ever before.

Amusement parks have 
come and gone, reaching their 
height during the 1930's, and 
today, only a few remain. 
Here in Bucks County one still 
exists, and is perhaps the oldest 
still in operation in Eastern 
Pennsylvania. That is Forest 
Park in Chalfont, where many 
millions of people have spent a 
day or two each summer for 
more than a century. 


Several years before the 
Civil War, a resident and 
farmer of New Britain Town- 
ship named Issac Funk, vis- 
ualized an amusement park 
in the country — something 
unheard of at that time. 


After months of planning, 
he decided to build a park — 
Pavillions and benches — in 
among the then century old 
Oak Grove that surrounded 
his home. Funk lived along 
the old Ferry Road, where the 
North Branch and Pine Run 
Creeks have their junction, 
and near the then new railroad 
passing of the Reading com- 


pany from Doylestown to 
Philadelphia. 
Today, a century later, 


many of the old Oak trees 
still stand, towering over 20th 
century amusements, and are 
living monuments of the past. 
A reminder, too, that the na- 
tive american indian lived here 
several centuries ago under 
*Penns Woods" that covered 
this state. 


Here, in this valley of trees, 
supposedly lived and died the 
great and celebrated Indian 
Chief, Tamenend, and no 
doubt he too trod through 
these same woods on one of 
his many trips. 


During the 1880's and 90's, 
Forest Park (also called 
Funk’s Park) has had a tre- 
mendous growth and popu- 
larity, and was one of the 
most famous parks in Bucks 
County. 


Some of the main attrac- 
tions then were the bowling 
alley, and the Carousel 
(merry-go-round), consider 
one of the finest in the country 
and still in operation today. 


For more than a half a 
century, it was a popular pic- 
nic grove for Sunday School 
picnics, attracting people from 
a distance of more than 30 
miles, who had to come by 
horse and buggy. 


The Fourth of July was al- 
was an exciting day there. 
Dancing all day; climaxed by 
an unusual nite, when the 
entire park after dark was 
lighted by hundreds of Jap- 
anese lanterns. The finale to 
the evening was the tradition- 
al display of fireworks. 


Baseball was played here 
quite early, during the 1880's, 
when owner Funk pioneered 
building a baseball field — 
an almost unheard of amuse- 
ments in rural Pennsylvania 
at that time.

The Grim Reaper swung his

Smoke. 

Not long after, smoke and 
fire were sighted at Adamic's 
place, and the local volunteers 
were on their way, siren moan- 
ing unearthly dirge. 

Charging up to Adamic’s 
smoke-enveloped studio, the 
rubber-coated just-wakened 
firemen shouted at the boiling 
turmoil of flame and smoke. 
No answer. They beat at the 
door. No answer. They burst 
inside the furnace-like hell, and 
dashed up the smoke-choked 
stair, eyes streaming. 

For an instant they paused 
as they saw, through the rolling 
clouds of smoke a figure slump- 
ed a little to one side on a di- 
van. A figure with a rifle across 
its lap. "Hey there... !” No 
answer. Louis Adamic had no 
more to say. Happy, Reds? 

The fire was extinguished. 
The police arrived. The dying 
flashlight beside the body was 
extinquished. Oil soot covered 
everything. Over the right ear 
of the man who went to dinner 
at the White House was a small 
hole with a contact powder 
burn. His hair was close-crop- 
ped, his cheeks sooted. The .22 
Mossberg had a discharged 
shell in its chamber. The heat 
had been so terrific that the 
body had been literally roasted. 

Then the trouble started. No 
prints on the rifle. No prints on 
the flashlight. Around him 
were scattered pages of the Last 
Manupscript. The building had 
been set afire by saturation 
with gasoline and kerosene. The 
barn had been prepared for 
burning, and the attempt ap- 
parently hastily abandoned.

There is little doubt that 


The Sunbeam Alpine was de-. 


signed for the American mar- 
ket. Its lines, both inside and 


scribed as “domestic with a 


5 -11 O O| European flair." 


The exterior is of the “еп- 
velope" design with smooth 
lines running from the front 
right through to it's winged tail- 
lights. Unlike most of their 
American counterparts, the 
winged taillights are part of the 
overall lines and not just added 
on the spur of the moment to 
increase massiveness. Both the 
trunk and hood are tapered 
and tend to give the car a qual- 
ity appearance. This is further 
exemplified by a "scoop" type 
grille and wrap around wind- 
shield. 

Unlike other sports models, 
the top of the Alpine is de- 


| finitely part of the overall de- 


sign. It fits snugly over the 
windshield and because of a 
series of flaps around the roll 
up windows, there is an abso- 
lute minimum of drafts. When 
down, the top folds neatly into 
a metal "boot" w hich becomes 
part of the interior of the car. 
Even though it is easily operat- 
ed, the manufacturer has in- 
cluded complete working in- 
structions on the inside of “the 
boot”. 

The Sunbeam’s interior is 
the ultimate in functional ac- 
cessibility. The instrument 
panel contains all the necessary 


dials and switches. Even the 
most critical of drivers will find 
that they are both easily read 
and reached. With the excep- 
tion of a generator light, there 
is nothing left to the imagina- 
tion. In fact, even the speedo- 
meter is equipped with a KPH 
index, as well as the standard 
MPH readings. 

The seats are of the firm 
bucket type and allow plenty 
of shoulder room between 
driver and passenger. There 
are “occassional” seats in the 
rear, but they are more “oc- 
casional” than they are seats. 
About the only thing we found 
lacking was an adjustable steer- 
ing wheel. Of course we found 
the wheel to be in an excellent 
position for our particular driv- 
ing posture, but a shorter per- 
son might run into problems. 
Whether or not the fact that 
the foot pedals are adjustable 
compensate for this will be 
strictly a matter of personal 
opinion. 

Once on the road, we were 
very pleased with the car's posi- 
tive handeling. It reacts well 
through curves and has a fairly 
short turning radius. The gear 
shift is well placed and has a 
very short motion. This coupled 
with a positive shifting action 
and a fast clutch makes “going 
through the gears" a pleasure. 

Unfortunately, the Alpine 
has a weak low end. This is ex-

EDITORIAL COMMENT 


Bucks County 50 Years Ago 


A Rare Portfolio of Photos 


We must be ashamed of our town of Doylestown! At least 
a lot of people must be. Why such a statement? Let's see. 

Over one year ago, The Central Bucks Chamber of Com- 
merce appointed a Tourism Committee for Doylestown and the 
Central Bucks area. The two immediate goals of the committee 
were to (1) get “Welcome to Doylestown” signs posted at the 
four main entrances to our town, and (2) see if it would be 
possible to get some park type benches placed around town and 
at some of our “tourist spots.” Your editor was chairman of 
that committee, and George Carver, Jr. and Walt Conti rounded 
out the committee. What has happened—it makes a sad com- 
mentary on our town, my friends. 

A meeting with Fisher and Porter, a manufacturing plant 
in Warminster brought forth a pledge to purchase 4-5 benches 
for Doylestown to be placed around the area at the disgression 
of the committee and the Chamber. The benches were first 
offered to the Bucks County Historical Society for use on the 
grounds of the Mercer Museum. After many meetings of said 
organization, the benches were refused because among other 
things, they would be used for necking by teenagers, and per- 
haps be a hang-out for bums. 


The benches were then turned over to the Board of Direc- 
tors of the Chamber who were to arrange to have them placed 
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around town. Several locations were suggested. To date, one 
bench has been placed in front of the Chamber office, and the 
rest are still at the factory—awaiting shipment. 

What about the signs? A meeting with local signman, Potts 
Signs, brought about an estimate at cost price of $100. per sign 
or a total of $400. for the four signs. Every service club in 
Central Bucks County was contacted by the committee or an- 
other interested citizen working with the committee. Each of 
these service clubs were invited to contribute to the signs at the 
rate of $40. per club. This would give each club an opportunity 
to affix their name plate to the sign, showing that Doylestown, 
in addition to being an active community, has a great many 
active service clubs. 

What happened here? The Doylestown Lions Club, The 
Knights of The Golden Eagle and the Central Bucks Chamber 
of Commerce all immediately agreed that our town rated such 
signs, and wanted to be part of this community project. Their 
checks or pledges are in the Chamber office. What about all 
the other service clubs? Some argued . . . others talked, others 
never even discussed it, and many just turned the idea down fiat. 

This is where the project stands at this moment, and has 
stood for some time. A community project should be just that. 
It always seems that a few interested persons work like “the 
dickens” on something, only to be met with apathy on the part 
of others. 

We are going to make a final appeal to our readers for 
suggestions. Perhaps interested readers will want to talk it up at 
their service clubs, or maybe an industry, business or private 
individual would like to make a cash donation. The goal for 
the signs is $400..-We are $280. shy of the goal. As far as the 
benches go, perhaps a little pressure from a lot of people on the 
Chamber of Commerce Board of Directors will get them out of 
storage and into use. What do you say? It’s up to you, the 
citizens of Central Bucks, to supply the answer.

What’s in a name? A rose by any other name will smell as 
sweet." 

That, I believe, is what the Bard of Avon had to say about 
names and roses. But it is not botanical names I have in mind, 
it is geographical names that I am thinking of, and in the County 
of Bucks you will find some dandies. 

The late George MacReynold, in his book, “Place Names in 
Bucks County," lists many odd and unusual names, such as: 

Almshouse Hill, Anchor, Babytown, Bath, Bean, Broad 
Axe, Bucktoe, Bulltown, Butter Creek, Chickenfoot, Curls Run, 
Dark Hollow, Devil's Half Acre, Dry Branch, and The Elephant. 

Also: Featherbed Hill, Frog Hollow, Frogtown, Gallows 
Hill, Harrow, Honey Hollow, Irish Run, Jugtown, Kuglers 
Roost, Licking Run, Mink Run, Mount Misery, Owlsburg, 
Paletown, Pickpocket, Rabbit Run, Rattlesnake, Roaring Rocks, 
Robin Run, Slobbery Run, Sugar Bottom, Turkey Hill, White 
Horse, White Sheet Bay, Windy Bush and Wolf Run. 

Then there were also in Upper Bucks places once known 
as Axehandle Factory, Bunker Hill and Smoketown, and pro- 
bably some other oddities that have since slipped from memory. 

But, paging through a U. S. Postal Directory, in Pennsylvania 
you will find such places as:

Then, to complete the list of unusual place names in Penn- 
sylvania, we can visit Table Rock, Ten Mile, Tire Hill, Torpedo, 
Transfer, Turkey City, Unity, Venus, Virginville, Wagontown, 
Walnut Bottom, Wampum, Waterfall, White, Wood, and Yellow 
House. ; 

After reading all of these almost unbelievable names, one 
wonders about their origin and what prompted the early settlers 
to dub them thus. Some are self evident, but others are almost 
beyond comprehension. At any rate they are here in the Key- 
stone State, and no doubt will remain until the end of time. 

Speaking about names and places, up on top of Rockhill 
there is a cave called the Wolves Den. Years ago it was a popular

The Story of The Arnold Post Cards 


by 
Warren F Williams 


“He was a genius, that’s 
just what Newton Arnold was.” 
This was the spontaneous and 
unqualified response of Mrs. 
Pearl VanSant Spencer of 
Grenoble, Pennsylvania. 

"[ knew him when he was 
postmaster and station agent 
at Grenoble," she continued, 
“һе was always a gentleman 
and a marvelous telegrapher.” 
Mr. Arnold began with the 
Reading Railroad at Hatboro 
on November 4th, 1890, as a 
telegrapher at seventeen years 
of age. 

He became station agent, 
telegrapher and postmaster at 
Grenoble on April 20th, 1891, 
shortly after the station opened. 

It was probably about this 
time he became interested in 
paotography because some of 
his earliest plates are dated 
aboat this period. The Arnold 
family, (Newton; a brother 
Charles; mother, Mary Jane 
Yerkes Arnold, and perhaps 
their father, John Arnold) ap- 


parently was living at Grenoble 
at this time. There is in exist- 
ence a photograph of a square 
stone house marked “our home 
at Grenobie” and dated August 
22nd 1897. 

The Arnolds moved to 
Rushland around 1900. 

“When I came to Rushland 
in 1907, the Arnolds were 
living here,” so stated Mr. Al- 
bert Fisher, prominent business- 
man and senior citizen of Rush- 
land. 

"The Arnolds were fine 
people,” related Mr. A. Leigh- 
ton Fisher. “I remember that 
Newton was always dressed 
up, and was a very quiet man. 
I recall that they all lived in 
town. The mother, a quiet 
woman and the two boys, 
Charles and Newton. I do not 
remember the father, however; 
perhaps, he had died by then." 

It was during this period of 
his life that Newton Arnold 
apparently was busiest as a 
photographer. Most of his

house, (which had been purchased by the Daum’s) in 
Roslyn, by Dr. Daum's son, Allan. The negatives had been 
there, apparently unnoticed, for about ten years. Dr. Daum, 
an educator and historian, immediately recognized the 


significance of Allan's find. 


Panorama salutes this man and his son for their part 
in saving a page from our book of yesterday. 
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negatives are dated 1899 or 
1907. The ones dated 1899 
are 4" x 5" glass plates and 
the ones dated 1907 are 5" x 
7” flexible film. For the in- 
formation of you who are 
camera enthusiasts he used a 
King Poco Camera and Premo 
film packs. Development was 
in Rodinol or Metol-Hydro. 


Most of the pictures were taken. 


with small lens openings and 
long exposures in the order of 15 
to 1 second. 

During my interview with 
Mrs. Sara Wilkinson of Rush- 
land, friend. of the Arnolds 


during their life in this quiet, 


lovely Bucks County Village, 
I asked her about Mr. Arnold's 
photographic expeditions. As 
she examined pictures taken 
by Mr. Arnold from New 
Hope, Applebachsville, Point 
Pleasant, Neshaminy, Lang- 
horne, and literally all over the 
County, she said, *we had no 
idea that Newton traveled this 
much. We knew that he took 


pictures but who would ever 
have thought that he got around 
so much." 

“How did he get around?" I 
asked. 

"I сап tell you about that,” 
replied Mrs. Wilkinson's son, 
Watson. *He had a Ford car, 
one of the first in the area. He 
was quite a mechanic, too. Each 
winter he would dismantle the 
car and have it all over the 
station baggage room at 
Grenoble. In the spring it 
would be back together, shin- 
ing like new and running, per- 
haps, even better." 

Mr. Earl Clauson, station 
agent for the Reading Com- 
pany at Hatboro and friend of 
Mr. Arnold, also told me that 
Mr. Arnold even made a part 
for the clutch one winter when 
he could not get the part he 
needed. 

"Where was the Arnold 
*dark room’ ?" I asked of the 
Wilkinsons. 

“No one seems to know

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It is estimated that there 
are 100,000 amateur theater 
groups in the United States. 
Each group averages 10 people 
and presents approximately 
5 plays a year, totaling about 
Y% million little theater pro- 
ductions annually. 

If you were to pause a min- 
ute outside the “Playmasters 
Theater Workshop” at 965 
State Road, Andalusia, Bucks 
County, Penna., you would see 
only an old 19th Century barn, 
not unlike others of that ilk. 
But if you decided to step 
through the doors of this old 
barn, there the similarity to 
other barns would end. 

The “Playmasters” is a do- 
it-yourself project by a group 
of theater enthusiasts in the 
transformation of the old barn 
into a "little theater", unique 
in its area. 

Perhaps while there, you 
would speak to Buck Spiel- 
dock, now with the Signal 
Corps, the director of the 
group which began the barn's 
renovation in October of 1957. 
The core of the group consist- 
ed of an electrician, a chemical 
engineer, an office equipment 
repairman, a cameraman, a 
commerical artist, an air con- 
ditioning and heat engineer, a 
publicity man and Buck’s wife 
Mildred, who handles all the 
business. 

Buck’s ear-reaching grin and 
vitalizing personality would 
make short work of any formal 
or uncompromising situation. 

“The story behind the seats 
goes back to a cold Sunday,” 
he would say. “We found an 
old movie house with 200 un- 
wanted seats embedded in con- 
crete. We dug the seats up and 
transplanted them to the barn. 
The whole operation cost us 
50 dollars." 

You would learn that the 
barn, as it stood, was with- 
out electricity and plumbing 
facilities. The group attended 
to the wiring needs and obtain- 
ed water from an adjacent 
well. 
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“The husband of one of the 
players was a bricklayer and 
he helped us with an outside 
chimney we needed to accom- 
odate a hot air heater," Buck 
would knowledge gratefully. 
“The heater sold for $150 
dollars but we could only raise 
$50, so the man let us have it 
and trusted us with the rest. 

"We had some trouble with 
a leak over several of the seats 
but when we laughingly told 
the people who bought these 
seats to bring umbrellas, they 
laughed with us. The leak was 
reparied but it's still a stand- 
ing,joke to both players and 
patrons." 

You would notice old-time 
"stalls" that have been con- 
verted into comfortable rest 
rooms with modern fixtures and 
a few hand-painted signs re- 
minding city people of the 
"country plumbing". 

A large piece of masonite, 
placed high above the stage 
and extending a few feet above 
the audience, aids acoustics in 
the open-raftered “loft” where 
the plays are held. 

A set of steps, built by the 
group, leads from the loft to 
the downstairs "stables", 
where now the box office, rest 
rooms, refreshment stand and 
utility rooms are located. The 
downstairs interior is white- 
washed and the original hand- 
forged hinges support the doors. 
The floor is concrete and on 
the walls can be seen paintings 
by local artists as well as pic- 
tures of the cast in the current 
play and past plays. 

The owner of the barn, W. 
B. Chamberlin, Jr., holds no 
lease on it but accepts a 
nominal fee for its rental. His 
estate “Travescan”, at 465 
Tennis Avenue, Andalusia, was 
built around 1850 and named 
after an Indian chief. 

Mr. Chamberlin, recalling 
the barn when it was empty, 
says "I had always hoped 
something of theatrical impor- 
tance would be added to the 
community and the ‘Play-

masters’ seem to be it. I think 
the performances are better 
than some theatrical perform- 
ances I’ve seem." 

The barn, you would learn, 
was officially opened May 9, 


1958 with its production of “I 


Found April". 

“Our aim,” the “Play- 
masters” say, “is to entertain 
the people and not prove our- 
selves to be great dramatists.” 
They have found the best way 
to do this is to present comedy. 
Having no understudies, they 
have had only one experience 
when one was needed. An 
actor lost his voice after sev- 
eral runs of a show and as he 
stood on stage, going through 
the respective motions his 
voice was dubbed from behind 
the curtain. 

It would be noted that Buck 
is the President of the “Play 
Picking Committee" and that 
the only quality a play must 
have to be chosen by the com- 
mittee is that they enjoy read- 
ing it and feel their audience 
would enjoy seeing it. 

The  *Playmasters" origi- 
nated about 10 years ago in 
Academy Gardens, in the 
northeast section of Philadel- 
phia. Their first one-act play, 
“Utter Relaxation" was pre- 
sented at the *Caanstatter", at 
Academy Road and Willets 
Avenue, through the Academy 
Gardens Civic Association. 
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They tried their wings in the 
auditorium of St. Katherine’s 
Roman Catholic school, with 
their first three-act play, “The 
Passing of the Third Floor 
Back”, a production containing 
religious overtones. 


Once in the barn, they be- 
gan producing four plays a 
year, each play scheduled to 
run four nights, with time off 
during the summer. Within a 
short time, their mailing list 
jumped rapidly to 1500 and 
several performances of each 
show are reserved for the Sea- 
son Subscribers, which number 
approximately 500. 

Age does not segregate the 
members of the group. Fre- 
quently, players with children 
initiate the youngsters early to 
stage life and in many cases, 
two, three or sometimes more 
members of a family stand 


‘together behind the footlights. 


Each production has a 
different director, recruited 
from the players. It is a re- 
quirement that a director not 
be a newcomer to the group. 
Experience on the  "Play- 
masters” stage is a pre-req- 
uisite. 

The group itself usually 
designs the stage settings, 
using several weekends before 
each production to saw the 
wood, paint the scenery or 
canvass the area for unwanted 
pieces of furniture to be used as 
“props”. Each player has an 
important part in the show 
other than the one he performs 


on stage. 

You might get to meet some 
of the people behind the scenes, 
including men on lights, sound 
and curtain, ushers and tickets 
takers, parking attendants, a 
propman, a script girl, a care- 
taker of costumes and the 
make-up artist. 

The barn, once lonely and 
deserted, now bustles with 
the activities of people in love 
with their work. Where once 
grooms attended horses and 
beasts of burden worked for 
their keep, ghosts tread softly 
and speak among themselves 
of the anticipanon and anxiety 
of that moment's darkness be- 
fore the curtain rises, the im- 
measureable determination to 
perfect even a one-line part 
and the din of the clapping 
hands and shuffling feet. 
` The barn doesn’t have much 
time for its ghosts now. It's 
too busy enjoying a new life 
brought to it by a group of 
people dedicated to a purpose 
and willing to sacrifice time and 
remuneration for personal 
satisfaction. Because the "Play- 
masters" cared enough, enjoy- 
ment and a handful of culture 
has come to a community 
which might otherwise be with- 
out it. 
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At 1:30 P.M. Saturday, July 21st we opened the doors 
of our luxurious new salon to our long time friends.

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The Wedding Season is upon us - 
Reflect with us in 


Old Bucks County about a 


Country Wedding 


by Virginia Castleton 


Foremost in the minds of 
early settlers of this country was 
the dire necessity to wrestle a 
living from the virgin soil. 
Second only to survival was 
the wedding season with its 
attendant celebrations as a 
release from long'months spent 
behind the demanding plow. 
Once the last shovelful of hay 
had been thrown into the barn 
and the provisions necessary 
for the long winter months 
ahead had been laid aside, at- 
tention was turned to the 
blushing young girl and the 
suddenly sobered young man. 

While their courtship might 
have been hampered by his 
long hours of tilling the soil, in 
time his intentions became 
known. This either from his 
crooked furrows or, late in the 
evening, sparks flickering from 
his beloved's kitchen chimney, 
and so becoming his "calling 
card," or announcement to the 
neighboring farms that court- 
ship was in progress. 

In the mixed communities 
new of a proposed wedding 
spread quickly, and one did 
not wait for an ivitation. From 
miles around they walked, rode 
horseback, and came in carri- 
ages. Large numbers signed the

wedding certificate and then the 
feasting began. In the wilder- 
ness communities huge meals 
were served of beef, pork, 
fowl, venison and roasted bear. 

Since many of the guests 
came uninvited, there was an 
element of rowdiness to some 
of the gatherings. The bride's 
parents felt they could not ask 
the offending guests to leave for 
fear of reprisal. More than one 
such offended guest had been 
known to shear the manes, 
foretops and tails from the 
horses of the wedding party. 
Much patience on the part of 
the parents was required to 
endure the froilicsome nature 
of these uninvited guests. 

In the less religious com- 
munities the evening might be 
spent in dancing. During the 
course of the evening, attempts 
were made by members of the 
party to steal the bride's shoe. 
If her guardians, or waiters, 
failed to prevent this, they 
paid a penalty for redemption 
of the shoe. The fine usually 
was a bottle of grape juice or 
one dollar. As punishment to 
the bride, she was forbidden to 
dance until her shoe had been 
recovered. Once this tradition 
was observed, the bride went 


from arm to arm, dancing gaily 
as the center of attention on 
the most important evening of 
her life. 

In the late evening, young 
women members spirited the 
bride away to put her to bed. 
Next, young men entered with 
the bridegroom whom they 
placed by her side. The young 
women then moved to the end 
of the bed for the traditional 
"Throwing of the Stocking". 
Each took her turn with the 
rolled stocking, throwing over 
her shoulder at the bride's 
head. The first one to hit the 
mark would be the next bride. 

For two days following this 
type of wedding, male friends 
would call at the home of the 
bride and groom and kiss the 
bride and have refreshments. 
Then followed two weeks of 
large parties at their home be- 
fore the bride and groom were 
allowed to relax into the role of 
a quiet young married couple. 

Diversions other than danc- 
ing varied according to location 
and religion. In the homogene- 
ous settling of Pennsylvania, 
each group had its own tradi- 
tions. In the more religious 
sects, the bride and groom's 
friends being mutual to a large 


degree, an invitation to the 
wedding was personally deliv- 
ed by the groom or his brother. 
Invitations to those not of the 
faith were extremely rare. One 
particular sect had its cere- 
monies before the noon day 
meal, thoughtfully enough, and 
much of the remaining day was 
devoted to consuming the 
ample repasts spread before 
the assembled guests. After the 
long feast was over, the young 
people devised games for 
amusement, working away the 
quantities of food enjoyed fol- 
lowing the wedding. In the 
course of the afternoon, the 
groom would be surrounded 
by his young, single friends and 
lifted into the àir. He was toss- 
ed ceremoniously across a rail 
fence into the waiting arms of 
a group of young married men, 
of whom he had now become 
a member. This symbolizes the 
transition from carefree bach- 
elorhood to the status of har- 
ried young married man with 
all its attendant woes. 

The bride knows her turn is 
coming, as her maiden friends 
close in on her. She, too, is 
caught up and finds herself be- 
ing tossed over a broomstick

It was certainly a terribly hot 
and humid morning that Satur- 
day in August 1889. Some un- 
usual excitement had some to 
Chalfont and most of the town- 
folk seemingly knew about a 
special attraction. 

Near the railroad siding at 
Forest Park a group of bare- 
footed children and grownups 
shaded by parasols anxiously 
waited for the arrival of the 11 
o'clock Philadelphia train. 

But why the excitement? In- 
teresting enough — several hun- 
dred Chinamen from a small 
Chinese mission in Philadelphia 
were to be aboard, to spend a 
day at Forest Park. 

As the train arrived, the 
crowd was motionless, and all 
of a sudden, without a warning, 
out of every open window fire 
crackers were thrown, and caus- 
ing. some panic amongst chil- 
dren, and even some of the 
grownups shocked, ran back 
seemingly afraid. 

After several minutes of cele- 
bration, one by one they stepped 
off the cars, dressed in typical 
Chinese costume, and loaded 
down with more fire crackers 
and food. 

Throughout the day, fire 
crackers could be heard near 
and far, attracting people from 
several miles distance, a cele- 
bration long remembered as 
Chinese filled the air. 

“They must have brought all 
the fire crackers in China," one 
man exclaimed. The day passed 
without an incident, was very 
noisy one, but no injuries. 

As evening approached, hun- 
dreds of Chinese lanterns were 
lit throughout the park, an un- 
usual sight. “It seemed as 
though the trees were afire,” a 
towns-lady remembered. 

This day was long remem- 
bered in and around Chalfont. 
Doylestown’s local newspaper 
had sent a reporter to the park. 
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In his account in that week’s 
newspaper, he reported about 
the excitement caused by the 
Chinese, revealing the fury that 
raged with some of the towns 
people surrounding the park. 

During the day he interviewed 
some of the Chinese and one in 
particular he asked, “What do 
you regard the finest thing in 
Sunday School work?” “Picnics” 
was his quick reply. 

Today, many years later there 
is still excitement around Forest 
Park. The latest excitement 
however is the near completion 
of the new swimming hole that 
everyone is talking about — 
Lake Suzanne, which will be 
opened to the public around the 
middle of this month. It is sev- 
eral hundred feet wide and a 
beautiful white sand beach cir- 
cles the entire lake area, which 
will hold more than two million 
gallons of spring water, filtered 
by the most modern equipment 
in the county. 

Also, every Sunday, one of 
the famous Philadelphia New 
Year’s Mummers Parade bands 
play free concerts to the public, 
while twenty-three modern rides 
are in continuous operation for 
the children and grownups. 

Through the past years, there 
has been various humorous in- 
cidents at Forest Park. Talking 
to one old senior citizen of the 
area, he remarked to me, “Why, 
it’s not as hot these days as it 
used to be. Why I remember it 
used to get hot, why even one 
day they were playing ball at 
Funk’s Park (Forest Park), I 
think a Saturday, it was so hot 
the umpire called the game, and 
everyone retrieved to the branch 
creek and took a swim for the 
rest of the day.” 

Well maybe he is right, how- 
ever, if any of the cowboys at 
nearby Frontier Town are called 
into action, Chalfont will have 
another real hot day.

There never was a murderer 
like him, before or since in the 
annals of Bucks County 
murders, 

He was young, well-built, 
darkly handsome, a. “killer” 
with the ladies, brazen, thiev- 
ing, an escape artist, and a cold- 
blooded psychopath. 

His name was Albert Teufel 
and he lived in Haycock town- 
ship in Bucks County in the 
mid-1800s. 

By the age of 21 in 1866 he 
had such a record of thieving 
that a good-sized reward was out 
for his capture. This worried 
him about as much as a school 
boy facing him with a toy 
pistol. Albert Teufel kept right 
on stealing horses, mules, 
money and clothes . . . good- 
looking ones only, that з... 
and wining and wenching at all 
the local taverns from Phila- 
delphia to Trenton. 

By November 24th, 1866 
he was ready to make a new 
name for himself . . . murderer! 

He boarded the tow barge 
of James Wiley at Trenton on 
Thursday, the 22nd. Wiley 
was his life-long friend. They 
had hunted and fished together, 
been raised practically next- 
door to each other. They had 
even been boatmen together on 
the canal. 

But on the night of Novem- 
ber 24th as the barge approach- 
ed The Narrows where the 6th 


level lock was located in 
Nockamixon township, Teufel 
decided he needed money. His 
best friend had a hundred 
dollars on him. The solution 
was simple. He looked over 
at the tow path. Young 16 
year old Herman Rick was 
busy driving the mule. He 
didn't worry much about what 
Rick thought anyway. He was 
his cousin and lived with Al- 
bert and his father. In fact, 
Rick should be a help... 
later on. 

Wiley was busy with his 
plans for laying by for the night 
this side of the lock. He hadn't 
a thought in his head about his 
best friend who stood behind 
him, drawing a bead on him 
with his pistol. In another 
moment a bullet ripped through 
his brains and he was dead. 

Albert Teufel took very 
little trouble to hide the body. 
Even less to conceal his guilt. 
He did take the hundred 
dollars. 

Then he called Rick, show- 
ed him the body and told him 
he'd killed him. Of course, the 
young cousin was to alibi for 
him ... say a stranger got on 
at Smithtown or some such 
thing. Trifles like good alibis 
didn't concern Albert too deep- 


ly. Within a few hours he and 


the boy were back at home. In 
no time at all after that, Teufel

| much about it," replied Mrs. 
Wilkinson's daughter, Mrs.

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ance with Miss Stewart and 
they were married sometime 
around the first World War. 

It was also about this time, 
we believe, that Arnold gave 
up photography as a major in- 
terest for we have no negatives 
dated later than 1908 or 1910. 
I next contacted Mr. E. O. 
Becker who worked with 
Arnold at the Reading station 
in Roslyn. 

“Of course he was still in- 
terested in photography. He 
had pictures around. He also 
had a fine stamp collection”, 
Mr. Becker related. 

In 1936 Arnold gave up his 
position as postmaster, but con- 
tinued on as station agent. His 
wife died in March of 1941. 

His application for retire- 
ment from the railroad was to 
become effective November 1, 
1941, after a half century of 
service. Just a few days before 
this date, on October 28, 1941, 
he passed on. 

Newton was survived by his 
brother Charles who had been 
publishing post cards using 
negatives taken by him. In all, 
439 views had been printed 
on post cards and sold as 
“Bucks County (Pa.) Views”. 

Some of these post cards 
were printed in Rushland in 
the early days, but most were 
printed in a little print shop in 
Ivyland, where the railroad 
crosses Bristol Road. 

Charles had moved there 
when his mother died and New- 
ton moved to Roslyn. Upon 
Charles Arnold’s death in 
1946, the end of this branch 
of the Arnold family came. 

Their “Bucks County Pa. 
Views” have become collectors 
items. Many of our senior 
citizens will show you some of 
their Arnold post cards with 
great pride. 

As I left Rushland after visit- 
ing some of Newton Arnold’s 
friends, I was compelled to con- 
sider the effect of the beauti- 
ful Bucks County countryside 
on the man Arnold. As I cross- 
ed the shimmering Neshaminy 
Creek and ascended the hills

well on his way to getting 
through the bars! 

The date for the hanging 
was set without further delay 
.. . April 23, 1867. Having no 
further means to attempt escape 
(a file had been found hidden 
in his cell, brought to him in 
food by his Kate) Albert tried 
suicide. Mere hours before ex- 
ecution time he took strychnine. 
He was in spasms when they 
came for him. But he failed to 
die. With torturous twinges as 
they led him to the scaffolding, 
he muttered “If I had known 
the stuff wouldn't have finished 
me in 15 minutes, I could have 
done a damn sight better!" 

The hanging was supposed 
to be a closed affair. But the 
walls of the prison yard and 
the limbs of every tree were 
covered with witnesses. The 
morbidly curious had been ar- 
riving by train into Doylestown 
by the hundreds all the day be- 
fore. 

As the rope was adjusted 
about Teufel’s throat, one of 
the sheriffs assistants was 
taken with convulsion and fell 
off the scaffold. 

Teufel smiled. 

It was his last laugh. 

A few seconds later he was 
hanging. The drop was only 3 
feet, not enough to break his 
neck. He hung till he strangled 
to death. 

His body was taken to the 
Almshouse grounds for burial, 
but a Dr. Stavely arrived and 
claimed the body for his dis- 
secting table. 

Albert Teufel came to serve 
a purpose after all. 

A few years ago, a farmer 
in Aquetong dug up some 
human bones in his field. He 
believes them to be the remains 
of Teufel. 

In any case, Albert Tuefel’s 
ignominy is brought to the sur- 
face of attention every so often, 
as the maddest psychopathic 
killer of them all.

Gentlemen: 

In your publication of a few 
months ago you said that there 
were many accidents due to the 
poor condition of the road. We 
live back of the old Cat & Fid- 
dle and many accidents have hap- 
pened in that vicinity, and all 
of them were the result of too 
much speed and liquor. In one 
case a truck was going too fast 
around a curve just north of 
us and the driver died of burns. 
Several accidents below us re- 
sulted in death or serious in- 
jury, but all due to speed, which 
was not the fault of the road. 

There is no doubt that the 
corner at Phillips Mill is danger- 
ous, especially to those who are 
not familiar with the danger, I 
have passed there many times, 
and by keeping on the right 
side of the road and driving 
slowly, we were never in 
danger. I know little about 
wires and poles to protect the 
sides of the road, but I imagine 
the highway men know their 
business and the guards are 
made strong enough if the 
drivers would stay within the 
speed limits. 

While I admit that the high- 
way dept. has been slower these 
last few years, the supervisers 
have filled all the holes in our 
end of the road and it now 
seems in good condition. I am 
glad the state is now going to 
improve the road without spoil- 
ing the scenery. The gutters are 
not cleaned and in wet weather 
there is quite a lot of water on 
the road. 

As I said before, if the 
drivers stayed within the speed 
limits and would keep in mind 
that there are curves, there 
would not be so many ac- 
cidents.

HIGHWAY HAZZARD 


Much has been written on the merits of safe driving and 
proper control of speed on the highways. We all get a little 
tired of reading about it, but there is another facet to be ex- 
plored—that of the driver who drives TOO SLOW! 

The person who plods along a highway posted at 50 mph at 
say 20 to 25 mph, is more of a road hazzard than the person 
who drives the same roadway at say 60. This was pointed out 
vividly on a recent Sunday afternoon along the highways and 
byways of Bucks. 

The scene, a winding road with a double yellow line, and no 
passing was the order of the day. The speed limit was posted 
at 50 mph. Eleven cars lined up behind one “‘big-finned mons- 
ter" that was cruising at 20 mph, top speed. Every time a break 
appeared in the double yellow line, a car would attempt to pass 
this “slow speed traffic menace", only to be faced by an on com- 
ing car. In a short space of twenty minutes, three near smash-ups 
occurred. 

We believe in safe driving. We believe in posted speed zones, 
but we further believe that these "slow speed traffic menaces" 
should be removed from the highway and do their Sunday 
driving in supermarket parking lots, where they will not cause 
any accidents. 

Proper speed on the highways not only applies to fast 
drivers, but to the slow drivers as well. Consideration for others 
on the-highway is the best way to prevent accidents.

This place, 
so much populated now by the 
busy modern generation of 
greats and near-greats, has 
somehow held onto the frail 
nostalgia of the past of horse- 
and-buggy days and of a great 
history-making era. Here, so 
two great cities, one 
can still wander sleepy coun 
try roads that are still inno- 
cent of the dark garment of 
paving. Here one can still 
stand “high on a windy hill” 


near to 


and see miles of hedge-rows 
and field fences and woods 
and streams, looking now 
much as they must have look- 
ed more than a century ago. 
[lere one can begin to feel the 
touch of history—and feel it a 
real thing, not just a musty 
group of words and facts ina 
book, nor as some recon- 
structed historic town or site 
which to us alwavs seems so 
sterile. 

The Delaware Valley. from 
Washinoton's Crossine north 
to the Delaware Water Gap. 
has vet to be spoiled bv man's 
frantic efforts to commercial- 


ize history, and to encircle it 
with fences and guard-rails. 
For all of us, fortunate 
enough to live here, I'm glad 
that there is still this unspoil- 
ed beauty ; and for those great 
upcoming generations, I only 
hope that we who are here 
now will do what we can to 
keep this small domain frce of 
commercialism, and preserve 
the quiet historical dignity 
that seems so peculiar to this 
be `e, and seems to 
pervade every aspect of field 
and stream and farm and 
roadway.

“Bohemia” on the Delaware 
the “capital” of the genius belt, 
home of the “Expatriates”, 
these and other names, some 
favorable and others less pleas- 
ant, have been applied to New 
Hope over the past fifty years. 
Some are deceptive, others un- 
comfortably descriptive, but all 
serve to point out the dramatic 
changes that have taken place 
in the quiet village on the banks 
of the Delaware. 

New Hope has come a long 
way from the sleepy country 
village at the turn of the cen- 
tury, to an artists colony and 
the home of the best known 
summer theatre in America.

served as a catalyst for them 
and is undoubtedly the most 
lasting reminder of them. 

The New Hope Theatre, 
later to become the Bucks 
County Playhouse, was born 
at a meeting on Aquetong Road 
in the summer of 1938. Re- 
presentatives of the local Hope 
Mill Association had agreed to 
meet with a rather heterogene- 
ous group of Broadwayites to 
discuss the possibility of start- 
ing a theater in the area. The 
result was the somewhat tur- 
bulent marriage of minds called 
the New Hope Theatre. 

The representatives of the 
Hope Mill Association included 
Henry Chapin, Mrs. Fredricka 
Child, George Dyer, Mrs. Ruth 
Folinsbee and some of their as- 
sociates. They had recently pur- 
chased the historic mill build- 


| ing for which the village had 


been named from retiring 


| miller, Lewis Brown and were 


interested in its preservation. 

The original Hope Mill 
built beside the Delaware, was 
destroyed bv fire. It had been 
rebuilt by Benjamin Parry in 
1790 and renamed New Hope 
Mill. 

The Broadway delegation 
included Richard Bennett, the 
famous actor and father of 
three talented daughters, Joan, 
Constance and Barbara; Ken- 
yon Nicholson, playwright and 
director; St. John Terrell, an 
an aspiring young director, and 
later a founder of the Lambert- 
ville Music Circus; and Don 
Walker, Broadway arranger, 
orchestrator and host for the 


evening. 

Both groups had the desire 
to see good theatre in Bucks 
County and to see it soon. The 
Hope Mill was an ideal loca- 
tion, picturesque, convenient, 
historically important and com- 
mercial. 

Summoning friends, family 
and would-be stockholders to 
the task, the New Hope 
Theatre Association began to 
make plans. A capital program 
was set up and a stock selling 
program begun. To show their 
sincerity in the project, each 
founding family committed 
itself to buying some portion of 
the stock necessary to finance 
the operation. 

The neophyte planners soon 
found, however, that they had 
been much too optimistic. 
Neither the sales campaign 
nor the planning ventures were 
immediately successful. The 
financing of a theatre project 
is always slow and risky. 

The burden of the financing 
in New Hope eventually fell 
on Henry Chapin who was able 
to stabilize the always erratic 
flow of funds. Once the actual 
contruction began, however, 
and interested investors could 
see the progress being 
made, they became somewhat 
more cooperative and financial 
worries lessened slightly. Near 
the end of 1938, the name was 
officially changed to the Bucks 
County Playhouse. 

Follówing money problems, 
however, came others equally 
serious. After demolition of the 
original building, construction 
began three weeks behind 
schedule. A subsequent slow- 
down at the steel fabricating 
plant caused further delay. 
Spring flooding along the Del- 
aware at one point left theater 
foundations seriously dampen- 
ed. 

In June, the contractor was 
threatened by bankruptcy which 
could have halted work on the 
building indefinitely. A few 
days before the July opening, 
a small section of the roof 
caught fire, but fortunately it 
was extinguished before much 
damage was done. On June 30 
neither the stage nor the floor 
of the auditorium was com- 
pletely finished. The set had 
not been started and no seats 
had been delivered. 

By 8:20 on July 1, 1939, 
the theater was rough, but 
ready. Bucks Countians and 
visiting celebrities gathered on’ 
the banks of the Delaware to 
see Edward Everett Horton 
starring in “Springtime for 
Henry”. Among those attend- 
ing were the great director, 
George S. Kauffmann and his 
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Beatrice; that 


talented wife, 
"brilliant, young actor", Bur- 
gess Meredith; Jack Kirkland, 
Florence McGee, star of “Тһе 
Children's Hour"; and Richard 
Bennett who gave a memorable 


perfo-mance іп the curtain 
speech. 

The first season was success- 
ful and the Playhouse was at 
least able to hold its own fi- 
nancially. A dozen top quality 
plays were presented that year 
including such favorites as 
"What Every Woman Knows", 
"Private Lives’, “Our Town", 
"Gentlemen Prefer Blondes", 
"You Can't Take It With 
You" and “Аһ, Wilderness". 

At the end of the opening 
season, St. John Terrell left to 
pursue other interests. Replac- 
ing him in 1940 and 1941 were 
co-producers, Theron Bam- 
berger and Kenyon Nicholson. 
In 1940 the Playhouse pre- 
empted itself by two weeks and 
opened on June 15 with “The 
Royal Family”. Appearing in 
several presentations as a sup- 
porting player was Louis Cal- 
hern. 

For audience comfort and a 
more professional performance, 
several changes had been made. 
These included improvements 
in seating arrangements, air 
conditioning and in stage fit- 
tings and lighting. In a com- 
petition among local artists, 
Charles Child of Lumberville 
had presented the winning de- 
sign for the new stage curtains. 

In 1942 the impact of the 
war and gas rationing hit the 
Playhouse Directors and it was 
decided that a season in Bucks 
County was definitely out of 
the question. Rather than give 
up the endeavor completely 
however, the directors decided 
to move into the city. The 
1942, 1943 and 1944 seasons 
were presented from the Bell- 
evue-Stratford Hotel where 
public transportation was more 
readily available. 

In 1942 Theron Bamberger 
took over as solo producer, a 
job which he was to hold for 
twelve years. The seasons dur- 
ing the war years were neces- 
sarliy shortened and all pro- 
duction problems were magnifi- 
ed. In 1945 the difficulties be- 
came overwhelming and the 
entire season was canceled. 

1946 saw things beginning 
to come back to normal and 
the New Hope theater building 
was reopened. "Blithe Spirit" 
was the initial performance. 
Other productions that year 
induded "Kiss and Tell", 
"Chicken Every Sunday", “Re- 
becca", "The Pursuit of Hap- 
piness", and that perennial

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In the early morning sun, 
the young man’s heavy-lidded 
eyes moved around the room 
cautiously until they rested on 
the man in the other bed. 

Soul-seller, he breathed; re- 
pugnant asleep as well as 
awake. The smell of your body 
as you loaded me onto the 
wagon is still fresh in my 
nostrils. You sleep peacefully! 
Ah, you have no heart to feel 
guilt. 

He looked at his clenched 
fists and the bruised and swollen 
knuckles. Remembering his 
hands as they once were, he 
marvelled at their protruding 
veins and wondered if his body 
would ever feel youth again. 

The young man’s deep-set 
eyes, ringed with dark circles, 
darted to the  soul-seller's 
clothes, lying at the foot of 
his bed. 

Why not, he thought, bolt- 
ing up. We are of the same 
height and weight. ‘Tis true, 
he’s older. But the innkeeper 
did not see us arrive last 
night . . . He could feel his 


heart begin to pound. He had 


not dared to think of escape 
but now, it begged him to listen 
to its voice. Beads of perspira- 
tion gathered on his forehead 
and he flicked them away in ex- 
asperation. 

Stealthily climbing out of 
bed, he reached for the soul- 
seller's beaver hat. Placing it 
on his head, he intently watch- 
ed the other man's steady 
breathing. The hat was a per- 
fect fit! 

He grasped the silk waist- 
coat and leather breeches. At 
the door, he climbed into the 
b.eeches and, once again, 
glanced at the other man. 

He buttoned the waistcoat 
as he walked an unsteady path 
down the steps and into the 
dining room. 

Go slowly, he thought, and 
smoothed his waistcoat. Each 
step brings freedom closer. 

The landlord was stacking 
plates in a cupboard in the 
empty dining room. With his 
hat in his hand and a final deep 
breath, the young man said 
softly, 

“Hearken, sir, I have no further 
use for my sleeping servant. 
Doth thou wish to own him?” 

The landlord stood still and 
looked him up and down. 

“A good worker he is,” the 
young man hurried on. 

“Several years more will 
end his service. Alas, he may 
be a bit of a troublemaker but 
a clever man such as you 
should have no trouble outwitt- 
ing him." 

"What of the registering?" 


“T will take care of that, sir." 

"A good worker you say? 
Aye, a good worker is what I 
need. It was only a day before 
yesterday that...” 

“He is the best," the young 
man interrupted, fidgeting from 
foot to foot. “You could do no 
better.” 

The landlord shrugged and 
reached into his pocket. 

“I wish thee to know,” the 
young man added, replacing 
his hat, "the servant is a pre- 
sumptuous man. The scoun- 
drel, on thrice occasion, passed 
himself off as me. Don't fall 
prey to his banter." 

Handing a folded paper to 
the landlord, the young man 
examine it and nod several 
bit his lip as he watched him 
times. When the landlord look- 
ed up, the young man pocket- 
ed the money, strode to the 
door, then turned and doffed 
his hat. 

The young Irishman step- 
ped out the door and into 
freedom. He was one of the 
few indentured servants to 
escape the bondage of the white 
slave system of the early 18th 
century in America. 

Similar incidents to the one 
in question wrought repercus- 
sions throughout Bucks County 
and all the counties of the day. 
Many were destined to follow 
in the steps of the young Irish- 
man before the end of the igno- 
minious system. 

In 1711, Bucks County and 
several other counties formed 
committees to check on the 
number of negro slaves held. 
Even before the Quaker settle- 
ment, public sentiment was 
adamant against negro slavery. 

Jonathan Dickinson, a Phil- 
adelphia merchant, in that year 
wrote to his associate in Jam- 
aica, "I must entreat you to 
send me no more negroes for 
sale. Our people are against 
any more entering the country." 

The committees issued final 
reports. All agreed on a wide 
release of Negro slaves. Still, 
the labor needs of an embryo 
colony had to be satisfied. 
Many clamoured that White 
Servitude was the answer. 

A part of the early supply 
of indentured labor was from 
within the colony itself. Crimi- 
nals, orphans and other help- 
less individuals filled the need. 

Most, however was imported 
from abroad. Immigrants of 
English, Welsh, Irish апа 
Scotch ancestry had heard 
many stories of the advantages 
of the New World. Most had no 
capital gfor a beginning there. 
They were eager for religious

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FAMOUS BUCKS COUNTY MURDER CASES 


A double murder that shocked the county 


February 23, 1927 dawned 
like any other bleak winter day 
in South Langhorne, Bucks 
County. The only difference 
was that this day was to go 
down in history as a black day 
indeed for Bucks County. 

Bucks County Sheriff 
Abram Kulp arrived in Lang- 
horne that day to serve divorce 
papers on Ernest E. Reer. 
Minutes later, Reiker's pretty 
wife Helen, was dead and 
Sheriff Kulp lay mortally 
wounded. 

Ernest E. Reiker had com- 
mitted a double murder — a 
murder that was destined never 
to reach the trial stage. 

Reiker, a 32-year-old Tren- 
ton State House employee at- 
tempted to shoot his father-in- 
law after finishing his wife and 
the sheriff, but fled in panic 
first. He dashed from the house 
and escaped in a stolen car to 
Asbury Park, N. J., where he 
"holed up" in a room in a 
large fashionable hotel. 

The next morning Reiker 
telephoned a newspaper re- 
porter and asked him to come 
to his room as he was ready to 
confess. When the reporter 
arrived, he found Reiker had 
shot himself three times and 
was bleeding profusely. 

The reporter summoned 
police, and the two-time mur- 
derer was rushed to the Spring 
Lake, N. J. hospital. He sur- 
vived his self-inflicted wounds, 
but it was some weeks before 
he was able to be moved to the 
Bucks County Jail in Doyles- 
town to stand trial. 

The morning that Reiker 
was transferred from the hos- 
pital in New Jersey to the 
Bucks County Prison, he told 
authorities that he had taken 
three bichloride tablets and was

dying. Arriving at the prison, 
Reiker was quickly transferred 
to the Abington Hospital in 
another attempt to save his life. 
He remained there three weeks 
before being returned to 
prison. 

Reiker gained weight daily, 
as well as strength, in spite of 
the bullet in his body. He told 
guards that he wanted to get 
well now, and was well on his 
way to recovery. 

On July 12, 1927, Head 
Keeper Grant Myers closed the 
inside door of Reiker's cell in 
the Bucks County Prison and 
the former state house clerk 
said his usual "good nite" to 
the keeper. 

The next morning, an assist- 
ant jailer opened the cell door 
and found Reiker hanging from 
the skylight in his cell. Dr. John 
J. Sweeney, Bucks County Cor- 
oner, said Reiker had been 
dead about seven hours. It was 
the double-slayer's third at- 
tempt at suicide, and it proved 
successful. 

Most of the story of this 
double-slaying was covered by 
this reporter, newswise, from 
start to finish. 

Reiker was awaiting trial in 
Bucks county court when he 
decided on his last attempt at 
suicide. The case was being 
prepared for trial by District 
Attorney Arthur M. Eastburn, 
who sensed for some time that 
Reiker would never face the 
court ordeal. 

Reiker took a white sheet 
from his cell cot, twisted it into 
a rope-like line. From the bot- 
tom of a chair he knocked out 
a rung. One end of the rope 
sheet was wrapped about the 
rung. The inside elastic band of 
a necktie that had been ripped 
open was used to tie a sailor’s 


knot to hold the sheet fast to 
the rung of the chair. 

Reiker then stepped on a 
table in his cell after pulling it 
to the center of the floor. The 
rung of the chair with the sheet 
attached, was placed crosswise 
in an opening in the skylight. 
A noose was made out of the 
other end of the торе. Placing 
several handkerchiefs about his 
neck first, he followed with the 
noose. He stepped off the table 
and strangled to death. 

This attempt was successful. 
Reiker had carefully planned 
everything. He wanted to seal 
his lips forever. Not a sound 
was heard from his cell during 
the night, keepers told me. 

On his cot was found the 
following note: 

"Please notify my brother- 
in-law in Florence, N. J. Also 
notify Ralph Thatcher, Tren- 
ton undertaker. Call him on the 
telephone to take charge of my 
remains." 

To the bottom of the note 
were written the following 
sentences: 

“To have a mother-in-law is 
fortunate, but to be with or 
near them is dangerous. When 
we were first married, for two 
months we lived with my wife's 
folks until our home was com- 
pleted. This was the begin- 
ning of trouble." 

The shooting took place in 
the fashionable home of his 
mother-in-law, across the street 
from Reiker's home. 

After killing his wife and 
mortally wounding Sheriff 
Kulp, and his unsuccessful at- 
tempt to shoot his father-in- 
law, he declared he was after 
his mother-in-law, too! 

"І had expected a suicide 
might happen but thought that 
he would wait until the time 


of his trial," remarked District 
Attorney Eastburn. 

The pillow on Reiker's bed 
was not touched that last night. 
It is believed that he started 
his death plan shortly after 
Keeper Myers had closed the 
inside door of his cell. 

After Reikers third and 
successful attempt at suicide, 
prison officials went through 
his belongings, which included 
a Bible and some writings. In- 
side the Bible was found a pic- 
ture of a small child Reiker 
had clipped from a magazine. 
His three-year-old daughter 
was staying with in-laws at that 
time. He had told his attorney, 
the late Senator Clarance J. 
Buckman of Langhorne, that if 
his daughter was all right and 
happy, he would be happy. 

Among the belongings of the 
killer were found a number of 
religious writings. Considerable 
poetry was written by Reiker 
in his prison cell. All of it dealt 
with religion and his prayer to 
God for forgiveness. 

One poem found in his Bible 
was entitled "Lost But Found.” 
It was in his own handwriting 
dated June 12, 1927, as 
follows: 

“Oh God, I give my heart 
and soul to Thee, 

And ask you what Thou 
wilt wish of me. 

On my bended knees I 
pray and ask, 

For one of your loved 

and hardest tasks, 

As I have strayed far from 
the fold. 
But Oh! My God, that was 

of old. 

As I have converted my 
previous soul, 

I have asked you please to 
make me one and whole 

Because before there was 
two of me, 

But now I'm only one, 

as you can see. 

Please clean my heart 

and sin in all, 

That I may be ready for your 
final call. 
And I thank you God, when 

I'm Heaven bound, 

For there the love I seek 

I know I've found, 

Where the Kingdom of Heaven 
is sweet and divine 

And comfort and joy and 
content will be mine, 

Because there we will meet our 
loved ones and friends 

To spend eternal joy which 
we know never ends. 

Amen."

In as much as the vehicles 
being used are the versatile 
Volkswagon Station Wagons, 
we thought you would be in- 
terested in taking a closer look 
at one. 

The overall appearance of 
the wagon is similar to the rest 
of the VW line in that it is 
functional with no excessive 
frills. While it gives the impres- 
sion of being a work horse, the 
styling is pleasant and tends 
to grow on you as time goes by 

Inside, the functional aspect 
is further brought out by “сот- 
mon sense” designing. With 
sufficient room for nine pas- 
sengers, there is an adequate 
luggage section in the rear to 
carry a fair amount of baggage.

Once aboard the "bus", the 
rider will find that the seats 
are comfortable while being 
firm. We might add here that 
we did not experience any rid- 
ing faitgue whatsoever. The 
middle and rear seats are easily 
accessible through a combina- 
tion of double doors that are 
only found on the right side of 
the * wagon. These features 
make the vehicle “just the 
thing" for a large family. 

Now we come to another 
perfect example of the versatil- 
ity of this machine.

a reality. They contacted the 
Buckingham Sports Car Club 
and enlisted their aid in for- 
mulating a program for sports 
car owners. Then they contact- 
ed the owners of Antique Cars, 
Classics, and Model A Fords 
who lived in the area, and in- 
vited them to enter. When the 
last weekend in August finally 
arrived, the 1958 Show fea- 
tured a total of 125 entries in 
a one day event that attracted 
slightly more than 500 specta- 
tors. 

While not a “booming suc- 
cess”, the event did prove that 
the idea was sound and that it 
also needed a good deal of de- 
veloping. The developing be- 
gan immediately as the first 
organizational meeting of the 
1959 Show was called in Sep- 
tember of 1958. Supporters were 
contacted, chairmen named, 
and a new format was planned 
which greatly expanded the 
show that had just closed. 

Work was carried on all 
through that winter and finally, 
in the sumer of 1959, a full 
one day program had been 
planned. However, the job 
was not finished as entries still 
had to be sought in order to 
make the event a complete 
success. This was done with the 
end result ‘of over 250 con- 
testants in six judging divisions 
and a sports car rally. 

From 1959 to 1961, the 
story is legend. Entries grew 
from the aforementioned 250 


September, 1962 


to over 600,in 1961. Six judg- 
ing classes grew to eight with 
special awards being given to 
"special interest" automobiles. 
The Atlantic Refining Com- 
pany introduced the Mileage 
Marathon, and the Bucking- 
ham Sports Car Club expanded 
their program to include a 
a gymkhana, concours d'eleg- 
ance, and club exhibits in ad- 
dition to the rally. Also, there 
were many side attractions such 
as an automotive flea market, 
dealer displays, safety exhibits, 
movies, and of course, a beauty 
contest to pick a show queen. 

What will happen in 1962 is 
still to be seen. However, from 
all advance indications, it ap- 
pears that this year's show will 
far surpass all previous edi- 
tions. There has been another 
judging division added as well 
as many more features. A total 
of five National organizations 
are holding regional meets and 
a sixth is featuring a National 
meet. All in all, a total of over 
750 entries are expected while 
the number of spectators should 
exceed 6000. 

Those of us who have been 
with the show through the 
years feel proud that we have 
had the privilege of assisting 
with the production of a pro- 
gram that has been so success- 
ful. We hope that you join with 
us in wishing the New Hope 
Automobile Show a very suc- 
cessful Fifth Anniversary and 
best wishes for an extremely 
prosperous and rewarding 
future.

PENNSYLVANIA'S GAME 
COMMISSION 


Long before history was re- 
corded, the fields and forests of 
what is now Pennsylvania 
abounded with game. For un- 
counted generations, the Indians 
had depended upon these animals 
and birds for food, for clothing 
and for shelter, and, after the 
arrival of the first white men, 
for trade. In fact, during the 
first half of the 18th Century, 
the French and English traders 
fought so bitterly for this fur 
trade that the stakes became the 
land itself. 

In the beginning, it seemed as 
if the supply of bear, deer, elk, 
wild turkey, grouse and all other 
wild life would last forever. Lit- 
tle thought was paid to the time 
some of them would be no more. 
Every day was open season for 
the man with a gun, and most 
men had one, until in time cer- 
tain species became extinct. An 
example of this occurred in Nov- 
ember 1867 when one Jim Jacobs, 
a full blooded Indian, killed the 
last of Pennsylvania's native elk. 

And so the Pennsylvania Game 
Commission was created to pro- 
tect, propagate, manage and pre- 
serve game, fur-bearing animals 
and protect birds of the State 
and to enforce the laws of the 
Commonwealth relating thereto.

ter than the previous year. This 
announcement coupled with 
the Playhouse’s obvious popu- 
larity struck a spark within the 
borough. 

Local politicos, at first out- 
wardly hostile to the Play- 
house, then non-commital about 
its contribution to the com- 
munity began to contrive among 
themselves to “share the pro- 
fits” of the theater. Early in 
1951 a motion was presented 
before the Borough Council to 
impose a five percent entertain- 
ment tax within the borough. 
This was to be in addition to a 
ten percent federal tax and 
ultimately affected Playhouse 
receipts almost exclusively. Pro- 
tests by the Directors and their 
attorney resulted in the tabling 
of the motion that year, but 
the matter was not to be drop- 
ped. 

In 1953 the motion was re- 
introduced. This time it was 
passed over the protests of rep- 
resentatives Of the Playhouse. 
Theron Bamberger pointed out 
to the Council that the town 
had already benefited from the 
Playhouse and would continue 
to do so. 

“Obviously it (Bucks Coun- 
ty Playhouse) has been one of 
the great factors in the recent 
growth of New Hope and the 
area around it. You can hardly 
find.a business which hasn't 
benefited by the fact that the 
Playhouse is here.” Mr. Bam-

berger then pointed out the 
narrow margin of profit involv- 
ed in theater investment and 
the fact that dividends had not 
been paid to the stockholders. 

Amusement taxes have been 
paid by the Playhouse for near- 
ly ten years. The cost, of course, 
must be passed on to the thea- 
ter-goer. Bucks County Play- 
house pays an average of $1,- 
000 a month, or between $5,- 
000 and $6,000 a season to 
the borough in amusement taxes 
alone. Subsequently the five 
percent levy was reduced to 
four percent which provided 
some relief. 

On September 14, 1953, 
only two days after the curtain 
fell on the final production ‘of 
his Playhouse career, Theron 
Bamberger died in Mt. Sinai 
Hospital in New York. His 
plans for a new theater in the 
area were shelved. Both Bucks 
County and the theatrical world 
mourned the loss of a great 
talent. 

Replacing Theron Bamberg- 
er in 1954 was Michael Ellis 
who has been producer of the 
group ever since. Ellis, a native 
of Wilkes-Barre, was recover- 
ing after five successive failures 
on Broadway, but despite his 
rather frightening record, the 
Playhouse Directors saw in him 
the talent, business mind and 
the flair needed to steer the 
Playhouse to a top place in 
American summer theater. 

Under Ellis, things began to 
change, but problems continued 
to plague the Playhouse. In 
1954 twenty-one plays were 
presented, a season's record 
for the Playhouse. This was the 
first of a series of successful 
efforts to lengthen the season. 
Over the following years the 
number of plays was again re-

LIFE IN BUCKS IN 1854 

What was life like in Bucks 
County a hundred or so years 
ago? We recently found some 
old books that concerned them- 
selves with Charlestown, which 
is now known as Trumbauer- 
sville in Upper Bucks County. 

At that time, Trumbauer- 
sville was a cigar making town, 
and residents could purchase 
a good cigar at the rate of tow 
to four for a cent. If you were 
thirsty, you could stop by the 
hotel and get a drink for three 
cents with a free cigar thrown 
in for good measure (No green 
stamps, though). Board at the 
hotel was $1.50 per week. 
Wages were not high - 50¢ 
a day was about standard for 
most any kind of work. 

A trip to the “big city” of 
Philadelphia was possible, by 
stage coach. Round trip took 
three days, and the fare was 
$1.50. 

The town name of Charle- 
stown was changed to Trumb- 
auersville in 1860. —P.B.

duced, but first alternate, and 
then every presentation was 
scheduled for a two week run. 

In the 1955 season, real dis- 
aster struck. Torrential rains 
had pelted the area for several 
days in mid-August and were 
especially hard on the 18th, but 
the morning of Friday, the 
19th, the sun shone brightly 
and the sky was clear. Still, as 
the higher areas drained, flood- 
waters began rising. 

The Playhouse staff was pre- 
pared for minor flooding and 
began moving properties to 
higher ground. As the floor of 
the auditorium became flooded

and then the seats, the efforts 
became more frantic. Organized 
as a human chain, the staff 
worked throughout the night 
to save what they could. 

By the morning of the 20th, 
access to the Playhouse could 
be gained only by means of a 
guide rope which was often 
under water. John Crowley, 
General Manager, was the last 
man out. At 7 a.m. the flood 
waters of the Delaware crested 
at a point two inches above the 
level of the stage floor. 

When the flood waters sub- 
sided, damage to the Play- 
house was estimated at $27,- 
000. Within ten days, the mud

and debris were cleared out, 
the appurtenances were put out 
in the sun to dry and the Play- 
house staff prepared to reopen. 
In two weeks and one day, 
when the village was again 
open to the public, the final 
scheduled show of the season 
was presented.

freedom and political privileges. 
In return for the payment of 
their passage, they offered their 
services for a required number 
of years. 

In Bucks County, in 1745, 
there were 32 indentured ser- 
vants. Three years before the 
Revolutionary War broke out, 
the number increased to 51. 

Richard Orcle, of Parrish of 
Siddenton, England, was one 
of those who travelled the de- 
vious path of servitude. 

He agreed with a ship cap- 
tain, in 1773, to serve in Penn- 
sylvania for five years, follow- 
ing his arrival in America. 

The agreement was sanction- 
ed at the port of Bristol and 
Orcle was taken to Philadel- 
phia. There, he was assigned to 
Joseph Sackett. In 1776, Sac- 
kett sold the balance of Orcle’s 
indenture to Captain Nathaniel 
Vansout for 7 pounds 10 shil- 
lings. 

Redemptionaries were con- 
sidered equal with any man 
once their indenture was ser- 
ved. But bitter experiences and 
unfair treatment filled them 
with a strong rebellion and a 
sense of justice flouted. 

Purchasers wouid, at times, 
find themselves in possession of 
a worthless servant who re- 
pudiated the bargain. But ser- 
vants, intoxicated at the time 
they were forced to sign an 
indenture, never knew what 
happened. For them, escape 
became a way of life. 

Astute travellers’ observa- 
tions and accounts bear sad 
commeniary on the Redemp- 
tionary Labor system. Men and 
women were denied the meager 
necessities of life. The master’s 
word was taken “ten to one” 
if any complaints were voiced 
and a servant was promised 
"licks for his pains" if he did 
complain. 

An indenture ended on a 
specified date but many con- 
sidered the system nothing less 
than actual slavery. A master 
had full control over his ser- 
vants. Public sentiment allowed 
him complete discretion in con- 
trolling them. Many were ill- 
treaded апі insufficiently 
clothed. 

Punishment was doled out to 
captured runaways according to 
the master’s whim. Heavy iron 
collars, engraved with the 
masters initial, were often 
placed around their necks to 
discourage further attempts. 

Fines were laid down for 
harboring runaways. Ten shil- 
lings, considered pittance by

the over-zealous *bounty-hunt- 
ers", was Offered as reward 
money and doubled a week 
later if the servant had not 
been found. . 

It was not unusal for ser- 
vants to be sold from master 
to master. If one master died 
or was unable to remain on his 
economic level, another was 
waiting. 

A servant, upon leaving his 
master's supervision, carried 
with him a pass stating his bus- 
iness. If a suspicious person 
was unable to give proper ac- 
count of himself or failed to 
produce a pass, he found him- 
self in jail. 

"Guilty until proven in- 
nocent" referred to all those 
who could not "prove" them- 
selves. If no master appeared, 
and some refused to be bother- 
ed, the suspected runaway was 
placed in the hands of an eager 
buyer. 

Determination and man's in- 
born desire for freedom ac- 
counted for the many attempts 
at escape. The servants chanced 
punishment and an extended 
period of servitude if captured. 
They ran with a price on their 
head. They were hunted down 
by those who cared more for 
the almighty dollar than the 
suffering of human life. Colo- 
nial newspapers wer livid with 
glowing descriptions of run- 
aways. They cited minute 


characteristics for all hunters to 
be on the lookout for. 

When it became necessary for 
the Redemptionary trade to 
reach into tne “back county”, 
one of the most horrendous 
abuses of the system was born. 

The "Soul-sellers" secured 
Redemptionaries at the port in 
large lots and drove them 
thiough the county, disposing 
of tnem at handsome profits, 
to waiting farmers. 

Their usual route was a cir- 
cular swing through the county, 
then back to Philadelphia. The 
servants were described as 
"well-disposed", "choice" and 
"handsome". The sale of the 
servants has been compared to 
"cattle being led to market and 
exposed in public as so many 
brute beasts." 

The "Soul-sellers" were im- 
migrants themselves who had 
come to America and adopted 
the business as a get-rich-quick 
scheme. Their trade was brisk 
till abolt 1785 when it died 
out because of the hordes of 
servants who escaped. 

Desparate runaways stole 
horses and boats and played 
servants to each other in their 


bid for freedom. Men and 
women, strangers to each 
other, assumed husband and 


wife relationship. 
One of the most condemna- 
tory outcries against the system

HEX SIGNS 

The “Hex” signs we see on 
barns throughout Bucks and 
neighboring counties are com- 
monly believed to be to ward 
off evil spirits. 

This is a myth. It is not gen- 
erally known, but no barns 
were painted with hex signs 
before 1840, and it is highly 
improbable that many, persons 
believed in hexes that late. 

Should this be true, hex 
signs would be found wherever 
the Pennsylvania Dutch lived, 
and this is not the case. You 
will not find barns with hex 
signs where the "plain" cultures 
live, thus adding to the argu- 
ment that they were purely for 
decorative purposes. 

The designs were all 
brought over f,om Europe, and 
no one has ever been able to 
establish that the designs were 
ever used in any part of Ger- 
many or Alsace except for de- 
corative purposes.—PR 


Bucks' First Bank 

The . Farmer's National 
Bank, now of Bristol was the 
first bank in Bucks County 
and opened at Hulmeville. It 
circulated it’s own currency, 
some of which is still around 
in local collections. — PR

was the separation of entire 
families for the indenture per- 
iod. Women were forced to sub- 
mit to the attentions of their 
masters to satisfy their ‘in- 
denture”. Some women left in- 
fants and children when a 
choice of freedom was granted 
them. 

If a servant choose to marry 
while indentured, his master’s 
permission was necessary. If 
married without it, one year of 
additional service was tagged 
onto his already existing inaen- 
ture. 

The Redemptionaries were 
adventuresome, resiless and dis- 
contented. They felt they had 
been deceived and decoyed by 
promises. Recognizing neither 
justice nor тога: allowance in 
tneir plight, they waited like 
caged animals. Sometimes their 
chance came. Wnen it did, they 
pounced on it like the caged 
animals they were. Some suc- 
ceeded. But travel across the 
rough terrain was inaccessable 
and many obstacles stood in 
their way. 

The system was thought to 
have aisappeared during the 
Revolutionary War. Tne im- 
portadon oi immigrants was 
halted. But in 1785, the system 
sprang again to the surface, 
fiouishing until the close of 
the first third of the 19th Cen- 
tury. 

From the standpoint of the 
Moral Law, was White Servi- 
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tude honorable? And did the 
harm it helped to create count- 
er-balance any good? 

It provided the panacea for 
the acute labor problem in the 
союпу and appeased the public. 
But it taught human beings to 
lie, cheat, steal and defraud. 

The sale and distribution of 
human life under the system 
degraded its good intentions. 
As will always be the case, 
there were those who would 
misuse a worthwhile endeavor 
to provide a taskless way of 
filling their pockets. The system 
provided them their opportu- 
nity. 

It also provided an early 
entry in the la.ge ledger of 
man’s inhumanity to man.

This is 
further amplified on page 127 
which states: "Political con- 
tributions or dues paid to an 
organization for the purpose of 
influencing voters are not de- 
ductible". I believe this state- 
ment is worthy of correction 
by Panorama. 


I do, however, heartly en- 
dorse the idea of donating to 
one's political party to defray 
expenses. If everyone did this, 
there would be no need of mak- 
ing charges and counter 
charges, because it would not 
exist.

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FAIR IDEA 


The First Annual Greater Bucks County Fair, held in 
Quakertown was, to put it mildly, a roaring success. Despite 
the storm that destroyed some tents, the fair attracted some 
90,000 persons during the run. It offered 41 exhibits, plus the 
exhibits entered by individuals. 

The Greater Bucks County Fair has outgrown its present 
grounds on it’s first year, and now are looking for a permanent 
site, somewhere in Bucks County. 

We suggest that perhaps Doylestown should be the site of 
the annual fair. Doylestown is not only the County Seat, but 
also is the geographical center of the County. It would be con- 
venient to get to from all parts of Bucks. Thus, it is the natural 
place to have a Greater Bucks County Fair.

However, we 
also feel as strongly that when false charges are lodged against 
a man, the same coverage given the accusation should be given 
his innocence. Without this assurance, many good honest men 
will not enter the political arena, and the public will lose their 
services. 

The American way has always been fair play. Let's try to 
revive that Spirit.

HAVING ACCESS TO a newspaper morgue for more than 
40 years, gave this reporter plenty of time to come across some 
interesting items, which may or may not be appropriate as we 
dedicate our new multi-million dollar Bucks County Courthouse.

We FOUND as a matter of record, that 822 gallons оѓ 
whiskey were consumed in the course of the erection of the 
Bucks County Home, now known as Neshaminy Manor Home. 
The character of the dedication ceremonies is not definitely 
known, but they doubtless were of a hilarious order, as the 
directors and two other equally benevolent gentlemen furnished 
the liquor at their private expense. 

Whiskey entered largely into the expense of construction of 
the home, as the 822 gallons indicate. About one-fourth of this 
amount is itemized as whiskey, at a cost of $94,770, the rest 
being conveniently included in the general item of “diet”, Com- 
pared with whiskey prices today the 1809 liquor tab seems re- 
sonable. The same amount of “Old Grand” today would cost 
about $19,000, while you might get more reasonable “Paul 
Revere” for $12,000.

WHEN JUDGE BOYER was president of the Kiwanis Club 
of Doylestown, I happened to be his secretary. Our club's great- 
est outing was one to the World's Fair in New York, where we 
were the guests of Mayor LaGuardia's secretary, the late Stanley 
Howe, of Bucks county. 

Judge Boyer was not exactly “down on" anyone who imbided 
in refreshments with an alcoholic content, although he never 
touched it. We were the guests on this day, of Edsel Ford in 
his private dining room on the World's Fair grounds. 

The late jurist was seated next to Frank Worthington, then 
manager of the Doylestown Maennerchor Society. When the 
order was taken for the luncheon “eye-opener”, Kiwanian 
Worthington asked the Judge whether “just for once", he would 

“take a chance” on some kind of wine. It was then that Judge 
Boyer heard some one nearby say (it might have been this re- 
porter), “ГЇЇ take cognac,’ 

“What's that?” asked the Judge, and his friend replied, 
“Your Honor, it is a superior wine made near Cognac, on the 
Charente in France . . . loosely, any French brandy; it is very 
mild, I know you will like it.” 

The Judge agreed to try it and did. He enjoyed his luncheon 
—which was delicious as I remember—but when I met him later

The 
punishment for this offense in the cases against William Wood 
and Thomas Folliet were $2,500 fine and a requirement that the 
defendants give bond with surety in the sum of $20,000 for 
their good behavior for a period of 12 months.

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OLD COURT HOUSE records reveal some interesting 
grand jury reports, and times have not changed much. When 
the late Judge Mahlon Stout received his grand jury report, 
May Sessions, 1904, a protest was made against Sunday base- 
ball playing in Bucks County, and the jury recommended its 
prohibition. 

Judge Stout replied that he did not think it was serious 
enough to warrant an indictment and declared that if it was a 
nuisance in any community, the persons annoyed could make 
complaint and enter prosecution. With A. R. Trumbower as 
foreman, the jury submitted this recommendation: “Whereas, it 
has been brought to our notice that Sunday baseball playing is 
becoming a nuisance in some parts of our county, we would 
recommend that the authorities take steps to prohibit the same, 
and especially at Parkland Park, near Langhorne Station." 

* * * ж * 

A BUCKS grand jury, January Session, 1901, with Arthur 
Chapman as foreman, recommended “that our Representatives 
enact a law of such rigor as may deter the widespread kidnapping 
of children over our State for the purpose of levying blackmail.” 

The late Judge Harmon Yerkes at the September Sessions, 
1903, received a grand jury report recommending that “several 
slates be replaced on the Court House roof that are now 
wanting”. 

Addressing the grand jury, November Sessions, 1904, Judge 
Mahlon Stout said that it had come to his knowledge that “a 
peculiar condition exists in certain portions of our county. This 
is particularly true of the lower end, where crime appears to 
run riot. This is due, perhaps to the fact that the section is 
crossed by several railroads and that there is a large industrial 
establishment there. As there is but one constable in most town- 
ships the apprehension of lawless characters is difficult.” 

In his same charge to the grand jury, Judge Stout called 
attention to the fact that there is considerable drunkenness upon 
the streets of Doylestown, and called attention to the fact and 
directed that the law be strictly enforced. “It is evident that the 
liquor was sold to the drunken men at the licensed houses in the 
borough and if the condition is continued, the proprietors may 
wake up some morning and find there are fewer licensed places 
in Doylestown than at present", the judge added. 

* * * ж * 


A DISTINGUISHED jurist and a personal friend of mine 
was the late Judge Calvin S. Boyer. He had addressed a Sunday 
School supper meeting and was reminiscing, how strong were 
the impressions made upon him by a book of Bible stories he 
was given as a child. As His Honor warmed up to his subject, 
he made a sweeping gesture with his hand as he announced: 

“I haven't forgotten one of those stories.” (Judge Boyer 
had a marvelous memory). Unfortunately for the Judge and 
his gesture, some one had pushed a glass of. water right in the 
path of his gesture—and his hand did a very thorough job of 
blitzkrieging. But His Honor was a quick-witted individual and, 
with a twinkle in his eye, he added to his comment about re- 
membering the Bible stories— 

“Not even the Deluge!”

As one enters the new circular County Courthouse, a 
visitor is somewhat breathless in „the astute elaborate- 
ness of the building. A wide circular hallway surrounds 
the five various floors in the center. The floors are in a 
glistening white marble and the walls throughout the 
entire building are plastered, and covered in a lovely, 
expensive canvas backed, handpainted, sprayed vinyl 
wallpaper. We were given to understand that the archi- 
tect Griswold took complete charge of the interior 
decorating which is achieved in a combination of gay, 
vivid colors and rich, natural woods with furniture in 
contemporary styling. The carpets used throughout the 
court rooms, jury rooms and the Judges’ chambers are 


all in bright colors to match or contrast to the indivi-. 


dual furnishings, and were completely hand-made in 
Puerto Rico. 

Three of the elaborately furnished and decorated 
courtrooms are on each of the first and third floors. The 
jury’s conference rooms occupy the second floor. The 
entire 4th floor is devoted to the handsomely furnished 
Lawyer’s lounge. The coral walls, set off the autumn 
shades of gold, green and oranges of the upholstered 
modern furniture. A complete pullman kitchen makes it 
possible for the attorney’s to completely relax. The 5th 
floor is entirely devoted to the Judges’ chambers.

FEATHERBED HILL 


Featherbed Hill is located in 
the western part of Doylestown 
Township, between New Britain 
and Castle Valley. *Featherb^d 
Hill,” whose graceful slopes rise 
to the northwest as a sheltering 
protection from the winds of 
winter, has borne its peculiar 
name from very early time, in- 
somuch that it is now difficult to 
ascertain why it was so called. 
One tradition assigns a trifling 
and whimsical cause. It is said 
that a traveler with a waggish 
turn of mind arrived at its sum- 
mit footsore and weary and wish- 
ed to lie down and rest himself. 
He accidentally found a stray 
feather, and jocularly laying it 
on a rock, he concluded that it 
would answer for the rudiments 
of a feather bed, and contentedly 
laid down for repose." There is 
another. version of this story. 
While a man was moving his 
household goods across the hill 
on the Almshouse Road in a 
wagon, a strong gust of wind 
ripped open a seam in a feather- 
bed and scattered the contents 
over the trees and shrubs on the 
hill, producing a curious spectacle 
that suggested the name. Feather- 
bed Hill is one of the few places 
in the county where the rare 
Wild Lupine may be found. —

Dedication of the ultramod- 
ern Bucks County Courthouse 
costing some $7-million-plus, 
took place just 199 years after 
the first session of court in 
Bucks county was held in a 
small dwelling on the Delaware 
River near Morrisville. 

Saturday, September 29, 
1962, “Dedication Day”, goes 


down as another of numerous. 


historical dates in Bucks coun- 
ty. We now have one of the

most modern county court- 
houses in the United States. 

In years gone by, after that 
first session of court was held 
at the house of Gilbert Wheel- 
er, March 4, 1763 near Morris- 
ville, county seats were located 
at Bristol and Newtown. 


The first court session held 
in Doylestown was on May 11, 
1813, in a court building that 
also housed the county jail. It 
was located adjacent to where

Writer Russ Thomas doesn't remember these two build- 


ings, Bucks County Jail on Court Street in the 1880's 
and next to it, the first Court House in Doylestown. 
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the familiar brownstone court- 
house, demolished in 1960, to 
make way for our present “ра]- 
ace of justice", once stood. 

*Old Brownstone" was built 
in 1877-78. The contract price 
for the building, erected with 
old quarried stone, was $71,- 
375, but heating, lighting and 
plumbing brought the cost to 
$100,000., including architec- 
tural fees of Hutton & Ord, 
Philadelphia. 

The last public meeting in 
the original courthouse in Doy- 
lestown was held on July 16, 
just 85 years ago. It was a 
temperance meeting. A cotillion 
party was held four days later 
and on July 27 there was a 
meeting held to recruit men for 
State Militia to assist in putting 
down railroad riots. 

The cornerstone for “Old 
Brownstone” that was demol- 
ished two years ago was laid 
October 3, 1878, and the first 
session of court in that building 
was held on September 9, 
1878. A laborer was killed dur- 
ing the erection of the brown- 
stone courthouse. 

One of the early meetings of 
the now defunct Bucks County 
Teachers Institute that was held 
annually in “Old Brownstone” 
was a musical program consist- 
ing entirely of selections on a 
mouth organ played by a Doy- 
lestown barber, who was in- 
troduced to the audience as 
“Professor Н”. While he ac- 
quitted himself with credit, it 
was evident that music as a 
social feature of the Institute 
had reached a pretty low ebb. 

Erection of “Old Brown- 
stone” in 1878 provoked agita- 
tion for several years without 
success, with many reasons 
against it. Among them was 
“the great expense” but the old 
courthouse of earlier vintage 
lacked modern conveniences. 


Quite a change from the new multi-million dollar ediface 


It required two grand juries 
to pass the directive calling for 
“Old Brownstone” to be built. 
The cornerstone was laid at 
5 p.m., Wednesday afternoon, 
Oct. 3, 1877. General W. W. 
H. Davis made an address, his 
remarks being recorded in 
“Doylestown Old and New”, a 
book written by General Davis, 
and published by my father, 
the late A. K. Thomas, in 
1905. 

At the ground-breaking for 
“Old Brownstone”, the first 
shovel of earth was dug by 
George Lear, a member of the 
Bar and, at that time, attorney 
general of Pennsylvania. 

Shortly after “Old Brown- 
stone” was finished, some of 
the heavy glass around the 
dome was broken and fell 
through the stained glass sky- 
light over the court room to the 
floor below, causing $300 
damage. 

The dedication address by 
General Davis was widely pub- 
licized. 

“If the courthouse be a 
temple, wherein justice is en- 
shrined, the attorneys are the 
priests who minister at the al- 
tar,” said the general in his 
opening remarks. 

“The spotless Goddess which 
presides in this cloister, ac- 
cepts the devotion of no un- 
worthy worshipper. A profes- 
sion which embodies the legal 
learning of the world; which 
has been the safeguard of con- 
stitutional liberty since the 
the Magna Charta was wrested 
from unwilling monarch; which 
divides, with the Christian 
minister, meeting at the bedside 
of the dying, and adjusts the 
most delicate affairs of life, 
cannot afford to have a blot on 
his robe. 

“When finished, the blind

The story of The Bucks County Playhouse 


1939 saw the beginning of a 
sensational love affair in Bucks 
County, a love affair between 
the newly formed Bucks Coun- 
ty Playhouse and the great 
names of Broadway and the 
“big time”, a love affair which 
has lasted for twenty-three 
years. 

The beauties of the Bucks 
countryside and its own parti- 
cular brand of solitude played

an important part in this theat- 
rical seduction. Here the stars 
could escape from their public 
and their stardom, and become 
just another neighbor. As a re- 
sult, a steady artistic commuta- 
tion began which was to draw 
the stars and artists to Bucks 
and the artistic products of 
Bucks to Broadway and the 
“big time.”

Play- 
house Director Mike Ellis has 
two exciting new plays open- 
ing in Manhattan this Dec- 
ember. S. J. Perelman’s “The 
Beauty Part” had its initial run 
in New Hope during the 1961 
season. A satire on the amateur 
in “art”, the idea for the play 
was developed at Perelman’s 
home near New Hope. 

Mike Ellis received a call 
from Perelman’s agent one day 
suggesting that the three of 
them get together to hash over 
some ideas that Perelman had 
for a new play. A meeting fol- 
lowed at the Perelman home 
and the result was the commis- 
sioning of “The Beauty Part” 
for a trial run at the Playhouse. 

The other Ellis production 
will be Robert Noel’s “The 
Advocate”. This play was de- 
veloped along more convention- 
al lines. Novice playwright Noel 
was working for Goodson and 
Todman dreaming up ideas for 
television game shows. His 
agent submitted the script to 
Ellis for consideration. Ellis 
thought it had that magic 
“something” which makes a hit. 
Asa result it opened in 1962 at 
the Playhouse. 

Among those appearing in 
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“The Advocate” on Broadway 
this winter will be a longtime 
Playhouse staff member and re- 
sident of New Hope, Business 
Manager John Crowley. Crow- 
ley will appear as Inspector 
Falcone, the role he played 
when the play opened in New 
Hope. 

Crowley has just completed 
his twelfth season at the Play- 
house, making him one of the 
senior staff members. A chance 
meeting with Theron Bamberger 
at the Sycamore Lodge Kennels 
in Centre Bridge led to the 
close association between thea- 
ter lover Crowley and the in- 
comparable Bamberger. Later 
Crowley was to find an equally 
strong relationship with Direc- 
tor Mike Ellis. 

John Crowley is one of 
those whose love of the thea- 
ter seems destined to draw him, 
despite all odds, into participa- 
tion in some aspect of the per- 
forming arts. Crowley is a na- 
tive Philadelphian, a graduate 
of St. Joseph’s Prep School and 
St. Joseph’s College. Although 
he was officially enrolled in pre- 
law in college, extra-curricular 
work in dramatics was ultimate- 
ly more exciting. 

After his graduation, Crow- 
ley organized Orchestra Bureau 
of Philadelphia, a booking 
agency in which he still holds an 
interest. Meanwhile he found 
time to direct little theater 
groups in Philadelphia and 
Vineland, New Jersey. During 
the 1949 and 1950 seasons he 
was Business Manager for the 
Bryn Mawr College Summer 
Theater. That winter he met 
Bamberger, and since the Play- 
house Business Manager was 
going to Europe for the sum- 
mer, Crowley took his place 
and remained. 

In 1956 Crowley, along with 
Mike Ellis and two other Play- 
house staff members, was at 
in Coconut Grove Theatre in 
Miami for the opening season. 
During part of the 1961 sea- 
son, he served as company 
manager of the Ellis proluction, 
“Come Blow Your Horn.” 


During the winters, John 
likes to call himself a “country 
bum”, doing all the things he 
doesn’t have time for during 
the Playhouse season. Actually 
however, his schedule is equal- 
ly busy then. 

For four years Crowley was 
dramatic coach at Valley Forge 
Military Academy. For five 
winters he has served as union 
manager of the playhouse in 
Wilmington. In addition, there 
is considerable paper work to 
do for the coming season in 
New Hope including early plan- 
ning, mailing lists, theater par- 


ties and season subscriptions. 

John, his wife, Sarah, and 
their daughter Juanita Ann, 9, 
live on Solebury Mountain 
Road. 

Another Staff member who 
will be with the Ellis produc- 
tions in New York in December 
will be Assistant Producer, 
Walter Perner, Jr. Wally start- 
ed as a Playhouse apprentice in 
September 1954 between his 
graduation from New York 
University and his Army ser- 
vice. 

After serving his two year 
tour, Walley held several jobs 
in the theater, and a few out- 
side it. According to Wally, he 
was associated with a short run 
Broadway show and a short 
run off-Broadway show. He 
was assistant producer in an 
unsuccessful summer theater 
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venture. Outside of the theater, 
he worked as an assembler on 
the Chevrolet line and as a tele- 
phone lineman. 

In 1958 after renewing his 
friendship with Mike Ellis, 
Wally went back to school, this 
time to learn shorthand and 
typing in order to become 
Mike's secretary. In 1960 he 
produced a movie. The follow- 
ing year he became Assistant 
Producer of the Playhouse. 

Working with Mike Ellis has 
been an unbeatable experience 
for Wally Perner. As the Broad- 
way openings near, he will 
have the opportunity to as- 
sume even more responsibility 
at the Playhouse. 

One of Wally Perner's jobs 
recently has been to help Mike 
read through the piles of new 
manuscripts which flood the 


Playhouse office each year. 
These new plays have become 
the life blood of the New Hope 
theater and are becoming more 
important each season. 

The Bucks County Play- 
house has always been a pione- 
er in experimentation, but 
probably never to the extent 
that it has been in the past few 
seasons. This is true because 
Mike Ellis believes that this 


is the only way to pursue the | 


real purpose of summer theater. 

The Playhouse can experi- 
ment to the extent it does be- 
cause of its high professional 
reputation and because its audi- 
ences are sure of the highest 
possible professional perform- 


ance, regardless of the quality | 


of the play. The Playhouse

latively stable core of season 
subcribers who get a thrill out 
of being on the "inside". year 
after year. 

Each year about 250 man- 
uscripts for new plays are deli- 
vered to the Playhouse office 
and the Ellis home. About 75 
percent of these are submitted 
by agents, and the rest by erst- 
while playwrights themselves. 
Each play is read over by at 
least one staff member. 

Promising plays are reread, 
each time more carefully, keep- 
ing in mind production techni- 
ques, casting and rewriting pos- 
sibilities. Then a final decision 
is made and the author is noti- 
fied. 

Where do these aspiring 
playwrights come from? The 
author of “The Beer Goes Na- 
tional" was in the advertising 
business in Illinois. He had 
several plays produced there, 
but this was his first produc- 
tion in the East. 

Most of the new playwrights 
whose plays are accepted how- 
ever, are working at their writ- 
ing full time. Very seldom does 
a first play make the grade. 
Most playwrights have had pro- 
ductions either in college or 
community theater or both. 
These seem to be the best train- 
ing grounds available today. 


Financially, the experimen- 
tation with new plays is very 
risky, but occasionally it pays 
off. Director Mike Ellis has had 
this happen. He says, “You 
can't make any money on the 
summer theater. At least the 
Playhouse is not and never 
has been a money making pro- 
position, as far as I’m con- 
cerned.” 

"It is worth the effort how- 
ever, for two reasons. Its re- 
putation helps me to open doors

that would otherwise be closed 
to me. That's very important 
in this business. The other rea- 
son is that it is an experimental 
ground for new plays." 

“You make the money by 
trying the new plays. I found 
Come Blow Your Horn, in my 
seventh year at the Playhouse, 
The Beauty Part, in my eighth 
and The Avocate, in my ninth. 
I've already made more money 
on Come Blow Your Horn, 
than in the whole previous 
seven years. But I'm not overly 
optimistic. If both of the others 
should succeed, it would be a 
miracle." 

The theater business and 
particularly that of summer 
theater is a complicated and 
capricious one. The Bucks 
County Playhouse, for example, 
must gross $7200 a week to 
break even and make a small 
profit. The top possible gross 
is $9000. But when one bad 
week comes up, it takes four 
or five good weeks to make up 
for it. 

A gross income of $7200 
seems like a lot, but it isn't 
compared to some of the “big 
time" summer theaters with 
large seating capacities. One, 
for example, can gross up to 
$26,000, and most average 
between $12,000 and $15,000. 

The Bucks County Play- 
house successfully 
with the large capacity houses 
only by keeping operating costs 
at a minimum. One method of 
doing this has been to establish 
a $1,000 ceiling on salary pay- 
ment to the "stars" and stick- 
ing to it without exception. 
This, of course, is nothing com- 
pared to what some of the 
“stars” ask and get other places. 
The big names accept this be- 
cause they know that the salary 
is fixed and that nobody gets 


Doylestown any more. 
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competes. 


The plays that form the sea- 
son’s program at the Playhouse 
are chosen because they fall 
into one of three categories. 1) 
They have not played in Phila- 
delphia at all. 2) They failed 
on Broadway, but benefiting 
from the experience there,, 
changes could be made to im- 
prove them. 3) They are new 
plays that show the promise of 
success. All of these plays will 
usually draw good crowds. 

"The Miracle Worker" this 
season was an exception. It 
played Philadelphia twice and 
despite this, was the best run 
at the Playhouse this year. The 
fact that a play is made into a 
movie usually hurts, but ap- 
parently in this case, it didn’t. 

This Playhouse production, 
of the story of Helen Keller 
and her devoted and inspired 
teacher, was an exception in 
another way too. Director Ellis 
normally does not permit 
members of the cast to take the 
same part at the Playhouse that 
they have previously played 
elsewhere. Ellis believes that 
this brings a fresh approach 
from the actors and more im- 
portant, that members of the 
cast don’t have to “unlearn” 
the instructions of previous di- 
rectors. Because of the nature, 
of the’ story of “The Miracle 
Worker”, however it was 
necessary to deviate from this 
rule. 

Ellis has set up other guides 
for casting too. For example, 
there is no longer a resident 
cast in New Hope. With one 
play in production and another 
in rehearsal, Ellis believes that 
the only way he can get the ex- 
tensive rehearsal time he needs 
is by bringing in a new cast for 
each production. Casting is done 
entirely in New York and even 
local residents, who are often

Other theatrical personali- 
ties made their mark, came to 
the County to live, and found 
themselves performing on home 
ground as well. In 1941 theater 
history was made when local 
residents, Moss Hart and 
George S. Kaufman appeared 
with playwright ^ Sheridan 
Whiteside and comedian Harpo 
Marx in an imcomparable pre- 
sentation of “The Man Who 
Came to Dinner.” Mrs. Moss 
Hart, actress Kitty Carlisle, 
also made frequent appear- 


ances. 

From their farm in Newtown 
have come Ezra Stone and his 
lovely wife, Sara Seegar, to ap- 
pear both individually and to- 
gether. Other New Hope resi- 
dents and real professionals are 
Frances Reid and her husband, 
Philip Boerneuf.

“This house having a neat 
appearance, I walked in and 
found the interior to corre- 
spond with the exterior. It being 
Court week, the house was 
nearly full of company, yet it 
was as quiet as a private dwel- 
ling.

Goddess, with poised scales, 
will open wide her portals, and 
summon her worshippers «to 
consecrate this new temple to 
the cause of Justice, Mercy and 
Truth.” 

The famous Doylestown 
Centennial was celebrated in 
1878, the year “Old Brown- 
stone” was completed. 


One of the interesting events 
concerning “Old Brownstone”, 
in addition to many exciting 
and interesting trials, took place 
on October 21, 1899. On this 
occasion, Hon. John Wanamak- 
er presented to Bucks County, 
the historic painting, entitled 
“The Rescue of the Colors" of 
the 104th Pennsylvania Regi- 
ment, at the Battle of Fair 
Oaks, May 31, 1862. The 
painting was consigned to the 
Bucks County Historical Socie- 
ty, after hanging in the arbitra- 
tion room of “Old Brownstone” 
for some time. 

The last court conducted in 
Newtown was May 10, 1813 
and the proclamation for the 
first court to be held in Doyles- 
town was issued by President 
Judge Bird Wilson on April 
28, 1813. 

The Bucks County Commis- 
sioners bough the land on which 
the original Doylestown court- 
house was located, from the 
administrators of Nathan She- 
well, for one dollar, on May 
12, 1810, and the original 
building was completed in the 
spring of 1813.

The carpenter work was 
done by Levi Bond, of New- 
town; the mason work by Tim- 
othy. The wages were one 
dollar a day, working without 
regard to hours. The plans 
were drawn by Jonathan Smith, 
of Mount Holly, N. J., and he 
was allowed $349.23 for his 
services and 131 days for per- 
sonal attendance. 

The whole cost of the ori- 
ginal Doylestown courthouse 
and the jail next to it was $43,- 
700.02. 


The ancient courts of Bucks 
County were much more largely 
attended than some are today. 
This is indicated by the large 
number of eating and drinking 
booths set up about the court- 
house during the various ses- 
sions. In those days there were 
no newspapers and paragraph- 
ers to go over the field of gossip 
and small talk and rake in the 
last shred of information. The 
news in those days was carried 
by word of mouth, and “court 
time” was the great occasion to 
‘trade bits of news afloat in far 
off neighborhoods.

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“Court time” was the ex- 
change where the man from the 
wilderness of the Blue Ridge, 
and the more highly-favored 
citizen, living along the lower 
reaches of the Delaware, traded 
the twaddle of the widely sun- 
dered localities. 

Our new “Palace of Justice” 
may look strange to some folks 
from the outside, but an hour 
or two spent within the walls 
of the Administration Building, 
which cost at least $3-Million, 
and the Judicial Wing, which 
cost another $3 or $4-million, 
will convince you that it is one 
of the finest county courthouses 
in the United States. 

The new courthouse was 
planned by a Republican-con-: 
trolled board of county com- 
missioners. A Democratic-con- 
trolled board was in operation 
when the first unit was built 
and a Republican - controlled 
board dedicated the Admini- 
stration Building and the Judi- 
cial Wing. 

This observer is of the opin- 
ion that Carroll, Grisdale and 
VanAlen, Philadelphia archi- 
tectural firm and Fred F. Martin, 
Doylestown, associate architect, 
did a first-class job in planning 
the new Courthouse.

SOME FACTS ON 
SELLERSVILLE 

In 1790 Samuel Sellers 
bought four acres on the old 
Bethlehem Pike, and there 
built Sellers Tavern. Around 
this tavern grew what we now 
know as Sellersville. A post 
office was opened there in 
1820, and the town remained 
to be known as Sellers Tavern 
until it was changed to Seller- 
sville in 1874, the same year 
the borough was incorporated. 

Samuel Sellers was a man 
of great ability. He was sheriff 
of Bucks County in 1812 and 
was elected to the Legislature 
im 1816. At one time he was 
owner of the Clear Spring 
Hotel on N. Main St. in Doyles- 
town, but never operated it. 

The first stage line through 
Sellersville was established in 
1742. In 1791, records show 
that the stage left the Sun Inn 
in Bethlehem at 5 AM Monday 
morning, came through Quak- 
ertown, Sellersville and on 
into Philadelphia, arriving 
there late Tuesday afternoon. 

The first railroad came 
through Sellersville in 1856.

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brugger’s

I was all arms and legs, a gawky kid with a head of 
hair which never stayed down and an Adam’s apple 
which sometimes did. I was exactly what I looked like: 
a thirteen year old country oaf, fresh out of eight grades 
at the Pipersville Elementary Schoo] (all two rooms of 
it). It was September, 1937, and Doylestown High stood 
tall and terrifying before me, buzzing with more people 
that I had seen in a lifetime of crashing Sigafoos-Ziegen- 
fuss family reunions at the Knights of the Golden Eagle 
Memorial Park. If the academic aspects of Doylestown’s 
hallowed halls frightened me, they soon became in- 
cidental to the social hurdles which lay ahead. 

Doylestown High had a social structure as unique as 
its Victorian architecture. There was no “wrong side of 
the tracks” to come from because even the Reading 
Railroad knew better than to go any farther once it 
had come to the edge of town. High School society 
formed itself into two groups, the town kids and the 
country yokels. If you were an “in” town kid you lived 
on State Street or your cousin did and that was just about 
the same thing. If you were from the country you had 
certain things to prove before you were accepted. If, for 
instance, you played football it didn’t matter where your 
life began or how your name ended; you were in. Coach 
Bill Wolfe settled my social status the first day in gym. 
“Brugger!,” he roared, “you kick it, you don’t bat it.” I 
was not about to become a footballer and as far as I was 
concerned I had no intention of making State Street 
society any other way. But I had an aunt. And she lived 
on the street. 

If my aunt could forgive me for having been born in 
Pipersville, she couldn’t forgive me for still looking like 
I was bron in Pipersville thirteen years later. Defying 
the ancient maxim that you can take the boy out of the 
country but not the country out of the boy, my aunt 
was determined to give me Doylestown grooming and 
Doylestown manners. And that was how I met Miss 
Cherry. Miss Cherry presided over State Street’s younger 
society through the “Miss Cherry School of the Dance”, 
an early experiment in group therapy, which she con- 
ducted one night a week in the hall above the Loyal 
Order of the Moose. If I didn’t belong on a football 


field I didn’t belong in a dancing class, either, but Miss’ 


Cherry and my Aunt Mathilda were determined and I 
was signed, sealed and delivered before I could gulp an 
“I don’t wanta”. 

Miss Cherry was a very proper woman who believed 
little boys and little girls should keep their proper dis- 
tance and a whole generation of proper Doylestown 
kids grew up dancing that way, arms held high, pumping 
the thin air in the hall above the Moose. I had every 
intention of following the basic rules except that my 
partner that first night was more girl than any girl that I 
had ever seen before and in order to get around the 
room and especially to get around her I had to hang on 
for dear life. If it was my Aunt Mathilda’s idea that I 
was better off grappling with that teen-age Amazon than 
talking baseball at Harry Nelson’s barber shop then my 
Aunt Mathilda was off her rocker. I see a certain re- 
strained refinement now watching the young people do- 
ing the TWIST, remembering, as I do that first class and 
the Freudian nightmare of trying to escape that girl and 
a Strauss waltz. (She was from the country, too, and I’ve 
often wondered why in the hell she didn’t go out for 
football.)

UNKNOWN SOLDIER Stirs Memory: For many reasons 
at this time of the year this reporter's thoughts wander back to 
World War I days as we observe Veterans Day, once known 
as Armistice Day. 

Back in 1921, for those who do not remember, a joint 
resolution of Congress cleared the way for a soldier killed in 
France in the war that had just ended, to be brought back to: 
the United States and buried with the greatest of honors a grate- 
ful nation could bestow. He was to represent all the soldiers, 
sailors and marines who were killed in World War I. 

As a member of the news staff of the original "Stars & 
Stripes" newspaper in Paris (First Censor & Press Company, 
Serial Number 2349778), I was informed of the advance plans 
for this event. It was planned that four unidentified American 
bodies would be exhumed from Meuse-Argonne, St. Mihiel, 
Somme and Aisne-Marnes military cemeteries. This was done. 

The bodies were placed in similar coffins. Great care was 
taken to assure that the identity as to their name, rank, organiza- 
tion, service on the battlefield on which they fell, should remain 
forever unknown—only that they belonged to the American 
Expeditionary Forces. 

They were placed in a small improvised chapel in the City 
Hall at Chalons-Sur-Marne, France, a spot quite familiar to 
some Bucks county World War I veterans. 

Sergeant Edward F. Younger, who had been wounded in 
action, was chosen from the A. E. F. to select the one. (Com- 
rade Younger died in 1942 and is buried in Arlington National 
Cemetery). 

How Sgt. Younger, a Chicagoan passed through a line of 
French and American troops and entered the chapel in the 
French town, knelt and prayed for divine guidance, and then 
moved slowly among the flag-draped coffins and finally laid a 
spray of white roses upon one of them, is now a matter of 
record. 

This coffin was then placed in a specially prepared casket 
which bore the inscription: 

“AN UNKNOWN AMERICAN SOLDIER WHO GAVE’ 
HIS LIFE IN THE GREAT WAR”.

The body was then taken to LeHavre and put aboard the 
U.S.S. Olympia, the old flag-ship of Admiral Dewey. It was 
borne across the Atlantic and up the Potomac River, the most 
impressive passage of all time. 

The Olympia arrived in Washington November 9, and the 
casket was taken to the rotunda of the Capitol where the body 
rested on the same catafalque that had borne the form of Abe 
Lincoln.

Reminisces

Come November, and to one who has spent considerable 
` time here on earth, thoughts turn to the fast-passing year and the 
current season. Once upon a time November's big event was 
Thanksgiving Day when families got together for a day of fel- 
lowship and feasting.

Undoubtedy many awkward kids did become proper 
young ladies and proper young gentlemen in that hall.

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What do you think of when 
you think of an old-fashioned 
Thanksgiving in the country? 
No doubt, you envision a large 
dining room table laden with 
fruit, a pitcher of amber cider 
and dishes of ruby cranberry 
sauce, while the kitchen sends 
out aromas of brown-crusted 
turkey in the oven and the side- 
board groans with its load of 
pumpkin and mince pies and 
bowls of nuts and raisins.

Mrs. Child was an estab- 
lished author in the mid 1800s

and may have experienced 
Thanksgiving of abundance 
on her farm. But generally 
speaking, in the last century and 
the earlier part of this, in the 
countrysides of America, 
Thanksgivings of abundance 
tive - gathering - together-of-the 
family holiday that it is today 

. or that legend would lead 
us to believe it was in the past. 

Take Bucks County, for ex- 
ample, some fifty years ago. 
Most of the inhabitants lived 
on farms. Although they were 
steeped deep in snow by 
Thanksgiving, — there the 
traditional picture ends. 

“Most farmers were too busy 
to celebrate Thanksgiving," re- 
calls one Bucks Countian who 
came here in the early 1900s as 
a bride of a farmer. Farm folk 
worked hard harvesting, caring 
for the cattle and preparing for 
the winter. In addition, one 
morning a week, produce and 
fowl had to be taken into the 


Philadelphia market for sale. 
This program was a farmer's 
livelihood and everything else 
became secondary to it. 
Thanksgiving had to consist of 
whatever was on hand. Some- 
times it was chicken or pork or 
beef. Turkeys were not used ex- 
tensively anywhere in those 
days as they were not raised 
on the wide scale they are to- 
day. Nor were refrigeration 
methods for shipments known, 
making the marketing of tur- 
keys much more limited and 
much more dear. Few people 
could afford the “Ыга of tradi- 
tion", even in the cities. 

The day before the great 
November holiday, farmers 
were busy taking their food 
supplies into the city markets. 
By the next day everyone was 
too tired to make a fuss over 
Thanksgiving. They would 
have the usual main dinner of 
the day, seldom more festive 
than any other. It was a day of 


rest and thoughtful prayers of 
gratitude and that was all. Re- 
latives did not visit, as travel- 
ing was not easy on snow-crust- 
ed roads. Also each family had 
enough of its own to feed... 
and that was all it could afford. 

Thanksgiving and its talk of 
turkeys does evoke special 
memories for one elderly lady 
in the county, whose recollec- 
tions go back to her childhood 
on a farm where her family did 
raise turkeys. Every time the 
sky clouds over to this дау... 
she can hear her mother's voice 
calling “Hurry children! Get 
the turkeys in! "It's going to 
rain And off the children 
would have to scurry to hunt 
the turkeys over acres of land, 
waist-high in clover. The old 
mother turkey would see them 
coming and invariably hide 
among the red leaves of the 
dock plant, where she knew she 
would be difficult to spot. But

What shall we do to pre- 
serve the American dollar and 
all that it represents to us in 
secure purchasing power and 
national economic safety? I 
wonder if anyone else running 
for office in Bucks and Lehigh 
has ever had to pay the enor- 
mous taxes that I have had to 
pay in certain years? I know 


‘how dismal it is to give to the 


government nearly ninety cents 
of every dollar I earn, and I 
don't like to do it. As a man 
not eligible for Social Security, 
I know how tough it is to save 
money for my old age. In eco- 
nomics I am a cautious, careful 
man because I have found that 
I had to be. If anyone can be 
a watchdog of the dollar, if 
anyone can work to keep taxes 
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down, I am that man. 

Finally, on an important im- 
mediate problem like providing 
elderly people some way of 
paying for unexpected hospital 
bills, what are we going to do? 
I have said repeatedly in Bucks 
County that because I have in 
my own family four elderly 
women who have worked hard 
to serve this nation, I know 
something of the problems of 
medical care for the aged. | 
have promised that if I am 
elected, I will work diligently 
to pass a bill that will provide 
(1) adequate hospital expenses, 
(2) for all elderly people, (3) 
without a degrading pauper’s 
test, (4) to be paid for the 
taxation at about one dollar a 
month, (5) under a system 
that will not be socialistic, and 
(6) in a way that will not in- 
terfere with the great doctor- 
patient relationship that exists 
in our country today. I am for 
medical care for the elderly. 

I am therefore ashamed that 
my opponent tried to pull the 
wool over the public’s eyes by 
trotting out a bill which he 
called his own but which was 
already а discredited bill 
brought in by another Con- 
gressman. The Curtin Bill for 
medical care is a cynical trick. 
Congressman Curtin had noth- 
ing to do with this bill. He 
copied it word for word from 
the Cramer Bill, brought in by 
a Congressman from Florida, 
who in turn copied it word for 
word from the Bow Bill, a no- 
good piece of legislation 
dreamed up by a gentleman 
from Ohio. The only reason 
why Mr. Curtin tried to palm 
off this trickery was that he 
wanted to make believe that 
he, too, was for medical care. 
One look at the phony bill 
proves he wasn't. 

For all these reasons | do 
most humbly beg the voters of 
Bucks and Lehigh to study my 
record. Check on what I have 
done. See how I have served 
my district: and my nation in 
the more than half a century 
that I have lived in Bucks 
County. I assure every voter 
that in the years to come I will 
continue to work at doing a 
good job.

Harness 


Racing

Early this summer it was an- 
nounced that the plans for the 
new Liberty Bell Harriess Rac- 
ing track had been altered to 
eliminate the construction. of 
part of the track facilities in 
Bensalem Township, Bucks 
County. To many people this 
was Bucks County's fleeting 
life in the harness racing world. 


It is a fact however that for 
more than 240 years, harness 
racing personalities and their 
fastest horses have emerged 
from obscure corners of Bucks 
and have left their names in 
the hearts of sportsmen. 

In a crude form, harness rac- 
ing has been popular in Amer- 
ica ever since there were roads 


wide enough for two horses 
and wagons to move abreast. 
Harness racing or road racing 
as it was often called, was 
everyman’s sport because a 
horse was a necessity for even 
the poorest farmer or trap- 
per. In addition the horse was 
a readily available source of 
entertainment. Surprisingly 
enough, horses with the most 
obscure backgrounds often 
produced outstanaing perfoim- 
ances, so everyone had a 
chance. “Brushing”, as this in- 
formal racing was called, took 
place whenever two men and 
their horses met, especially on 
the way to church or to market. 

Harness racing really began 
to come into its own in Bucks 
County about 1829. The 
American Turf Register of 
1831 reports, “About four 
years ago, Philadelphia and 
its neighborhood became vac- 
cinated with this trotting mania 
and now farmers are beginning 
to see the advantage of raising 
this kind of cattle.” 

As towns and villages grew, 
so did the sport and its en- 
thusiasts. It wasn’t unusual for 
a village to set up its own track 
and establish a regular race day 
to try out the local road 
horses. By 1843 there were 
formal trotting tracks at many 
of the major cities including 
Philadelphia and Trenton. 
Between 1869 and 1875 the 
number of official harness 
tracks in the United States and 
Canada increased threefold. 

Harness racing had a much 
earlier start in Bucks County 
however. Under the provisions 
of the first charter of Bristol 
in 1720, there was the author- 
ization for holding two annual 
fairs in May and October. Rac- 
ing was part of the fair pro- 
gram. As early as 1722, the 
Bristol Bath Springs were 
popular gathering places and 


the Springs together with the 
semi- annual races drew sport- 
ing persons from all parts of the 
country. 

According to a booklet pub- 
lished by the Friends Meeting, 
“horse racing, drinking, gamb- 
ling and stealing prevailed.” 
The Grand Jury was also aware 
of the evils of such activity, 
but the Bristol fairs continued 
until 1796. 

During the lifetime of the 
Bristol fairs, one of the great- 
est horses in the world found 
his way to the Bristol racing 
center. An Irish sporting 
gentleman named Benger was 
tne owner of a large farm about 
three miles below Bristol on 
the banks of the Delaware ad- 
joining the site of the historic 
"Bristol College". Benger was 
a firm believer in the value of 
fine horseflesh. In 1788 he 
purchased the famous horse, 
"Messenger" from the brother 
of the Duke of York. Messen- 
ger was then put on board a 
ship bound for Philadelphia. 

The legend goes that as 
Messenger was led across the 
gangplank at the Philadelphia 
wharf, he sniffed the air of 
free America, broke away 
from his grooms, and showing 
no ill effects from his long and 
confining trip, carried them 
with him on a headlong charge 
through the streets of the city. 

Messenger was an English 
blooded stallion with a flea- 
bitten grey coat. He was no 
impressive beauty and no trot- 
ter. It was as the sire of trot- 
ters that Messenger was to win 
his place in immortality, as the 
creator of a new and unbeat- 
able family of road horses. 
Messenger remained in Bristol 
only five years, but during that 
period his service to farmers 
and racing enthusiasts alike 
gave local stock an astonishing 
and valuable boost.

DELAWARE CANAL 

The Lehigh Coal and Naviga- 
tion Company began the con- 
struction of the Delaware Valley 
Canal at Bristol in 1827. It was 
opened to New Hope in 1830, and 
to Easton two years later. The 
cost was $1,374,750.00 for the 60 
miles constructed. It had a 
width of 40 feet, and a depth of 
5 feet, with an approximate lift 
of 170 feet. In 1858 it was sold 
to the Sunbury and Erie Railroad 
Company by the state, and later 
the same year was sold to The 
Delaware Valley Canal Company 
and leased to The Lehigh Valley 
Coal and Navigation Company 
in 1886 for 99 years. The canal 
is now a state park, offering 
tourists one of the rare glimpses 
into the past. 
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It isn’t too early to begin 
your plans for making the 
many delicacies that have be- 
come a tradition of the holiday 
season. Preparing fruitcakes, 
plum puddings and many beau- 
tiful cookies take a lot of time 
and energy. But the superlative 
results — the pleasure and 
anticipation the entire family 
shares in making and eating 
them and the fragrant goodness 
of the kitchen while all of this 
is going on — make it more 
than worth the effort. 

If you have a cool cellar or 
attic, or better yet a large 
freezer, you can enjoy prepar- 
ing many of your Christmas 
choice recipes as you find the 
time. The flavor of fruitcakes 
mellows on standing — they 
are better if they have been 
stored three to four weeks be- 
fore cutting. After baking and 
cooling, wrap them tightly in 
waxed paper and aluminum 
foil. Then store them in a 
tightly covered container in a 
cool place. If you are giving 
fruitcakes as a gift you'll want 
to decorate them. It is very 
simple — just glaze the tops 
of the cakes with equal parts of 
water and light corn syrup 
which have been boiled to- 
gether vigorously for one min- 
ute. Then decorate with can- 
died cherries, almonds or other 
nuts and glaze the tops again 
with the hot syrup mixture. 


Gingerbread Sauce 
Here’s a suggestion to dress up the 
spicy favorite, gingerbread. Drain 
and thicken the syrup from a can 
of fruit cocktail. Add a little 
grated lemon rind and heat the 
fruit gently in this sauce until just 
warm. Spoon sauce over warm 
gingerbread and serve at once.

Also, apple 
preparations may stretch 
through every course of the 
meal, from appetizer through 
dessert, and different varieties 
may be used for each. 

Choose your apples well for 
greatest eating satisfaction. 
Firm, crisp, bright, clean, well- 
colored fruit with good flavor 
are most desirable. Tart, firm 
apples are generally best liked 
for cooking; sweeter fruit, for 
eating raw. For dessert use, 
medium-size apples with good 
color for the variety are usually 
the most appealing. 

With apples featured at many 
markets, homemakers may 
want to buy in quantity. They 
have good keeping qualities 
and it may be well worth your 
while to get a large enough 
supply to keep for an extended 
time. 

Before storing your apples, 
sort them to remove those with 
bruises and skin breaks. Use 
these promptly. Those to be 
used within a few days or à 
week or two, should be kept in

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STATE POLICE 

The Pennsylvania State 
Police was organized December 
15, 1905, by Legislative enact- 
ment with a complement of 228 
authorized troopers. Governor 
Samuel Whitaker Pennypacker 
appointed Captain John C. 
Groome as its first superinten- 
dent by observing that if the 
State herself does not see to it 
that her peace is maintained, she 
fails in her first duty. 

On June 29, 1937, the State 
Police was merged with the State 
Highway Patrol that had been 
formed by Governor Gifford Pin- 
chot specifically to police Penn- 
sylvania highways. 

Originally, training was car- 
ried on in the Troops themselves 
whenever a new recruit was en- 
listed in the State Police Force. 
In May 1921, the Legislature 
enacted the law which establi~hed 
the first State Police Academy 
in the country. The Academy was 
organized at Newville, where it 
continued to function until late 
in 1923. In 1924 it was reorgan- 
ized and transferred to Hershey, 
where it has continued to expand 
steadily. Training classes usually 
number approximately 60 те- 
cruits. 

Applicants for appointment 
must undergo a written test— 
rigid physical examination— 
character investigation-be bet- 
ween 21 and 30—be United 
States  citizens—residents of 
Pennsylvania—5’8” to 6'2"— un- 
married and be high school gra- 


duates or the equivalent. 

Appointees enter the State 
Police Academy at Hershey for 
6 months training. The school 
provides the fundamental re 
quirements for professional 
police service inculcating its stu 
dents with basic police principles 
and knowledge in a manner re 
quired by other professional 
training. Further it will supply 
the recruit with sufficient knowl- 
edge of criminal law and of the 
Vehicle Code so that he can per- 
form his duties with ablilty and 
confidence and render efficient 
service at the beginning of his 
police career.

They placed it on the waiting artillery caisson as the thous- 
ands of people jammed into the plaza paid silent tribute to the 
nation's "Unknown Soldier of World War 1."

At 11:56 a.m., the President of the United States and 
Mrs. Harding arrived on the scene, and the President delivered 
his address—a prayerful plea for world peace in the future.

IN BUCKS

Bristol was also the home 
of many famous horsemen. One 
of these was Bud Doble who 
gained world renown as a horse 
trainer and — jockey-driver. 
Doble lived in Bristol during 
the early days of his career. In 
1867 he erected a large stable 
on the west side of Otter Street 
near Bath and made it the 
winter quarters for his horses. 
The foilowing January this 
stable burned to the ground, 
but fortunately all the horses 
were saved. 

Undaunted, Doble rebulit 
his stable, this time at Otter 
and Maple. Here many of his 
famous horses including Dex- 
ter, Lady Thorn, Snow Ball 
and Jay Gould, were wintered. 
At one time 150 horses were 
stabled there. Until he moved 
to California in the 1870's, 
Doble often allowed the small 
boys of Bristol to take out his 
famous trotters for exercise. 

One of the most famous horses 
stabled at Doble's was Gold- 
smith's Maid. A  blood-bay 
mare with a chaotic temper- 
ment, the Maid was foaled in 
1857 on the manor of John B. 
Decker near Sussex, New Jer- 
sey. In 1876 she was the 
world's fastest trotter. 

During her outstanding ca- 
reer, the Maid broke her own 
trotting records seven times and 
was one of the greatest money- 
winning harness horses in his- 
tory. She won $364,200 in 
stakes and raced a total of 440 
miles in 16 states before her 
retirement in 1877. For nearly 
two decades she drew countless 
fans from Bucks County and 
the whole east coast. 

Meanwhile in Doylestown 
in 1855 an enterprising young 
man named William Beek 
decided to hold an exhibition 
and erected a building on the 
western edge of the borough. 
In August of that year the ex- 
hibition drew ап immense 
crowd to hear a speech by Hor- 
ace Greeley. A harness racing 
track was one of the major at- 
tractions for sportsmen. The 
Intelligencer reported on the 
event. 

"The splendid track on 
Beek's exhibition ground is a 
novelty in this neighborhood 
and frequently it presents the 
appearance of a miniature ex- 
hibition of 'fast nags' in the 
process of initiatory training. 
There is a great deal of fun 
attending these trials of speed, 
a crowd usually collects, and at 
times it would be difficult for 
a stoic to keep cool."

"One evening last week a 
company of spectators became 
so much exicted on witnessing 
the feats of a couple of fast 
horses, that they could stand it 
no longer. A foot race around 
the course was proposed and 
instantly put into execution, 
when one of the party made 
his half mile in two seconds 
less than two minutes. Here's 
time for you. This young man 
ought to hire himself out for 
a locomotive." 

Nine years after Beek's ex- 
hibition, Doylestown citizens 
organized a committee of pro- 
minent men to plan the first 
Doylestown Fair. The first ex- 
hibit was held in 1865. A 
small track was laid out and 
stable facilities were available 
for fifty horses. 

The Fair was a success and 
the committee voted to con- 
tinue its efiorts. In 1867 a barn 
was erected at a cost of $800. 
A grandstand was aded in 1869 
and the track was made a full 
half mile. The Fair continued 
until 1891 when the last ex- 
hibit was held. Many irate 
citizens charged that a newly 
imposed fifty cent admission 
fee on Thursday was its killer. 

In 1905 a syndicate from 
Doylestown purchased the 
Grandview Stock Farm 
which included the old Fair- 
grounds with an eye toward 
starting the Fair again. Nothing 
tangible happened however un- 
til 1923 when a committee was 
formed to organize an annual 
October Fair. George Ely of 
New Hope was in charge of 
the Horses, R. J. Weckerly of 
Philadelphia handled Speed 
and Track events. There were 
45 entries for the horse racing 
events on Thursday and Satur- 
day, which included harness 
racing, flat races and steeple- 
chase events. 

In the first race that year, 
George McLaughlin of Doyles- 
town, owner of the famous 
Tramp Boy, drove Aquillon 
Jr., owned by Bert Worthington 
of Wycombe, to take first place 
by winning each of two heats 
in 2:17. The Country Pacer

event was won by the Stack- 
house entry from Horsham, 
and the 2:19 trot by Lord Ful- 
lerton. a Hatfield horse owned 
by H. Godshall. The Fair and 
races were extremely popular, 
but keen competition was pro- 
vided by the Annual Bucks 
County Fair held in Lulu Park 
in Quakertown. 

The Doylestown Fair and 
races were such a success that 
it was agreed that they would 
be scheduled in 1924 and sub- 
sequently for many years to 
follow. Dr. H. W. Turner of 
New Hope was for many years 
the President of the Fair Com- 
mittee and helped to develop 
the entries dere two all time 
to the rest of the exhibit. 

In 1924 the races were held 
for three days. Featured among 
the entries were two all time 
favorites Buddy Direct and 
Tramp Boy. Eleven thousand 
persons attended on Saturday. 

Tragedy narrowly missed the 
harness races in 1926 when Ed 
Lindley drove his sulky into 
another racer and was thrown 
to the ground. His horse, Hal 
Abbe, was also spilled, but 
fortunately neither was in- 
jured. 

In 1928 the grandstand was 
enlarged to provide 1300 seats 
under cover. Three years later 
things had improved so much

that 60 horses were training at 
the track. This included three 
owners who transferred their 
stables from Hatfield, the Garth 
stables from Huntsville, Ala- 
bama, Eddie Williams who had 
trained at Byberry and later at 
Hatfield, and Herman Auth 
from Frankford. At that time 
racing events were held every 
day, and the Fair was consider- 
ed by many to be the best of its 
kind in the country. 

In 1941 the last exhibit was 
held and then the Fair was 
dead. Gone were the sons of 
the greats in harness racing, 
horses who proudly carried 
the blood of Messenger, Volo, 
Director and the Wilkes line. 

In 1926 a man named Gage 
Ellis came to Langhorne. Ellis 
was a sportsman of the old 
school. He had decided to open 
a breeding farm for standard- 
breds in the area and chose a 
property on Woodbourne Road 
as the site of his “Village 
Farms.” Ellis laid out his farm 
as a real showplace with formal 
gardens, landscaping, miles of 
white board fence and the ulti- 
mate in luxurious breeding and 
stable facilities. He remained at 
the Langhorne location until 
1951 when he took the *Vil- 
lage Farms” name with him 
to Maryland. Races were held 
at “Village Farms” until 1940. 

Probably the most illustrious 
horse to grace “Village Farms" 
was Abbedale, son of the Abbe 
who who in turn was by 
Chimes the son of Electioneer. 
Abbedale was a pacer whose 
greatness came not from his 
speed, but from his progeny 
which include ап unusual 
number of top notch pacers. By 
1937 Abbedale already had 
92 pacers and two trotters to 
his credit and was only at the 
beginning of his long and 
notable career. 

Her Ladyship, for example 
was a daughter of Abbedale. 
She won eight of ten starts in 
1937, and in 1938 broke one 
record after another on the 
Grand Circuit. In that year she 
was the world’s champion pac- 
ing mare. The current, money- 
winning Adios line is by Hal 
Dale, son of Abbedale. 

Bucks County is still making 
infusions of strength into the 
harness racing picture. In 1961 
the “Village Farms” site was 
purchased by William DiNun- 
zio. The site was renamed 
Pineway Farms, and a general 
repair job was begun. Al- 
though some of the facilities are 
used to house saddle horses, 
space has been set aside for the 
breeding and training of trot-

the vegetable drawer or in a 
plastic bag, if they’re to remain 
crisp and fresh and at their 
peak of quality. 

As for the apples you plan to 
keep for longer periods, these 
should be put in a_ bushel 
basket or other ventilated con- 
tainer and stored in a well- 
ventilated, fairly humid area 
where the temperature remains 
fairly constant and cool, but 
not below freezing. A cellar or 
sheltered back porch are ideal. 
Your apples should keep well 
for up to three months.

sooner or later, she’d be found, 
with her brood gathered under 
her wings. Finding those birds 
was a dreaded chore, but it 
always had to be done, for a 
hard rain could drown them. 
Some of the old-timers of 
Bucks County do have recollec- 
tions of a Thanksgiving feast. 
In Lower Bucks, for example, 
the pastor of the Old School 
Baptist Church on Second 
Street Pike in Southampton 
used to entertain his parish- 
ioners for Thanksgiving dinner 
at the parsonage (now Bethan- 
na, the Home for Children). 
How the families looked for- 
ward to that dinner at Elder 
Durand’s! One of the present 
inhabitants of Southampton re- 
calls that helping her mother 
prepare covered dishes for this 
occasion was one of her hap- 
piest childhood delights! They 
would carry over a loaf of 
brown crusted meat loaf, with 
pan-roasted potatoes and addi- 
tional platters of their home- 
grown vegetables and freshly 
baked pies or cakes. Sometimes 
forty or fifty people would be 
gathered in the large dining 
room of the parish house about 


a long table. After the supper, 
there would be a meeting and a 
special Thanksgiving talk by 
Elder Durand. 

The Pennsylvania Dutch, 
too, can recall a true-to-the-pic- 
ture Thanksgiving feast. Their 
meals, 1 am told by one Bucks 
Countian who was raised in a 
Pennsylvania Dutch family 
were a day-long-consumption 
of the most mouth-watering 
preparations. 

Some old residents recall 
Thanksgiving that come closest 
to the original Thanksgiving 
Day .. . and to the early Pil- 
grim traditions . . . when hunt- 
ing was the main activity. Every 
year on that holiday, Bucks 
farmers and their sons would 
go out, like their pilgrim fore- 
fathers, into the woods and the 
fields hunting game and fowl. 

Although Thanksgiving in 
America's countrysides was 
not the scene of plush plenty 
and festive frivolity that we 
imagine it to have been... it 
was a day of peaceful co- exist- 
ence, and rest, and of thankful 
prayers. |

In our travels around Bucks 
County recently, we were for- 
tunate enough to find some old 
newspapers, dating from 1850 
to 1898. The papers were pub- 
lished in Doylestown and Lans- 
dale, and proved very interest- 
ing reading. 

The Lansdale Reporter for 
Thursday, January 4, 1872 
carried an interesting column 
of news under the headline 
“100 Years Ago." In our 
modern jet age we tend to think 
of colonial America as some- 
thing in the history books, but 
this local newspaper account 
perhaps will make us all think 
how fast this country has 
grown. We quote the article 
verbatum. 

“100 Years Ago” 

“One hundred and ten years 
ago, there was not a single 
white man in Kentucky, Ohio, 
Indiana or Illinois. Then, what 
is now the most flourishing part 
of America, was as little known 
as the country around the 
mysterious mountains of the 
moon. It was not until 1767 
that Boone left his home in 
North Carolina to become the 
first settler in Kentucky. The 
first pioneers in Ohio did not 
settle until twenty years after 
this time. 

“A hundred years ago Can- 
ada belonged to France, and the 
population did not exceed a 
million and a half people. A 
hundred years ago the great 
Frederick of Prussia was per- 
forming those grand exploits 
that made him. immortal in 
military annuals, and with his 
little monarchy was sustaining 
a single handed contest with 
Russia, Austria and France, 
the three great powers of 
Europe combined. Washington 
was a modest Virginia colonel, 
and the great events in the his- 
tory of the two worlds in which 
these great but dissimilar men 
took leading parts were then 
scarcely foreshadowed. 

*A hundred years ago the 
United States was the most 
loyal part of the British Empire, 


and om the political horizon no 
speck indicated the struggle 
which with-in a score of years 
thereafter established the great 
Republic of the world. 

A hundred years ago there 
were but four newspapers in 
America! Steam engines had 
not been imagined, and rail- 
roads and telegraphs had not 
entered into the remotest con- 
ception of men. 

“When we look back at it 
through the vista of history, 
we find that the century just 
passed has been allotted more 
important events in their bear- 
ing upon the happiness of the 
world, than almost any other 
which has elapsed since the 
creation." 

* * * 

The above, written about 
90 years ago, give one the im- 
pression that we are just a few 
steps in history from the back- 
woods of colonial times. 

When that account was 
written in 1872 we had no 
automobiles, no radio, no 
modern kitchens, telephones, 
no electrically lighted homes 
and business. The airplane was 
still fancy. All the things that 
we take so for granted today 
were non-existant then. 

If, as the writer stated that 
the period 1772-1872 “Һай 
been allotted more important 
events in their bearing upon the 
happiness of the world”, what 
on earth do we call the last 
90 years? 

Its good to reflect upon 
thoughts like these once in 
awhile, as we gain a greater 
respect for the life luxury we 
all take so much for granted 
today. 


Here are a few of the "choice 
items" we have culled from the 
pages of early Bucks County 
newspapers that gave us a smile 
or two. Most of the items are 
from The Doylestown Demo- 
crat, 1850 to 1854. 
BLOOMERS-—Great Excite- 
ment!—A great excitement was 
created in the vicinity of Brows- 
ville a short time since, by the 
appearance of a “Bloomer”. 
The young men of the place 
were aroused, and it was with 
difficulty that a general muss 
was prevented. A correspond- 
ent deals out the particulars, 
but a publication of them is 
supressed on account of their 
personality. (Doylestown De- 
mocrat, October 28, 1851)

The morning newspaper hits the street the night before 
dawn’s early light, by SATURDAY the EVENING 
POST of the same name is almost a week old, TIME is 
ahead of time and it’s taken for granted, of course, that 
the new '63 automobiles will be last year's models by the 
time 1963 rolls round. We live in an era in which to- 
morrow has become yesterday and it comes as no sur- 
prise to anyone that each year Santa Claus gets to us 
just a bit sooner. In my day, the Christmas season started 
on the Friday after Hoover’s Thanksgiving (or was it 
Roosevelt’s I forget which) . . well, anyhow, on that day 
we were bundled off to Wanamaker’s to see himself in 
person. I rather suspect that we looked forward to the 
train ride out of Jenkintown and the eclairs at the Auto- 
mat more than we did to seeing Old Saint Nick. There was 
always an interminable waiting line and invariably we 
lost our place because one or another younger brother 
(never me!) had to go to the toitty. Unless things have 
changed considerably since I was a boy, Wanamaker’s 
still “has everything” except someone to tell you where it 
is. (Before it’s too late, I mean.) 

Appropriately enough, I suppose, Christmas now begins 
on Halloween, completely over-shadowing Armistice Day, 
which has become Veteran’s Day (and no one seems to 
know what that means, anyhow) and Thanksgiving has 
become nothing more than the final breather before the 
big push: so many shopping days before Xmas. In our 
impatience with the calendar, much of the meaning of the 
Advent of our Lord is forgotten, lost, along with many 
of our other concepts, in the revolving doors of the dis- 
count stores. It is a hymn of praise in honor of the Al- 
mighty Buck, a frantic, twisting cha cha set to the beat 
of the jingle bell of the hard sell at the cash register. 
One wonders when we lost it, when the magic of Christ- 
mas, a child’s starry-eyed wonder before a picture win- 
dow, became the dreary hang-over of a picture-windowed 
bill in January. Maybe it happened when the birthday 
party became more important than the birthday Child, 
when in our sincere desire to give our youngsters more 
than we ever received ourselves, we put a price tag on this 
day. (Several years ago I visited friends on a Christmas 
morning . . and even if you're asked, don’t bother mak- 
ing that mistake . . it was almost impossible to get into the 
living room, four youngsters were lost among the greatest 
disarray of expensive toys that I’ve ever seen under one 
mortgaged roof. There was hootin’ and hollerin’ and to 
my utter disbelief most of it was coming from the two 
youngest boys in a tug-of-war over a cardboard box . . and 
empty, cardboard packing box. Skates and cycles and 
electric trains and two kids fighting over an empty box!) 
In our pre-occupation with the nonsense that Christmas 
is only for children, I sometimes wonder if we haven’t 
wrapped this holy day in a gaily, gift-wrapped package . . 
empty as a drum. How we do cheat them, and how we do 
cheat ourselves! I am not too old to forget my own 
happy memories of Christmas past, nor do I question the 
special thrill that Christmas holds for kids. But the whole 
celebration seems a rather ridiculous extravagance if it

Two holiday seasons of the year when most Americans cast 
calorie counting to the winds are Thanksgiving and Christmas. 
This is particulary true of the Pennsylvania-Dutch who have 
often been referred to as “the eatingest people." 

Actually Penn’-Dutch is a misnomer, for the early settlers 
came here from the Rhineland section of southern Germany in 
the 1680's and should rightly be called Penna-German. Be that 
as it may, most of the immigrants were tillers of the soil, and, 
starting life anew in the wilderness of a new land, they of neces- 
sity had to “live of the land" as they were wont to say. This 
simple life, devoid of the ingredients and condiments for favorite 
dishes they were accustomed to back in the Old Country, not 
only gave them an appreciation for what they called "plain 
food," but also rise to the creation of new recipes that down 
through the generations have become famous as Pennsylvania- 
Dutch cooking. 

And so it is when Thanksgiving and Christmas come around 
the family tables in Bucks County, and elsewhere, are laden with 
food that “sticks to the ribs," many dishes being prepared from 
recipes that had their origin in the log houses of our forebears. 

One does not have to be of Penna-German descent to par- 
take of a turkey dinner with all the fixin's, including the seven 
sweets and seven sours, “shbek und bona" (bacon and green 
beans cooked with potatoes), *druk'd welshkorn" (dried corn), 
*smierkase" (cottage cheese), “реРг krout” (pepper cabbage), 
“bott boi" (pot pie), followed by mince pie, apple pie, pumpkin 
custard, several kinds of cake, and a heaping dish of ice cream. 

Yes, the holiday season is a great time for the “eatingest 
people," and they go to it with gusto, completely unmindful of 
calories and expanding waistlines. This is family day at the old 
homestead, and if there is gastric discomfort after the meal, 
the seltzer bottle and tummy-aids can usually be found in the 
medicine cabinet or the box of baking soda resorted to. 

And so it is, come Christmas, they are home-coming days

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Bucks County's 
100 Years Aso 


Nearly sixty-six thousand 
youngsters entered the public 
schools this fall in Bucks 
County, an all time high—com- 
pared to a century ago, 1862, 
When there were only approxi- 
mately fifteen thousand pupils 
attending schools in the county, 
and some of those were only 
part time students. 

This all time high enrollment 
will be instructed by approxi- 
mately 2800 well trained teach- 
ers compared to 285 partially 
trained teachers a century ago, 
when teachers were many times 
hard to find. Similar problems 
exist even today, a century 
later. However a deep concern 
existed regarding the qualifica- 
tions of a teacher a century ago.

Panorama Historical Editor 


One classic example is an inter- 
esting paper written by the as- 
sistant superintendent of Com- 
mon Schools of Pennsylvania 
in his annual report to the State 
Legislature in 1862. 

"Especial pains need to be 
exercised in selecting the teach- 
ers for the primary schools. A 
much higher order of talent is 
needed than is generally sup- 
posed. A love for the work, 
aptness to teach, great power 
of endurance, tact in gaining the 
confidence and affection of 
pupils and leading them at will, 
methodical and orderly habits, 
quick and clear perceptions, 
with the ability so to communi- 
cate as to catch the attention of 
pupils and inspire them with 


enthusiasm, depth of moral 
feeling and sentiment, and un- 
tiring zeal and interest in the 
welfare of the pupils,— are 
qualities much to be desired in 
the teachers of a primary 
school. It should not be for- 
gotten that the twig is easily 
bent, and that the giant tree 
bears the marks of early 
misuse." 

The many difficulties en- 
countered by teachers years 
ago, is revealed in this observa- 
tion a Bucks County school- 
master a century ago. 

"At this time during the 
nineteenth century a general 
feeling prevailed that women 
were incompetent to manage 
and teach boys, no matter how 


Schools 


well educated they might be. If, 
therefore, a man materialized 
at the proper time who was 
willing to teach he was offered 
the use of the school building. 

The next step in those days 
was to go among the people 
living within reasonable dis-' 
tance of the schoolhouse, and 
ascertain how many scholars 
could be secured. The price 
paid the teachers for tuition 
was about $2.00 for each schol- 
ar for a school term of thirteen 
weeks. If a sufficient number 
of pupils could be secured to 
yield the teacher some $12.00 
or $15.00 a month the school 
would probably be opened. If 
not those who wished to attend 
school were compelled to go to 
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some distant neighborhood 
where the services of a teacher 
had been secured. 

Schools opened about the 1st 
of November after the corn 
had been husked, the grain 
threshed and the wood cut and 
hauled from the woods to the 
family wood-pile. The teacher 
was generally accomodated 
with board and lodging by some 
one living near the school- 
house, for which he was re- 
quired to pay about $2.25 a 
week. At times he was enabled 
to reduce these figures some- 
what by teaching some member 
of the family in the evening, 
who could not be spared to go 
to school." 

The Schoolhouses 

Some of the early school- 
houses were eight square with 
as many windows, but the 
majority were limited to four 
corners. It was the invariable 
practice, however, regardless of 
the shape of the building, to 
place a row of desks around 
the oustide of the room—the 
occupants facing the wall. Two 
other short rows of desks were 
placed on each side of the en- 
trance. 

In the center of the room, 
surrounded by short benches, 
was a large potbellied stove, 
whose spacious maw was cap- 
able of receiving huge blocks of 
hickory wood. 

The pupils occupying seats 
facing the wall were usually in 
a freezing condition during the 
early part of the day, while 
those in the immediate vicinity 
of the stove were roasting and 
without opportunity for escape. 

The teachers desk was direct- 
ly opposite the entrance, on a 
raised platform, with his chair 
next the wall. Form this posi- 
tion he could exercise a watch- 
ful care over every pupil. 

School Furniture 

The desks provided for the 
use of the pupils were of severe- 
ly primitive character. To add 
to their unsightliness it seemed 
to be an unwritten law that 
when a pupil was assigned to a 
seat his first duty was to cut the 
initials of his name in large 
letters upon the top of the desk. 

Some of the benches were 
constructed out of heavy 
boards, while others were made 
from the first cut of a saw log, 
with the flat side up. Two augur 
holes were bored at each end of 
the slab, into which stout 
sticks were driven for legs. 

Pupils of the present day 
with their well-made convenient 
desks and seats with comfort- 
able backs, cannot conceive of 
the discomfort and inconveni- 
ence endured by their grand- 
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fathers anu grandmothers. 
Duties of the Teacher

policy.” "Money makes the сч 


mare go,” etc. There were no 
steel pens in those days; goose 
quills were furnished by the 
teacher at the rate of two for a 
cent, and these were made into 
pens, and sharpened by him 
as occasion required. 
The Curriculum 

The principal branches 
taught were reading, writing and 
arithmetic, although lessons in 
algebra and geometry were im- 
parted to some of the older and 
more advanced pupils. The 
books in use were quite limited 
in number embracing Comly’s 
Grammer, Pike’s Arithmetic 
and Comly’s Spelling Book. 
Murray’s Introduction, the se- 
quel and English reader sup- 
plied the literature, and it is 
questionable whether any better 
selections have been substituted 
for them. 

There were no stores where 
ready-made clothing and shoes 
were kept for sale; néither were 
there sash and door factories; 
everything had to be made by 
hand; hence the village tailor, 
shoemaker and carpenter were 
important personages in every 
community. They employed 
numerous apprentices whose 
compensations for service in- 
cluded some six weeks’ school- 
ing during certain Winter 
months. This brought together 
a class of pupils ranging from 
6 or 7 up to lads of 18 and 19 
years of age. The number of 
Scholars in attendance depend- 
ed largely upon the character 
and reputation of the teacher. 

There were a normal schools, 
and but few academies where 
the larger of the farm boys 
could be sent during Winter. 
Imagine a single teacher con- 
ducting a school of fourty or 
fifty scholars of the ages de- 
scribed, huddled into one small

room, and where the gamut of 
teaching ran from “A, B, C,” 
pen making, copy setting, up to 
the higher branches of mathe- 
matics. And yet this was done, 
and men who have risen to very 
responsible positions in our 
State and National Govern- 
ments had no other education 
than that acquired under such 
conditions. 

Books were not taken home 
in the evening, for the reason 
that the boys had no time for 


study. After reaching home they 
were required to assist in feed- 
ing the stock, cut wood for 
family use and do various other 
chores. They had to rise early 
in the morning in order to get 
through their allotted work in 
time for school. The privilege 
of acquiring a limited educa- 
tion was only purchased by 
severe trial and personal sacri- 
fice, unknown to the present 
20th century school-child!

Roger Watson, a resident of 


Levittown, is a graduate of: 


Union College in Kentucky, 
where among many other ac- 
complishments he holds the 
State Diving Championship. 
This past summer, Roger was 
instructor in aquatics at Bucks 
County Council Boy Scout 
Camp Ockanickon. 


When asked why I’ve joined 
the Peace Corps I usually 
answered the question by put- 
ting forth my concept of the 
Corps first, hoping that the 
questioner could better under- 
stand my position after a basic 
sematics agreement. After 
all, there are times, too numer- 
ous to mention, when a reason 
or cause becomes obscured by 
tautologous explanation and 
neither party in the investiga- 
tion understands the other. 

The Peace Corps Bill be- 
came law on September 22, 
1961. By this act young men 
and women volunteers would 
be selected to fill certain posi- 
tions where their abilities could 


be best utilized in helping 
others. These volunteers would 
serve under any conditions in 
order to “help others help 
themselves.” From before the 
bill was Officially accepted 
young men and women all over 
America were beginning to 
awake to the vibrant idealism 
pulsating from the very words 
used to symbolize a seemingly 
new approach to the problem 
of world tension: “Help others 
help themselves.” (This phrase, 
though taken from the Point 
Four program, is used quite 
differently here.) If these words 
could have any real basis the 
possibilities for a "peace-full"

"Secondly, a play can be 
presented at an astoundingly 
lowér cost, but with the same 
quality as a New York opening.

theirs. Little did Captain Smith 
know that his return to New 
Jersey would be so soon...

Museum Given 


Old Log Cabin 


The Pennsyl- 
vania State Museum's year-long 
search for-an early 19th century 
log cabin - for use in a major 
weapons exhibit came to an end 
this month in Perry County. 

W. Fred Kinsey III, chief cura- 
tor, said a “perfect” example was 
donated to the state by Harold 
Irvine, of Loysville RD 1. 

The structure was dismantled 
this month and moved to a 
Storage warehouse near Harris- 
burg. It will be rebuilt as a 
"gunshop" in the new William 
Penn Memorial Museum now under 
construction north of the Capitol. 

Kinsey said there were 25 
replies to a plea for such a cabin 
published in central Pennsylvania 
newspapers last summer. The one 
on the Irvine farm was selected 
because of its size, the excellent 
preservation of the wood, and the 
unusual expertness of the car- 
pentry. 

The structure measures 16 by 
14 feet, with each `of the logs held 
in position by pegs and close- 
fitting dovetail ends. It was con- 
structed about 1812 by a carpen- 
ter named Adam Henry Sheaffer. 

Sheaffer’s grandson, Clarence 
N. Sheaffer, of Loysville RD‘ 1, 
also is a carpenter, and also lived 
for a period in the cabin during 
his youth. 


In 1818, ten wagons a day car- 


ried goods from Philadelphia to 
Pittsburgh. Freight charges were 
$7 per 100 pounds.

Beat 
in egg yolks, cream and vanilla. Sift together flour and baking 
powder; blend into creamed mixture. Add 14 cup pecans. Shape 
into balls about | inch in diameter; dip into egg white, then 
roll in 15 cup pecans; place on baking sheet. Make small in- 
dentation in center of balls; fill each with jelly or half of red 
or green maraschino cherry. Bake 20 minutes.

Let's Go On A Rally! 


All you need do is come out 
and enter an event. Sports car 
tallies can be a lot of fun as they 
give you a chance to enjoy the 
pleasure of driving while you trav- 
el through sections of the country 
that you normally might not see. 
A good rally will use roads that 
are off the ''beaten track’? and 
not bogged down with a great deal 
of traffic. It really doesn't matter 
what type of car you use just as 
long as you enjoy driving it. 

Not only will you find the sport 
enjoyable, but you will also meet 
people from all walks of life. 
Usually an event finishes at a 
place where you get a chance to 
talk and compare notes with your 
fellow ralliests while enjoying 
some much deserved refreshments. 
Quite a number of ralliests go 
mainly for this social side of the 
sport; to meet old friends and get 
acquainted with new ones. 

At the end of a rally, it is al- 
ways interesting to listen to the 
excuses and how so and so 
'*goofed'', by turning over the 
bridge and not after the bridge as 
the instructions stated. If..If..If 
we hadn't done so and so,. we 
could have taken first place. 

The main reason for rallying, I 
believe, is for fun and relaxation 
while meeting and enjoying the 
company of people with the same 
interests, Now that we have a 
common interest, lets go on a 
rally........ 

For the most part the rally is a 
prescribed course designated by 
a "rallymaster'*, the director of 
the day's event. He has spent 
many hours and has traveled many 
miles in planning,checking, mea- 
suring, and rechecking the route, 
He had to be sure that it was 
checked as near to rally time as 
possible so that he could be cer- 
tain that all the signs and land- 
marks which he was using as 
clues were still in their right 
places. 

Now he is ready to send the 
competitors on their way over the 
same route he has painstakenly 
layed out. To be sure that they 
follow the correct course, he pre- 
pares an instruction sheet which 
not only lists the clues in order. 
but also secs the average speeds 
which must be maintained. In 
order to be certain that you are 
doing everything exactly as he 
has planned, he sets up ''check- 
points'' at various locations along 
the course. At these points, he or 
one of his many assistants record 
the exact time you pass. 
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It is up to you, the ralliest, 
to locate and execute the clues 
which the rallymaster has de- 
scribed, That is, of course, if you 
are going to stay on the prescribed 
route. So, Rule No. 1 is: Keep 
alert and don’t miss any clues. 
A number of rallies are won by 
the strict observance of this basic 
rule. 

Rule No. 2: Forget the other 
fellow, and above all don’t follow 
him. After all, he received his 
instruction sheet at the same time 
you did and therefore knows as 
much about the course as you do. 
Use yourown judgement and don’t 
rely on anyone else. 

Contrary to the opinion of some 
who feel if they don’t have sev- 
eral hundred dollars worth of 
equipment there is no sense in 
entering, thisis not true. So often 
they see a car equipped with 
every gadget possible take first 
place, they naturally assume the 
gadgets are the reason. True, all 
of these help provided the per- 
son using them doesn’t make a 
mistake or they don’t break down 
at a critical moment. When that 
happens, the user might as well 
sit back and enjoy the scenery. 
Usually, the car that is loaded 
with the equipment is also equip- 
ped with e xperienced ralliests and 
experience is hard to beat in any 
field. 

To keep placing in the first ten 
positions in most of the rallies 
(and luck plays a very important 
part in this accomplishment), you 
actually need only a very small 
amount of equipment. Your car 
odometer should measure to the 
tenth of a mile, and above all, 
you should have a good legible 
watch. It should be a large face 
chronograph with a sweep second 
hand, a dial reading in minutes 
and seconds, and in one hundreths 
of a minute. A stop watch may be 
used but you will do better to 
leave it at home. The only other 
help, besides a pencil and a lot 
of paper, would be a five dollar 
book of minutes per mile factors 
for any given speed between 10 
and 60 MPH. 

With just these few items, you 
can compete with the best and 
your score should be no poorer 
than five seconds per checkpoint. 
It has been done quite frequently. 
Here again, experience will play 
an important part and there is no 
better way to gain experience 
than competing. 

That's all there is to it....See 
you at the next rally...

world would be a tangible real- 
ity. And, their real basis would 
be found in the minds and 
ideals of those who were caught 
by the emotive force that an 
appeal to humanitarianism ema- 
nates to the mind of the young. 
Thusly, as calls for help came 
in from country after country, 
there were young men and 
women of varying abilities 
fervently eager to pitch in and 
help. For some it may have 
been sacrificial; for others it 
was a step forward. But, the 
major impetus was the rather 
idealistic but wonderful desire 
to reinstate the world on a 
sound foundation. 


Basically I fit into this rather 
general categorization of young 
people cognizant of the terribly 
one-way path the societies of 
the world are upon and anxious 
to do something constructive 
about rectifying the situation. I 
realize, however, that one might 
brand the Peace Corps as a 
political tool for the exploita- 
tion of the American people’s 
imagination and ultimate sup- 
port. Or too, that the Corps is 
a front for Americanism—a 
sieve-like facade for ensnaring 
those indeterminate nations 
fluttering from one political 
philosophy to another. In other 
words, one could label the 
Corps as ап opportunist’s 


mechanism designed to capture 
the public appeal, the nation’s 


support, and the world’s de- 
sirous adherence, slowly build- 
ing a stronger allied Democratic 
wall. However, I admit the pos- 
sibilities of those motivations. 
They may or may not exist. I 
don’t think it is important to 
find why the Peace Corps was 
started, for to me, and at least 
a few others, the real impor- 
tance of the Peace Corps lies 
in the possibilities that exist for 
those who care enough about 
our lacking world brotherhood 
in a day of turmoil, to go where 
help is needed and allow others 
to grasp the realities of becom- 
ing really independent people. 

I first became interested in 
the Peace Corps and its func- 
tion during the summer preced- 
ing my senior year in college.

While attending a conference in 
the Midwest on student govern- 
rent, a friend showed me some 
of the literature he had been 
reading about the Peace Corps. 
At the time, it seemed rather 
preposterous and slightly fantas- 
tic. However, after talking with 
several other friends, who had 
also been agitated by the new 
program, I came to better 
understand the Corps and soon 
became an ardent supporter of 
it. Still, I had not decided that 
I was going to be a volunteer. 

While trying to decide, I 
stayed abreast of the Corps 
activities in order to supplement 
my understanding of it. There 
are approximately 3,000 volun- 
teers now serving in the Peace 
Corps with a few thousand 
more in training. The projects 
being served include those in: 
Chile, Columbia, St. Lucia, 
Brazil, Venezuela, Jamaica, El 
Salvador, Bolivia, East and 
West Pakistan, India, Malaya, 
Philippines, Ghana, Tangany- 
ika, Nigeria, Sierra Leone, and 
many more. Each month, more 
countries are added to the list 
as cries for help come into the 
Peace Corps offices. Today, 
Indonesia is being worked into 
a project assignment. Tomor- 
row, who knows? Each one of 
these countries has a special 
need—an area or areas that 
need impetus and ecitation to 
meet the challenge of progress. 
And, whether teachers, carpen- 
ters, plumbers machinists, 
bricklayers, medical technici- 
ans, or what have you, are 
needed, the Corps is designed 
to fill those needs. Of course, 
to do this requires a reservoir 
of volunteers who are willing to 
offer the abilities they have in 
the hopes that someone, some- 
where can use them. 

In order to find these people 
the Corps has planned its test- 
ing, training and selection pro- 
gram so that it can adequately 
investigate the qualifications of 
each volunteer, his background 
and skills, and place him in the 
posten he will be best suited 
Or. 

Eventually I decided. I had to 
join. It was almost as though I 
were compelled to try for selec- 
tion and work in this challeng- 
ing, electrified atmosphere. I 
was selected to train for the 
Philippines project as a teach- 
ers aide. This is why I and 
others selected for the same 
project are needed: Before 
World War II there had been 
hundreds of American teachers 
in the Philippines, but at the 
conclusion of the war most of 
them left the country, feeling 
their job was completed. Un- 
fortunately, the standards of

English have deteriorated to 
such an extent within the school 
system that the children are 
hindered by their inadequate 
grasp of grammar. This is rather 
inconvenient for the students 
as the teaching medium for 
third grade through college is 
the English language. So, in 
order to help the Filipino teach- 
er with his English, and con- 
sequently the students, we are 
being sent as teacher’s aides. It 
should be a rewarding and ex- 
citing job. 

However, before I can enter 
the Philippines I must success- 
fully pass the background in- 
vestigation and training pro- 
gram. The background investi- 
gation is rather thorough. 
Each applicant is asked to sub- 
mit names of references, and 
these are contacted, interview- 
ed, and asked to submit a re- 
sume of the volunteer in ques- 
tion. The schooling, emotional 
stability, and personality traits 
of the applicant are analyzed 
and categorized until the Corps 
has come to understand the ap- 
plicant and his drives. The 
training program is just as com- 
plete. Ours will consist of eight 
weeks of concentrated study 
here in the U. S. at a large 
university, probably Penn State, 
where American History, lan- 
guage, customs and history of 
the Philippines, skills review, 
and physical conditioning will 
be taught. From there the train- 
ing program will move to the 
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Philippines where we will re- 
ceive four weeks of language 
training. If all of this is success- 
fully completed, we will then 
be sent to our teaching assign- 
ments. 

Sounds rather involved 
doesn't it? However, even this 
won't give us all the prepara- 
tion needed for the job. I can 
foresee coming upon new and 
challenging situations every 
day, and wondering why I 
wasn’t told about them. But, 
life is made up of challenges to 
be met, and if one cannot meet 
these on his own, he has not 
started living. I hope that being 
a fledgling citizen of the world, 
and caring about my brothers 
and sisters will be enough to 
help meet the challenge.

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HEX SIGNS 

The “Hex” signs we see on 
barns throughout Bucks and 
neighboring counties are com- 
monly believed to be to ward 
off evil spirits. 

This is a myth. It is not gen- 
erally known, but no barns 
were painted with hex signs 
before 1840, and it is highly 
improbable that many persons 
believed in hexes that late. 

Should this be true, hex 
signs would be found wherever 
the Pennsylvania Dutch lived, 
„and this is not the case. You 
will not find barns with hex 
signs where the “plain” cultures 
live, thus adding to the argu- 
ment that they were purely for 
decorative purposes. 

The designs were all 
brought over fiom Europe, and 
no one has ever been able to 
establish that the designs were 
ever used in any part of Ger- 
many or Alsace except for de- 
corative purposes.—PR
